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Foreword 


BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 


IT  is  interesting  to  note  that  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  was  eighty  years  old  in  October  1949, 
and  that  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of 
the  United  States  in  1869,  participated  in  the 
opening  ceremonies. 

This  was  a start  of  a long  history  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  people  of  the  City  of  New  York.  No 
matter  how  old  and  distinguished  the  history, 
and  how  heartfelt  the  service,  Voluntary  hospitals 
must  keep  strong  financially  and  advance  with 
new  plant  and  equipment  in  order  to  keep  up 
with  the  great  scientific  and  life-saving  progress 
that  the  medical  profession  makes  each  year. 

In  my  last  report  I said  that,  like  all  businesses, 
hospitals  must  balance  their  budgets  or  suffer 
serious  consequences.  With  the  constant  growth 
of  Federal  control  over  voluntary  enterprises  this 
becomes  increasingly  important,  because  it  is  cer- 
tainly apparent  that  if  we  do  not  provide  adequate 
care  for  the  sick  of  our  city,  and  adequate  facili- 
ties for  the  medical  profession  to  extend  such 
care,  the  government  will  be  forced  to  take  our 
place.  In  order  to  achieve  our  goal,  a large  task 
in  these  difficult  days,  it  is  necessary  to  have  the 
cooperation  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  hospi- 
tal, professional  and  laymen  alike. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  many  loyal 
friends,  and  a team  of  willing  workers  in  the 
hospital  itself  composed  of  doctors,  nurses  and 
volunteers. 

In  the  last  report  I mentioned  four  elements  of 
cooperation  necessary  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

1.  Fulfilling  our  job  of  helping  the  City  take 
care  of  indigent  patients.  This  year  we 
had  1,921  City  patients  compared  to 
2,111  a year  ago,  and  2,213  part-pay  or 
free  patients  in  comparison  with  2,330  a 
year  ago.  This  was  done  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that,  due  to  the  building  of  the  Russell 
Memorial,  we  had  as  many  as  thirty  Ward 


beds  out  of  service  for  the  first  five  months 
of  the  year. 

2.  Cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  City  in  help- 
ing pay  for  City  patients  cared  for  by 
voluntary  hospitals.  The  City  has  again 
raised  its  payments  from  $7.50  to  $8.00 
per  day  a patient,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as 
time  goes  on,  the  City  will  adopt  the  pol- 
icy of  paying  the  full  City  cost  for  tak- 
ing care  of  its  own  patients  in  voluntary 
hospitals. 

3.  The  growth  of  Blue  Cross  and  the  study  of 
the  problems  in  connection  with  paying 
increased  compensation  to  voluntary  hos- 
pitals for  Blue  Cross  policy  holders.  Blue 
Cross  (Associated  Hospital  Service  of 
New  York)  had  3,626,000  members  in 
1948.  In  1949  they  had  4,100,000  mem- 
bers, showing  a constant  growth  of  this 
splendid  voluntary  health  insurance  plan. 

4.  Appreciation  on  the  part  of  philanthropy 
—both  individual  and  business— that,  if 
the  voluntary  hospital  system  is  to  be 
sound,  contributions  must  continue  to  be 
made  so  that  it  can  survive.  Our  fund- 
raising department,  through  the  efforts  of 
many  volunteer  solicitors,  is  glad  to  report 
that  the  net  total  of  gifts  received  this  year 
was  $213,012.27  compared  with  $151,- 
557.38  in  1948. 

It  is  particularly  important,  I think,  that  busi- 
ness in  the  area  served  by  a particular  hospital 
realize  the  necessity  of  supporting  their  commu- 
nity hospital,  over  and  above  the  contributions  to 
the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  the  United  Hos- 
pital Fund,  as,  without  the  help  of  these  in  the 
community  which  they  serve,  no  hospital  is  suffi- 
ciently subsidized  by  either  the  Greater  New  York 
Fund  or  the  United  Hospital  Fund. 

Due  to  everyone  in  the  Hospital  working  as  a 
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team;  and  to  the  generous  and  loyal  help  of  our 
friends,  both  individual  and  business;  and  to  the 
splendid  fund-raising  results  achieved  by  our 
doctors,  (a  powerful  element  in  any  hospital  fund- 
raising), we  were  able  to  balance  our  budget  for 
a third  year  with  a small  remaining  surplus  before 
depreciation  but  after  reserve  for  repairs. 

This  is  indeed  most  encouraging,  but  I am 
forced  to  cloud  the  picture  somewhat  by  pointing 
out  how  small  the  hospital  reserves  are  as  against 
a bad  year  or  an  emergency  building  situation. 

Our  endowment  is  only  $1,298,000  (see  page 
30),  and  our  working  capital  of  cash  and  securi- 
ties is  $437,000  net.  This  is  small  financial  back- 
ing indeed.  It  can  thus  be  seen  that  our  efforts 
must  be  constant  in  order  to  keep  our  finances 
sound. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  progress;  we  are  appre- 
ciative of  the  tremendous  help  that  has  made  our 
progress  possible,  but  we  are  not  blind  to  the 
dangers  still  continuing  in  the  situation. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Vice-President 
gives  statistical  information  which  indicates  the 
Hospital’s  service  during  the  year. 

In  a hospital  which  has  been  operating  for  as 
many  years  as  this  one,  new  building  and  repairs 
are  constantly  needed,  and  the  money  must  be 
raised  for  it  in  each  instance.  The  following  re- 
pairs and  additions  have  been  completed  in  1949, 
although  some  were  started  in  previous  years: 

The  new  boiler  system  has  been  completed. 
New  x-ray  equipment  has  been  installed. 
New  furnishings  and  equipment  have  been 
completed  in  many  departments. 

The  Russell  Memorial  Building  was  com- 
pleted and  opened  in  June,  adding  a modern 
emergency  ward  and  new  operating  ward 
floor  of  46  beds. 

The  ambulance  coverage  has  been  increased  to 
include  the  west  side  of  Lexington  Avenue,  thus 
adding  many  thousands  to  the  population  to  be 
cared  for  in  our  area,  now  one  of  the  largest  in 
the  City. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  complete  altera- 
tion of  the  fifth  floor  with  17  semi-private  beds 
being  added  there  at  this  writing. 


Plans  are  under  way  for  the  starting  of  the  new 
Tower  Memorial  Out-Patient  Building  for  which 
present  funds  will  provide  a basement  and  two 
floors.  This  building,  as  planned,  will  eventually 
accommodate  ambulatory  clinics,  laboratories 
and  additional  semi-private  beds.  The  building, 
when  completed,  will  be  eleven  stories  in  height. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  serious  losses 
we  have  had  by  death: 

Dr.  Joe  R.  Clemmons,  our  Executive  Vice- 
President  for  the  past  eleven  years,  died  in 
April.  His  loss  was  a personal  one  to  all  his 
associates  in  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Swaine,  a man  of  great  emi- 
nence in  the  City  and  a Trustee  of  great 
ability,  died  on  September  25,  1949. 

Mr.  James  R.  Hobbins,  an  outstanding  citi- 
zen of  New  York  and  a businessman  of 
national  reputation,  a Trustee  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  a member  of  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee died  on  November  14,  1949. 

These  are  real  losses  and  leave  deep  sadness  in 
the  hearts  of  those  who  worked  with  them  in  the 
Hospital. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  Mr.  Horace  W.  Have- 
meyer  became  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  April  26,  1949  and  Mr.  Roger  Milliken  on 
December  29,  1949. 

As  pointed  out  in  my  1948  report,  Dr.  Madison 
B.  Brown,  formerly  of  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital, 
took  over  the  duties  as  Executive  Vice-President 
and  Medical  Director  in  February,  1949. 

I wish  to  thank  particularly  the  ladies  of  the 
Volunteer  Committee  for  the  splendid  work  they 
have  done  and  the  splendid  cooperation  they  have 
shown  in  everything  that  they  have  undertaken. 
Their  work  in  our  children’s  ward  has  been  par- 
ticularly outstanding,  and  great  progress  has  been 
made  with  play  therapy.  The  “Play  Ladies,”  as 
the  children  call  the  volunteers,  are  eagerly 
looked  forward  to  each  day. 

We  are  enclosing  with  this  report  a projected 
plan  for  the  rebuilding  and  extension  of  the  hos- 
pital, which  I think  will  be  of  interest  to  all  our 
friends. 

Our  district  is  constantly  changing,  and  with 
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the  expansion  of  the  Amsterdam  housing  project 
it  is  apparent  that  a great  need  will  arise  for  a 
gynecological  and  obstetrical  building  program. 
We  have  no  obstetrical  service  at  this  time  due  to 
lack  of  funds  for  building  such  a unit,  although 
our  area  has  the  highest  birth  rate  in  the  City. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  that  the  State 
named  us  as  beneficiary  in  their  pilot  work  on 


mental  health  and  our  clinic  is  well  under  way 
on  a very  much  enlarged  basis. 

In  closing  this  report,  I wish  to  express  my 
deep  appreciation  to  everybody  in  the  Hospital, 
to  the  staff  and  to  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  for 
their  loyalty  and  generosity  in  all  things  which 
have  made  it  possible  for  us  again  to  balance 
our  budget.

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


TN  1949  three  important  steps  in  the  expansion 
-®-  of  facilities  of  Roosevelt  Hospital  were  either 
completed  or  the  ground  work  laid  for  later 
completion. 

The  James  I.  Russell  Memorial  Building  was 
opened  in  June  and  houses  the  Emergency  De- 
partment, Observation  Ward,  Admitting  Depart- 
ment and  Ward  Surgical  beds. 

The  Emergency  Department  is  most  modern 
and  second  to  none.  In  addition  to  a waiting  room 
there  are  seven  surgeries,  one  minor  surgical  oper- 
ating room,  a fluoroscopy  and  fracture  room  and 
an  x-ray  room.  The  Observation  Ward  has  eleven 
one-bed  rooms  and  adjoins  the  Emergency  Depart- 
ment. The  Admitting  Department  was  designed  to 
meet  future  requirements  in  expansion.  These 
departments  are  on  the  first  floor,  while  on  the 
second  floor  forty-six  Ward  surgical  beds  have 
been  added  to  the  thirty-eight  beds  on  Ward  2, 
making  a total  of  eighty-four  beds.  This  concen- 
tration of  surgical  beds  on  the  same  floor  as  the 
operating  room  has  proved  of  great  value  from 
the  efficiency  of  operation  standpoint. 

The  second  development  was  the  creation  of  a 
Division  of  Psychiatry.  While  the  ground  work 
was  being  laid  for  the  formation  of  this  depart- 
ment, the  State  of  New  York  invited  and  Roosevelt 
Hospital  accepted  operation  of  the  New  York  State 
Psychiatric  Pilot  Plan.  This  program  is  based  on 
the  assumption  that  early  recognition  and  treat- 
ment of  psychiatric  problems  will  greatly  reduce 
the  necessity  of  institutionalizing  these  cases  in 
later  life.  With  the  expansion  of  this  department 
a psychiatrist  will  be  assigned  to  each  medical, 


surgical  and  specialty  division  in  the  hospital  and 
out-patient  services.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  the 
emotionally  unstable,  psychosomatic  problems 
and  those  of  true  psychogenic  origin  may  be  rec- 
ognized early  and  helped  simultaneously  with  the 
treatment  of  their  associated  organic  conditions. 
The  advanced  psychogenic  patients  will  be  trans- 
ferred for  appropriate  care.  In  this  manner  it  is 
hoped  to  sensitize  the  interns  and  residents  to 
early  recognition  of  these  problems  in  their  future 
practices.  The  Psychiatric  Department  in  the  out- 
patient service  will  also  be  expanded.  The  State 
will  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of  this 
program  and  is  giving  financal  aid  as  far  as  hos- 
pital costs  are  concerned.  This  program  is  now 
about  thirty  per  cent  in  operation.  It  is  under  the 
able  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  W.  Laidlaw. 

The  third  expansion  is  to  take  place  on  the  fifth 
floor.  The  south  portion  is  being  reconstructed  for 
the  expansion  of  the  semi-private  facilities  by  the 
addition  of  seventeen  beds.  The  northern  portion 
will  house  a private  and  semi-private  X-ray  De- 
partment and  a Diagnostic  Unit.  The  need  for 
both  these  facilities  is  well  known  to  those  ac- 
quainted with  the  problems  of  the  hospital.  With 
the  acceptance  by  business  of  the  value  of  yearly 
medical  examination  of  employees,  this  service 
can  be  adequately  furnished  on  an  ambulatory 
basis. 

The  Medical  Board  greatly  appreciates  the 
close  cooperation  and  help  received  from  both 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  their  President,  Mr. 
Gayer  G.  Dominick,  as  well  as  Dr.  Madison  B. 
Brown,  Executive  Vice-President  and  Medical 
Director.

THE  YEAR  1949  has  seen  continued  improvement  in 
the  physical  plant  and  increased  demands  for  patient 
services. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  record  the  death  on 
April  2nd  of  Joe  R.  Clemmons,  M.D.,  former  Director. 
Dr.  Clemmons  accomplished  much  as  Director  of  the 
hospital  from  1937  until  his  retirement  on  January  1, 
1949.  The  passage  of  time  will  serve  only  to  emphasize 
his  many  contributions  to  our  well-being  and  our  future 
planning. 

The  hospital  has,  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  the  professional  and  lay  personnel,  the 
invaluable  support  of  Trustees,  Volunteers  and  friends, 
rendered  a high  grade  of  public  health  and  hospital 
service  to  its  community.  The  need  for  patient  service 
in  some  divisions  exceeds  physical  and  financial  abil- 
ities of  the  hospital  at  present,  but  with  past  progress 
as  a criterion,  we  shall  strive  constantly  to  meet  our 
obligations  in  the  future. 

With  these  introductory  remarks  the  events  of  par- 
ticular interest  and  departmental  reports  follow: 

James  I.  Russell  Memorial  Building— This  very 
valuable  addition  to  the  hospital  plant  was  opened  for 
use  in  June.  The  first  floor  contains  the  Emergency 
Ward  which  provides  modern  and  efficient  facilities  to 
support  our  active  ambulance  service.  Very  opportune 
financial  support  made  it  possible  to  install  a diag- 
nostic x-ray  unit  as  part  of  the  Emergency  Ward  during 
November  and  December. 

The  first  floor  also  houses  the  Observation  Ward 
which  provides  special  facilities  for  segregation  of 
patients  recently  admitted  or  for  hospitalization  of 
patients  requiring  study  for  several  hours.  The  old 
reception  ward  adjacent  to  these  two  units  has  been 
renovated  to  provide  new  offices  for  the  Admitting  De- 
partment, and  a waiting  room  for  patients  and  visitors. 

In  July  the  second  floor  of  the  Russell  Building  was 
opened  providing  46  ward  beds  in  units  of  two  and  four 
bed  rooms.  This  ward  connects  with  Ward  2 of  the 
Wrard  Building  which  makes  84  ward  surgical  beds  on 
the  same  floor  level  with  operating  rooms.  This  arrange- 
ment is  proving  very  valuable  in  reducing  vertical  travel 
of  patients  going  to  the  operating  room. 

Admitting  Department— The  new  offices  have  im- 
proved the  professional  atmosphere  of  the  department. 


The  privacy  offered  for  discussion  of  financial  and  other 
problems  has  been  much  appreciated  by  patients  and 
Staff. 

8,434  patients  were  admitted  during  1949,  a decrease 
of  334  from  the  previous  year.  The  average  occupancy 
of  the  hospital  was  82.8%  or  4%  higher  than  for  1948. 

Ambulance  and  Emergency  Department— The 

new  facilities  for  the  Emergency  Department  were  occu- 
pied in  June.  The  unit,  combined  with  the  Observation 
Ward,  provides  one  of  the  most  modern  Accident  and 
Emergency  Departments  in  New  York  City.  34,998 
patients  were  treated  in  the  Emergency  Department. 
This  was  2,044  fewer  patients  than  last  year  but  repre- 
sents a more  normal  annual  operation. 

The  ambulances  answered  7,316  calls.  In  September 
the  ambulance  area  was  increased  by  extending  the 
eastern  boundary  from  Park  Avenue  to  Lexington 
Avenue.  This  change  was  requested  by  the  hospital  in 
an  effort  to  render  service  consistent  with  the  profes- 
sional staff  and  equipment  available. 

Allergy  Clinic— Demand  for  service  by  this  clinic 
increased  with  a total  attendance  of  38,464,  including 
665  new  visits.  This  compares  with  35,588  total  attend- 
ance and  514  new  visits  for  1948.  In  October  the  depart- 
ment gave  a post-graduate  course  in  allergy  for  eight 
students  under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  University. 

Two  residents  were  graduated  from  the  department 
during  the  year.  One  accepted  the  position  as  Assistant 
in  Medicine  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Allergy 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin;  the  other  as  Assistant 
in  Medicine  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Allergy 
at  Iowa  University. 

Seven  scientific  articles  and  one  book  were  published 
by  members  of  the  professional  staff  during  the  year. 

Dietary  Department— Every  effort  has  been  made 
to  improve  patient  and  personnel  food  service.  This, 
plus  the  fact  that  anticipated  price  declines  did  not 
occur,  resulted  in  overexpenditure  of  the  food  budget. 

The  combination  of  Ward  2 and  Russell  2 as  a patient 
unit  requires  service  for  84  patients  from  one  pantry. 
This  pantry  is  the  most  modern  and  best  planned  in 
the  hospital.  Assignment  of  a dietary  supervisor  to  this 
floor  has  saved  3%-4  hours  daily  of  nursing  time.  In 
fact  the  success  of  food  service  for  so  many  patients  on 
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Ward  2 and  Russell  2 has  led  to  further  study  toward 
adopting  similar  procedures  on  other  floors  in  the 
Ward  Building. 

The  Dietary  Department  served  619,453  meals,  348,- 
158  to  patients  and  271,295  to  personnel.  Special  diet 
instructions  were  given  to  718  patients,  an  increase  of 
185  over  last  year.  Special  diet  instructions  for  diabetic 
patients  numbered  108—23  less  than  in  1948. 

We  wish  to  express  special  appreciation  to  the  friends 
of  the  hospital  who  donated  produce  from  their  gardens 
and  orchards. 

Housekeeping  and  Laundry  Department— The 

Housekeeping  Department,  which  is  responsible  for 
general  cleanliness  of  buildings  and  grounds,  rendered 
creditable  service.  The  department  also  supervised  the 
protection  and  elevator  services  which  have  made  every 
effort  to  give  high  caliber  service  to  the  patients’  visitors 
and  personnel  alike. 

The  esprit  de  corps  of  this  department  was  reflected 
in  a further  drop  in  personnel  turnover  during  the 
past  year. 

The  Laundry  Department  processed  an  average  of 
two  and  one-half  tons  of  linen  each  work  day.  This  was 
an  increase  of  9%  in  output  over  1948,  a total  increase 
of  1,400,000  pounds. 

During  the  year  the  supply  of  linen  in  use  was 
increased  to  improve  patient  care.  This  allowed  an 
increase  in  use  of  linen  per  patient  day  from  11.3 
pounds  in  1948  to  12.0  pounds  in  1949.  The  above  pro- 
duction increases  were  made  without  overtime  by  the 
addition  of  three  American  presses. 

The  Laundry  Manager  was  re-elected  President  of 
the  Metropolitan  Institutional  Laundry  Managers 
Association. 

Department  of  Laboratories— The  demand  for 
services  in  this  department  indicates  the  importance  of 
ancillary  services  to  the  practice  of  modern  medicine. 
A total  of  133,308  laboratory  tests  and  procedures  were 
done  during  the  year  as  compared  to  108,185  tests 
in  1948. 

The  service  of  the  Blood  Bank  was  of  great  impor- 
tance. 3,785  transfusions  were  given  in  1949  or  43 
transfusions  for  each  100  admissions. 

During  the  year  a most  important  piece  of  apparatus, 
a flamephotometer,  was  added  to  the  laboratories. 
This  piece  of  equipment  increases  greatly  the  capability 
of  the  hospital  in  research  and  its  routine  laboratory 
problems. 


Maintenance  and  Engineering  Department— 

This  department  has  continued  our  policy  of  preventive 
maintenance.  All  other  departments,  patients  and  vis- 
itors benefit  from  this  program.  A very  definite  effort 
is  being  made  to  keep  in  effective  and  efficient  condition 
the  buildings  selected  to  remain  in  the  permanent 
hospital. 

The  conversion  of  the  Power  Plant  to  oil  has  paid 
real  dividends  during  its  first  year  of  operation.  Over 
10  million  pounds  of  steam  alone  have  been  saved  dur- 
ing the  past  year  by  not  having  to  raise  ashes  from  the 
ash  pits  to  the  outside  ash  hopper. 

The  completion  of  17,000  work  orders  during  the 
past  year  represents  the  following  major  maintenance 
and  improvement  projects:  Furniture  of  all  private  and 
semi-private  pavilions  overhauled  and  refinished;  liv- 
ing quarters  in  the  Residence  Hall  improved  by  the 
installation  of  built-in  closets  from  the  second  to  the 
fifth  floors;  the  new  recreation  room  in  the  penthouse 
of  the  Residence  Hall  decorated;  new  bedpan  washers 
installed  in  rear  utility  rooms  from  the  second  to  the 
eighth  floors  of  the  Ward  Building;  new  x-ray  and  de- 
veloping rooms  constructed  in  the  Emergency  Depart- 
ment; all  condemned  fire  hose  in  the  hospital  plant 
replaced ; and  the  following  areas  were  painted— Private 
Pavilion  visitors’  lounge  and  solarium,  Ward  Building, 
Pharmacy,  Laundry,  Kitchen  and  Private  Pavilion 
Lobby.  Color  dynamics  was  employed  in  connection 
with  the  painting  program  for  the  first  time  in  the 
hospital’s  history. 

Out-Patient  Department— The  clinic  district  for 
Roosevelt  Hospital  extends  from  the  North  side  of  39th 
Street  to  the  south  side  of  80th  Street  and  from  Fifth 
Avenue  to  the  Hudson  River.  Priority  for  ambulatory 
dispensary  care  is  given  to  patients  living  within  this 
area. 

The  demand  for  clinic  space  already  exceeds  the  area 
now  available.  This  emphasizes  the  need  for  the  new 
clinic  facilities  now  in  the  planning  stage.  However, 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  good  medical  care  to 
all  patients. 

Patients  made  62,816  visits  to  the  clinics  during  the 
past  year,  of  which  55%  were  cared  for  free  of  charge. 
Two  new  clinics,  Breast  and  Chest,  were  added  to  the 
thirty-one  general  and  special  clinics  operated  by  the 
Hospital.  The  two  largest  general  clinics  are  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  which  had  9,395  and  7,732  visits,  respec- 
tively, during  1949. 
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Personnel  and  Personnel  Health  Departments— 

The  Personnel  Department  became  increasingly  impor- 
tant in  hospital  operations  during  the  past  year.  Better 
selection  of  personnel,  more  adequate  training  and  in- 
doctrination have  helped  to  achieve  the  lowest  turnover 
of  personnel  since  the  war. 

The  course  in  supervisory  training  for  administrative 
department  heads  has  been  one  of  the  most  important 
projects  of  this  department  during  the  past  year.  This 
program,  together  with  a well  organized  induction  and 
orientation  program  for  employees,  has  increased  mark- 
edly the  sense  of  belonging  to  the  family  group.  An 
introductory  lecture  and  tour  of  the  hospital  has  been 
conducted  weekly  for  all  new  employees.  This  new  fea- 
ture is  so  well  done  that  many  old  timers  have  taken 
the  opportunity  to  tour  their  hospital. 

The  Personnel  Health  Service  conducted  the  follow- 
ing examinations  for  697  employees  of  the  hospital :

This  service  is  supplied  by  a physician  on  a part- 
time  and  a nurse  on  a full-time  basis.  Their  efforts  have 
contributed  much  to  our  personnel  morale. 


Pharmacy  Department  — The  Formulary  com- 
pleted last  year  has  shown  definite  results  through 
professional  cooperation.  The  Formulary  has  also  ac- 
counted for  some  saving  in  drugs  used;  however,  the 
continnued  high  demand  for  antibiotics  makes  the  pur- 
chase of  drugs  a very  important  factor  in  pharmacy 
expense.  Aureomycin  and  chloromycetin  have  cost  an 
average  of  $1,000  monthly.  The  older  antibiotics— peni- 
cillin, streptomycin— though  costing  less  are  still  used 
in  about  as  large  quantities  as  before. 

Nursing  Education  Department— The  School  of 
Nursing  reports  with  pride  that,  following  a national 
survey  of  1,200  schools  of  nursing,  it  placed  in  Group 
I or  the  first  25%. 

The  school  graduated  23  students  in  April  and  ad- 
mitted 39  students  in  September.  At  the  present  time 
students  number  104  which  is  about  the  limit  of  living 
facilities  in  the  Nurses’  Home. 

Faculty  changes  during  the  year  include  the  appoint- 


ment of  Miss  Eileen  English  as  Assistant  Nursing  Arts 
Instructor,  replacing  Miss  Ruth  Reilly  who  became 
Medical  Supervisor;  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Harbert  was 
appointed  student  supervisor  effective  September  1st. 
This  position  was  filled  with  a nurse  especially  trained 
in  this  work  at  the  request  of  the  students. 

Nursing  Service  Department— Service  to  patients 
has  been  maintained  at  a high  level.  The  size  of  the  full- 
time graduate  staff  has  never  met  budget  allotment. 
Vacancies  were  filled  with  per  diem  nurses.  Ward 
clerks  have  been  employed  for  the  first  time  for  ward 
and  semi-private  services  with  great  success.  The  clerks 
have  relieved  administrative  head  nurses  of  much  cler- 
ical and  administrative  detail. 

The  demand  for  private  duty  nurses  continues  with  a 


daily  average  of  121  employed.

4,415  of  the  calls  were  assigned  to  nurses  from  other 
Registries. 

Volunteer  Department— The  Volunteer  Depart- 
ment, which  is  operated  by  the  Volunteer  Committee, 
rendered  invaluable  assistance  in  volunteer  service.  294 
volunteers  gave  29,577  hours  of  service,  an  increase 
over  1948  of  84  volunteers  and  4,248  hours  of  service.

The  Volunteer  Department  sponsored  a Play  Ther- 
apy program  in  Pediatrics  which  has  proven  to  be  a 
valuable  adjunct  to  the  total  therapy  for  the  Pediatric 
Service. 

The  department  during  the  year  assisted  the  admin- 
istration by  managing  receptions,  conducting  the  Chil- 
dren’s Annual  Christmas  Party  and  managing  the 
Roosevelt  Hospital  Benefit  Concert.  The  multiple  inter- 
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ests  of  the  Volunteer  Committee  gave  many  supple- 
mental services  which  the  hospital  could  not  otherwise 
provide.  These  services  have  been  much  appreciated  by 
everyone  in  the  hospital. 

Occupational  Therapy  Department— This  depart- 
ment was  initially  sponsored  by  the  Volunteer  De- 
partment. It  is  slowly  developing  and  now  requires  full- 
time personnel.  Under  its  present  director  increased 
patient  service  has  been  given  with  very  gratifying 
results. 

The  general  therapy  program  has  been  augmented  by 
the  Volunteer  sponsored  Play  Therapy  Program  in 
Pediatrics. 

Social  Service  Department— This  department  has 
been  completely  reorganized  and  enlarged  under  the 
capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Helen  Thirlwall.  The  hos- 
pital renders  service  to  a group  of  patients  for  whom 
social  service  has  particular  significance.  The  designa- 
tion of  the  hospital  by  the  State  as  an  institution  for  a 
Pilot  Study  for  Psychiatry  in  the  general  hospital  has 
placed  a great  demand  for  service  on  this  department. 

Over  2,600  case  interviews  were  handled  by  the  staff 
during  the  year.  Since  reorganization  case  referrals 
have  increased  300%  which  has  adequately  demon- 
strated the  need  for  reorganization  of  this  department. 

X-ray  Department— Modernization  of  this  depart- 
ment has  been  completed  with  an  expenditure  of  over 
$28,000.  Service  has  been  improved  with  the  installa- 
tion of  a diagnostic  x-ray  unit  in  the  new  Emergency 
Ward.  26,716  radiographic  examinations  were  made 
and  3,311  therapy  treatments  given  during  the  year. 
The  hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  the  addition  to  the 


department’s  professional  staff  of  Emil  A.  Kratzman, 
M.D.,  as  assistant  to  Dr.  Clement  A.  Smith. 

Operating  Income  Expense — The  net  operating 
income  of  $2,127,600  was  $28,600  or  1.4%  more  than 
estimated.  Ward  patient  income  was  $17,200  under  the 
budgeted  amount.  This  was  caused  mainly  by  the  fact 
that  30  ward  beds  were  out  of  use  during  a large  part  of 
the  time  when  the  Russell  Building  was  in  construction. 

Operating  expenses  of  $2,494,700  were  $85,300  or 
3.5%  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount.  This  overex- 
penditure was  divided,  $32,000  for  salaries  and  wages 
and  $53,300  for  supplies  and  other  expense.  Increased 
demands  on  professional  service,  nursing  care  and 
reorganization  of  the  Social  Service  Department  ac- 
counted for  the  salary  overexpenditure.  Overexpendi- 
tures in  supplies  were  accounted  for  mainly  by  two 
items,  food— $21,700  and  blood— $25,200. 

An  operating  deficit  of  $310,400  was  anticipated.  The 
actual  operating  deficit  of  $367,100  was  $56,700  over 
the  estimated  amount.  Supplementary  income  for  the 
year  amounted  to  $587,500.  Purchase  of  new  equipment 
for  the  year  cost  $18,300.  $6,500  was  transferred  from 
General  Funds  to  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  Research 
Fund  upon  instructions  from  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  year  end  credit  to  the  General  Fund  was  $195,600 
in  1949. 

This  record  year  of  service  emphasizes  the  fact  that 
many  persons  are  necessary  in  the  operation  of  the 
Hospital.  Employees,  Medical  Staff,  Volunteers,  Trus- 
tees, Friends  and  Contributors  to  the  Hospital  have 
coordinated  their  efforts  in  the  common  goal  of  good 
patient  care.  It  is  this  cooperative  effort  which  keeps 
voluntary  hospitals  Voluntary.

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Foreword 


BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 


f I ^HE  Hospital  continues  to  make  new  records 
in  patient  days,  the  number  for  1950  being 
an  all  time  high. 

This  constantly  increasing  service  to  the  sick 
and  injured  whether  they  can  pay  for  such  care 
or  not  increases  the  problem  of  Voluntary  Hospi- 
tal management  and  finances. 

Increasing  costs  continue.  Costs  of  taking  care 
of  a patient  for  one  day  was  $17.33  in  our 
Hospital  for  1950  compared  to  $16.81  in  1949 
and  $15.19  in  1948. 

The  Budget  for  1951  calls  for  an  increased 
operating  deficit,  after  United  Hospital  Fund  and 
Greater  New  York  Fund  grants,  of  approximately 
$75,000  over  the  deficit  of  1950.  Again  to  make 
it  clear,  our  task  is  to  provide  approximately 
$270,000  after  grants  from  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  and  Greater  New  York  Fund  in  order  to 
balance  our  budget.  This  money  must  come  from 
our  many  loyal  friends  and  such  legacies  as  may 
come  to  us.  The  main  causes  of  the  increased 
expenses  are  the  forty-hour  week,  which  the 
Hospital  has  established  this  year,  Social  Security 
payments  assumed  for  the  coming  year  and  gen- 
eral increase  in  cost  of  services  and  equipment. 

I again  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  City  does 
not  pay  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  for  City  patients 
a proper  sum.  The  Voluntary  Hospitals  received 
$8.00  per  day  for  City  patients  thereby  relieving 
the  City,  as  I believe  we  should,  of  additional 
care  for  indigents  against  a daily  Hospital  cost 
of  $17.33  thereby  making  it  necessary  to  make 
up  the  difference  by  charity  contributions.  The 
City  has  had  this  drawn  to  its  attention  each  year 
and  up  to  this  year  has  taken  action,  but  never 
enough.  This  year  none  has  been  taken  to  date. 
This  seems  wrong  to  me  as  the  cost  to  the  City  in  its 
own  hospitals  runs  approximately  $11.90  per 
day.  It  is  hoped  the  hospitals  will  again,  through 


the  United  Hospital  Fund,  put  forward  their  case 
forcibly  to  the  City  authorities. 

Blue  Cross  also  is  lagging  behind  increasing 
costs,  in  its  payments  to  participating  Hospitals. 
The  Hospitals  have  presented  the  case  to  Blue 
Cross  and  it  is  hoped  relief  will  be  given  here. 

The  financial  results  for  the  year  are  gratify- 
ing, I think,  although  the  operating  deficit  con- 
tinues too  large. 

Through  gifts  and  legacies  the  General  Fund 
gained  $222,400.  Of  this  sum,  $62,000  was  al- 
located to  the  new  Fifth  Floor  alteration  and 
$180,400  from  legacies  segregated  and  assigned 
to  Building  Funds  for  the  new  Tower  Out-Patient 
Building.  After  these  large  deductions  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  decreased  only  $20,100. 

Cash  and  Securities  in  the  General  Fund  at 
the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to  $519,000  and 
Endowment  Funds  $1,322,000  (see  Financial 
Statement  page  26).  During  the  year  of  1950 
the  Hospital  distributed  $712,000  in  free  care 
or  partly  free  care. 

During  the  year  the  Fifth  Floor  alteration  has 
been  completed  and  operating.  This  gives  us  17 
new  semi-private  beds,  a completely  new,  mod- 
ern x-ray  division  for  the  Private  Pavilion  and 
additional  ambulatory  diagnostic  facilities. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Hill-Burton  Act  the 
Hospital  was  granted  approximately  one-third  of 
the  cost  of  the  new  Tower  Building  to  house  Out- 
Patient  and  certain  other  departments  including 
the  floor  for  Dr.  Cooke’s  Allergy  Clinic. 

The  cost  of  this  building  is  estimated  to  be 
approximately  $1,700,000.  It  is  hoped  bids  will 
be  let  out  in  January  1951. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  developments  has 
been  the  Radium  Pack  Cancer  Project.  Through 
Dr.  Douglas  Quick,  the  Union  Miniere  du  Haut 
Katanga  of  Brussels,  Belgium,  is  loaning  the 
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Hospital  50  grams  of  radium  free  of  cost  for  five 
years,  with  provisions  for  further  negotiations  for 
continued  use  at  the  end  of  that  period.  This  is 
the  largest  Radium  Pack  ever  accumulated  in  one 
unit  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  installation  and 
treatment  rooms  are  being  especially  designed 
and  will  cost  approximately  $160,000.  We  have 
$51,100  subscribed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  If  we 
get  the  full  amount  promptly,  we  hope  to  install 
this  very  important  unit  as  soon  as  possible.  Dr. 
Quick  will  be  in  charge  of  the  clinic. 

The  Fifth  Floor,  the  Tower  Building  and  the 
Radium  Pack  are  described  fully  in  Dr.  Madison 
Brown’s  report  on  Pages  22  and  24. 

Our  friends  have  been  most  generous  in  gifts 
and  effort. 

In  February  Miss  Dorothy  Kilgallen  ran  a 
benefit  which  helped  us  buy  our  two  new  and 
efficient  ambulances.  We  are  very  grateful  to  her 
and  her  assistants. 

Our  Women’s  Volunteer  Committee  gave  a 
dinner  dance  in  December  to  raise  funds  for  the 
Radium  Pack  Project.  A substantial  sum  was 
raised.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a 
Volunteer  Committee  that  does  so  many  construc- 
tive things  for  the  Hospital  as  well  as  spending 
many  hours  as  aides,  green  smockers,  children’s 


playmates,  store  keepers,  etc.  We  cannot  thank 
them  enough  for  what  they  do.  We  will  count 
on  them  increasingly  in  the  troubled  times  ahead. 

The  Medical  Board  continues  to  lead  in  new 
thinking  and  planning. 

The  Nursing  School  under  the  able  supervision 
of  Miss  Fraser  is  always  an  inspiration. 

The  mental  health  clinic  aided  by  State  funds 
has  been  an  added  source  of  satisfaction  to  all 
concerned  and  is  a real  step  forward  in  the  care 
of  the  sick  according  to  our  experience  this  past 
year. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  and  appreciative  of 
the  broad  cooperation  and  advanced  thinking  of 
the  Executive  branch  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  fortunate  in  having 
added  this  year  three  new  members,  Mrs.  Philip 
J.  Roosevelt,  Mr.  Richard  S.  Perkins  and  Mr. 
William  H.  Hoover. 

I close  this  report  with  a deep  sense  of  grati- 
tude to  all  the  doctors,  personnel,  Special  Com- 
mittees, Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Hospital  for 
their  constant  generous  help  and  understanding. 

Our  task  this  coming  year  is  a big  one,  perhaps 
the  biggest  yet,  but  with  the  loyal  interest  I find 
among  those  who  are  interested,  I see  no  reason 
why  we  should  not  continue  to  march  ahead.

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


ECONSTRUCTION  of  the  fifth  floor  was 
completed  and  officially  opened  in  August 
of  1950.  The  south  portion  contains  seventeen 
additional  semi-private  beds.  The  north  portion 
houses  the  new  private  x-ray  department  and  a 
Diagnostic  Unit  designed  to  furnish  on  an  ambu- 
latory basis  examinations  which  might  be  re- 
quested by  physicians  or  by  business  firms  who 
are  increasingly  aware  of  the  advisability  of 
annual  examinations  of  all  employees. 

The  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Pilot  Plan 
under  Dr.  Robert  W.  Laidlaw  has  expanded  to 
the  limit  of  our  facilities  and  staff.  The  value  of 
the  early  recognition  of  the  emotionally  unstable 
with  psychosomatic  problems  and  of  those  with 
true  psychogenic  problems  has  been  repeatedly 
demonstrated  throughout  the  year.  The  coopera- 
tion between  the  members  of  the  Division  of  Psy- 
chiatry and  the  general  staff  in  the  hospital  and 
in  the  Out-Patient  Service  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board  a Master 
Planning  Committee  was  appointed  early  in  the 
year.  The  value  of  this  committee  has  been  proved 
to  those  who  have  had  the  opportunity  of  noting 
the  time,  work  and  zeal  the  members  have  ex- 
pended in  investigating  present  and  future  prob- 
lems. Their  reports  and  recommendations  have 
been  excellent.  It  was  after  careful  and  detailed 
study  that  the  Master  Planning  Committee,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Antenucci, 
recommended  to  the  Medical  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  the  acceptance  of  the  twenty- 
five  and  later  increased  to  fifty  gram  radium  unit, 
the  largest  radium  unit  in  the  world.  As  soon  as 


the  necessary  funds  are  raised  an  appropriate 
building  will  be  erected  to  safely  store  the  radium 
unit  and  treat  patients.  The  average  layman  does 
not  realize  that  in  the  past  most  of  the  radium 
treatment  was  done  with  four  gram  packs  and 
that  only  a few  units  of  ten  and  twenty  grams  have 
been  recently  employed.  We  are  very  fortunate 
to  have  this  program  under  the  able  direction  of 
Dr.  Douglas  Quick  and  are  indebted  to  Drs. 
Gioacchino  Failla  and  Edith  Quimby,  who  will 
be  consulting  physicists  to  the  project.  The  im- 
portance of  this  project  is  emphasized  in  an  edi- 
torial appearing  in  the  January  20th,  1951,  New 
York  Medicine,  Volume  VII,  No.  2. 

The  instability  of  the  international  situation 
may  adversely  affect  our  new  intern  and  resi- 
dency program,  which  has  been  in  effect  for  three 
years.  Present  indications  call  for  a curtailment 
of  one-third.  This  can  be  accomplished  without 
sacrifice  of  quality  of  care.  What  the  future  holds 
remains  to  be  seen.  The  medical  staff  has  looked 
forward  to  the  erection  of  a new  and  much  needed 
clinic  building  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Tower 
Clinic  Building  can  be  started  in  1951. 

This  year  our  hospital  sustained  a great  loss  in 
the  deaths  of  our  beloved  colleagues,  Dr.  Grant 
Pennoyer  and  Dr.  Robert  Hedges,  as  well  as  in 
the  passing  of  Miss  Isabelle  Byrne,  our  recently 
retired  Director  of  Nursing. 

The  Medical  Board  appreciates  the  interest, 
help  and  guidance  received  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  through  its  President,  Mr.  Gayer  G. 
Dominick,  as  well  as  the  close  liaison  provided 
by  the  Executive  Vice  President  and  Medical 
Director,  Dr.  Madison  B.  Brown.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Vice  President 


THE  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  published 
in  1872  reads  “The  Hospital  was  founded  under  the 
will  of  the  late  James  H.  Roosevelt,  and  by  him  was 
directed  to  be  employed  for  the  reception  and  relief  of 
sick  and  diseased  persons.  The  Trustees  understood  his 
object  to  have  been  mainly  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
sick  and  diseased.”  This  tradition  of  giving  medical 
care  has  been  carried  on  faithfully  and  continually 
since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital.  During  1950  the 
Hospital  gave  more  than  $712,000  in  all  phases  of  medi- 
cal care  for  free  and  less  than  cost  care.  During  the 
years  1940  to  1949  the  Hospital  suffered  a loss  of 
$1,924,600  for  the  care  which  was  given  City  patients 
(indigents)  and  $339,400  for  1950. 

To  carry  out  the  commission  of  the  Founder  required 
an  expenditure  of  $2,666,000  for  the  year  1950.  To 
meet  this  a net  operating  income  of  $2,326,000  was 
received.  The  operating  expenses  of  $2,666,000  were 
slightly  under  the  budget  of  $2,668,000,  while  the  net 
operating  income  of  $2,326,000  was  slightly  more  than 
the  budget  of  $2,317,000. 

The  operating  deficit  of  $340,000  was  $11,000  less 
than  the  anticipated  operating  deficit.  Supplementary 
income  for  the  year  amounted  to  $583,700.  This  amount 
was  reduced  by  the  following  items:  New  Equipment 
$21,300  and  transfer  of  $242,400  as  a special  provision 
for  construction.  The  net  result  was  a loss  of  $20,000 
to  the  General  Fund. 

New  Construction  and  New  Facilities 

The  Fifth  Floor  of  the  Ward  Pavilion  was  entirely 
renovated  and  reconstructed  during  the  past  year  to 
provide  17  semi-private  beds  on  the  southern  half  of 
the  floor  and  additional  diagnostic  facilities  on  the 
northern  half  of  the  building.  The  17  semi-private  beds 
provide  facilities  for  6,200  additional  patient  days  care. 

The  diagnostic  service  for  private  patients  makes 
possible  more  adequate  facilities  for  x-ray,  electrocar- 
diography, basal  metabolism,  with  three  offices  for 
examination  of  patients.  These  new  facilities  increase 
the  diagnostic  services  for  the  Attending  Staff  and  the 
community. 

During  the  period  of  reconstruction  of  the  Fifth  Floor 
a second  elevator  was  installed  in  the  Private  Pavilion. 
This  relieved  the  acute  elevator  transportation  problem 
which  has  been  present  in  the  Private  Pavilion  since  its 
opening  in  February  1942. 

Departmental  activities  have  in  almost  every  case 
exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year:— 


Patient  Care 

The  reports  for  the  Admitting,  Emergency  and  Ambu- 
lances Services  show  that  the  shortened  hospital  stay, 
plus  the  increased  number  of  beds  available  for  ward 
and  semi-private  patients,  made  possible  the  admission 
of  8,782  patients  in  1950.  This  was  348  more  patients 
than  in  the  year  1949.  The  total  patient  days  for  the 
year  were  119,161  of  which  26,621  days  were  given  to 
private  patients;  27,008  days  to  semi-private;  and 
65,532  days  to  ward  patients.  The  average  percentage 
of  occupancy  was  83.5%  as  compared  to  82.8%  for 
1949. 

The  Emergency  Service  treated  36,621  patients,  an 
increase  of  1,622  over  the  previous  year.  64%  or  23,448 
of  these  patients  were  treated  without  charge.  The 
Ambulance  Service  also  rendered  more  service,  answer- 
ing 7,947  calls.  The  ambulances  which  were  purchased 
in  1946  were  replaced  with  two  new  ambulances. 

Surgery  has  increased  in  complexity  very  markedly 
over  the  past  few  years.  The  result  of  this  has  been  that 
the  Anesthesia  and  Operating  Room  Departments  have 
increased  in  staff  to  meet  the  demands  of  longer  hours 
of  surgery.  The  expansion  of  this  service  for  our  Attend- 
ing Staff  required  the  addition  of  two  nurse  anesthetists, 
and  two  nurses  for  the  operating  rooms,  the  total  per- 
sonnel for  these  two  divisions  being  nine  and  31,  re- 
spectively. The  5,330  operative  procedures  performed 
on  5,012  patients  required  4,832  anesthetics,  totaling 
5,773  hours  of  anesthesia. 

Out-Patient  Services,  including  both  the  general  clin- 
ics and  allergy  patients,  accounted  for  99,260  clinic 
visits.  This  service  is  very  important  to  the  community. 
It  is  a service,  however,  where  very  substantial  losses 
are  incurred.  In  the  general  clinics  62,082  visits  were 
made  by  patients,  the  average  cost  per  visit  being 
approximately  $1.35  more  than  the  average  of  patient 
fees  received. 

The  Allergy  Clinic  was  reorganized  during  the  year 
and  renamed  the  Dr.  Robert  A.  Cooke  Institute  of 
Allergy.  The  Institute  will  occupy  the  Fourth  Floor  of 
the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic  Building  and  provide  new 
efficient  space  for  both  treatment  and  research. 

The  activities  of  the  professional  staff  were  numerous 
during  the  year.  Dr.  William  B.  Sherman,  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Institute,  became  the  editor  of  the 
Journal  of  Allergy.  Dr.  Robert  A.  Cooke  and  Dr.  Arthur 
Menzel  attended  the  2nd  ACTH  Conference  in  Chicago 
where  Dr.  Cooke  served  as  moderator. 
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The  annual  post  graduate  course  in  Allergy  under 
the  auspices  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians  was 
attended  by  eight  carefully  selected  candidates. 

Five  articles  were  written  and  published  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Institute  staff  during  the  past  year. 

Because  of  the  type  of  service  which  the  Hospital 
renders,  the  importance  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment increases  yearly.  The  basic  emphasis  of  this  de- 
partment, which  was  reorganized  during  1949,  has 
been  to  meet  more  completely  the  total  needs  of  the 
patient  in  terms  of  rehabilitation.  This  has  required 
expansion  of  staff  and  closer  team  work  with  physicians, 
more  careful  study  of  each  patient  as  a whole,  as  well 
as  joint  planning  on  an  administrative  basis  with  the 
Chiefs  of  Services,  plus  education  of  the  Resident  and 
Nursing  Staffs.  Improved  assistance  to  the  patients  has 
been  gained  through  closer  cooperation  and  expanded 
contacts  among  community  social  agencies.  The  magni- 
tude and  importance  of  this  service  to  patients  is  dem- 
onstrated by  the  fact  that  2,715  individuals  required 
more  than  25,000  interviews  in  the  disposition  of  their 
problems. 

The  quality  of  patient  care  given  by  the  Hospital 
would  be  impossible  without  the  very  valuable  support 
of  the  Volunteers.  In  the  field  of  donated  services  308 
volunteers  gave  34,010  hours  of  sendee.

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  4,433  hours  of 
service  over  1949  while  the  staff  of  Volunteers  increased 
by  14. 

In  the  field  of  patient  care  this  department  has  made 
possible  a full-time  Occupational  Therapist  for  the 
Pediatric  Service. 

The  Volunteer  Committee  assisted  with  two  very  im- 
portant social  events  during  the  year— the  Canasta  Party 
held  on  May  11th,  the  proceeds  of  which  paid  for  one 
of  the  new  ambulances  bought  this  year.  The  second 
event  was  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  Ball  held  December 
14th,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  help  finance  the  Ra- 
dium Unit. 

Another  very  important  new  service  inaugurated 


through  the  Volunteer  Committee  was  the  Spanish  in- 
terpreter for  the  out-patient  and  in-patient  services. 

The  responsibility  for  patient  care  has  been  admi- 
rably handled  by  the  Department  of  Nursing  Service. 
Reallocation  of  duties  to  auxiliary  nursing  staff,  plus 
the  availability  of  per  diem  special  duty  nurses,  has 
maintained  high  quality  of  nursing  care.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Nursing  Service  has  also  employed  practical 
nurses  for  the  first  time.  This  group,  though  small  in 
number,  has  augmented  the  staff  of  professional  nurses 
very  ably. 

The  demand  for  private  duty  nurses  exceeded  the  sup- 
ply during  most  of  the  year.  An  average  of  113  private 
duty  nurses  was  employed  daily.  The  Psychiatric  Serv- 
ice has  required  many  hours  of  special  nursing  care, 
thus  creating  a severe  strain  on  the  department  with 
reference  to  the  need  for  high  quality  nursing  service. 

The  Dietary  Department  continued  to  contribute 
much  to  patient  care  and  satisfaction ; a total  of  357,559 
meals  were  served  to  patients  during  the  year.  This  was 
9,401  more  than  in  1949.  The  need  for  special  diets  as 
part  of  patient  therapy  continues  with  25%-33%  of  all 
in-patients  receiving  some  form  of  modified  or  special 
diet.  Diet  instructions  to  clinic  patients  also  increased 
during  the  year. 

For  the  ward  services  plastic  dishes  have  been  placed 
in  service.  These  dishes,  while  more  expensive  of  initial 
cost,  give  substantial  savings  in  replacement  costs  and 
are  very  much  more  attractive  from  the  patients’  point 
of  view. 

Ancillary  Services 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  of  Roentgenol- 
ogy used  60,973  x-ray  films  for  patients  and  employees 
of  the  hospital  for  29,883  examinations,  while  3,256 
x-ray  therapy  treatments  were  given. 

The  Department  of  Laboratories  completed  8,545 
more  tests  than  in  1949  for  a total  of  141,843.  The 
need  for  transfusions  remained  high— 3,447  were  given 
during  the  year  of  which  the  Hospital  Blood  Bank  sup- 
plied 1,234  pints  while  2,213  pints  were  furnished  from 
other  sources. 

Administrative  Services 

The  Hospital  is  pleased  to  announce  that  in  January 
Mr.  Peter  B.  Terenzio  joined  the  administrative  staff 
as  Assistant  Director.  In  July,  after  completion  of  his 
residency  in  administration,  Mr.  James  I.  McGuire  was 
appointed  an  Assistant  Director  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Engineering  and  Maintenance  Department  has 
continued  our  very  high  standard  of  maintenance  and 
repair.  This  department  completed  two  very  important 
projects  for  improvement  of  Hospital  services.  The  first 
of  these  was  a complete  remodeling  of  the  laboratories. 
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This  project  required  new  laboratory  bench  arrange- 
ment, new  electrical  fixtures  and  complete  painting  of 
the  area.  The  second  major  project  of  the  year  was  in- 
stallation of  zone  control  heating  for  the  Ward  Building, 
Russell  Building,  Residence  Hall  and  the  Nurses’  Home. 
This  latter  project  completes  the  zone  control  of  heating 
for  all  buildings  considered  suitable  for  permanent 
future  planning. 

The  Laundry  and  Housekeeping  Departments  have 
functioned  with  a high  degree  of  efficiency.  1,409,490 
pounds  of  linen  were  processed  during  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  $.0414  per  pound  and  an  average  of  11.9  pounds 
per  patient  day.  The  annual  cleaning  of  the  Private 
Pavilion,  Nurses’  Home  and  Residence  Hall  was  com- 
pleted with  a minimum  of  interference  to  patients  and 
personnel. 

The  Department  of  Purchase  and  Stores  has  reor- 
ganized the  system  of  linen  purchase  which  saved  25% 
on  the  linen  purchased  during  the  second  half  of  the 
year.  Closer  inventory  controls  were  inaugurated  for 
laboratory  and  centra]  supply  which  reduced  general 
inventories  held  for  these  two  departments.  During  the 
year  new  standards  of  equipment  and  supplies  avail- 
able on  the  wards  and  floors  were  established,  thus  re- 
ducing the  quantity  of  supplies  stored  on  patient  floors. 

The  Personnel  Department  inaugurated  two  new  basic 
policies  during  the  year— the  40-hour  work  week  which 
began  in  October  and  Social  Security  for  all  eligible 
employees  which  became  effective  at  the  year  end.  The 
40-hour  week  alone  has  added  $100,000  to  the  payroll 
while  Social  Security  will  increase  the  expense  by 
$31,000.  Employee  reactions  to  these  changes  in  policy 
have  been  most  favorable. 

The  Employee  Health  Service  has  contributed  much 
to  the  safety  and  health  of  every  one  in  the  Hospital. 
The  Director  of  this  service  has  earned  a favorable 
position  with  all  the  employees  for  his  conscientious 
care  and  efficient  handling  of  employee  health.  One 
important  responsibility  of  this  department  is  the  pre- 
placement physical  examination.  The  direct  expense 
for  each  examination  is  $12.78.  This  amount  is  broken 
down  as  follows:  physician’s  time— $.96;  nurse’s  time— 
$.32;  and  laboratory  and  x-ray  examinations— $11.50. 
Approximately  $7,900  of  this  department’s  expense  is 
attributable  to  this  phase  of  Employee  Health  Service. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  events  of  the  year  was 
the  longevity  awards  dinner.  At  this  dinner  all  em- 
ployees of  more  than  five  years’  service  were  presented 
with  a small  pin  of  distinctive  design  on  which  was 
inscribed  the  number  of  years  of  service.  One  hundred 
employees  received  awards  varying  in  length  of  serv- 
ice from  five  to  35  years. 


Education 

The  School  of  Nursing  on  December  31,  1950  had  108 
students  enrolled  as  follows: 


Class  of  1951 37 

Class  of  1952 32 

Class  of  1953 39 


In  April,  26  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of 
1950. 

The  size  of  the  School  continues  to  be  limited  by  two 
factors— housing  facilities  and  laboratory  and  nursing 
arts  facilities. 

The  following  changes  occurred  in  the  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Nursing— Miss  Alice  Hyslop,  who  had  served 
as  Supervisor  of  Pediatrics  and  Director  of  Education 
since  1936,  resigned  in  July.  Miss  Isabelle  Muller,  for- 
merly of  the  Nursing  Arts  Department,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  Miss  Hyslop. 

The  Intern  and  Resident  Staffs  were  complete  in  all 
divisions  until  the  National  Emergency  necessitated 
resignation  of  several  of  the  members  of  the  stall  for 
duty  with  the  armed  services.  To  date  five  members 
of  the  Resident  Staff  have  joined  the  armed  services. 
In  addition  to  the  new  appointment  of  a fellow  in 
Psychiatry,  the  Hospital  has  carried  on  education  of 
sixty-five  fellows,  residents  and  interns  in  the  specialties 
of  Allergy,  Medicine,  Surgery,  Radiology,  Pathology, 
Otolaryngology,  Gynecology,  Urology,  Pediatrics,  Der- 
matology and  Oral  Surgery.  The  hospital  has  also  con- 
tinued its  valuable  affiliation  with  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  at  Columbia  University  for  instruction 
of  medical  students  in  the  fields  of  Medicine,  Surgery 
and  Pediatrics. 

Future  Trends 

During  the  past  year  plans  have  been  completed  for 
the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic  Building.  This  building  of 
a basement  and  five  floors  will  house  the  new  and 
expanded  facilities  for  the  general  out-patient  clinics 
and  the  Institute  of  Allergy.  It  will  be  located  at  the 
east  end  of  the  Hospital  property  on  Ninth  Avenue.  The 
long  axis  of  the  building  running  east  and  west  from 
the  center  of  the  present  Ward  Building. 

The  basement  will  provide  space  for  employees’ 
lockers  and  rest  rooms,  store  rooms  and  the  central  file 
room  for  all  patients’  records.  The  first  floor  will  be 
occupied  with  clinic  administration,  the  offices  for  the 
Medical  Records  Department  and  a dispensing  Phar- 
macy. The  second  and  third  floors  will  be  used  for  the 
general  clinics  while  the  fourth  floor  will  be  completely 
occupied  by  the  Institute  of  Allergy.  The  fifth  floor  will 
house  the  Dental  Clinic;  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Clinic;  the  Compensation  Clinic  and  the  Department 
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of  Physical  Medicine.  This  floor  has  been  so  designed 
and  furnished  that  it  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  private  diagnostic  service  located  on  the  fifth  floor 
of  the  Ward  Building. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  the  housing  of  the 
50  gram  radium  unit  for  treatment  and  research  in 
cancer.  This  facility  will  be  entirely  underground  and 
will  be  located  between  the  proposed  Tower  Building 
and  the  Russell  Building  which  was  opened  for  patient 
occupancy  in  1949. 

This  report  of  Hospital  activities  for  the  year  1950 


indicates  the  many  new  and  expanding  responsibilities 
of  this  institution.  These  expanding  functions  require 
many  specialized  personnel  and  the  collective  and  co- 
operative efforts  of  the  community  in  which  the  Hospital 
is  located.  This  voluntary  non-profit  Hospital  exists  and 
continues  to  grow  because  of  the  united  efforts  of  the 
Employees,  Medical  Staff,  Volunteers,  Trustees,  Friends 
and  Contributors.  To  all  go  our  grateful  and  heartfelt 
thanks.

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Foreword 


BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 


r I ^HIS  past  year  lias  been  one  of  contradictory 
J-  trends  — some  frustrating  and  some  en- 
couraging. 

Costs  continue  to  go  up.  The  present  cost  of  a 
patient  day  is  $19.72  as  compared  to  $17.33  in 
1950. 

Inflation  is  having  its  effect  not  only  on  costs 
but  also  on  revenue  due  to  decreased  occupancy 
in  the  paying  divisions  of  the  Hospital.  An  im- 
portant factor  causing  decreased  occupancy  is  the 
shorter  hospital  stay  which  results  from  more 
efficient  care  of  the  sick.  The  hospital  stay  per 
patient  in  the  Private  Pavilion  during  the  past 
six  months  was  1 Vi  days  shorter  than  the  com- 
parable period  for  the  preceding  year. 

Our  Hospital,  like  all  voluntary  hospitals,  is 
caught  by  inflationary  forces  of  rising  costs  and 
less  revenue  despite  increased  efficiency  of  our 
plant  due  to  improved  administration,  medical 
care  and  the  development  of  new  drugs. 

I shall  not  list  the  increased  costs.  They  cover 
practically  all  items  of  expense  and  salaries.  We 
have  tried  to  meet  the  increase  with  greater  effi- 
ciency in  plant  and  planning  and  we  have  made 
progress,  but  not  enough  to  entirely  offset  the 
increasing  costs. 

Ilie  city  has  helped  by  increasing  payments 
from  $8  to  $11  per  day.  This  is  the  highest  raise 
that  any  New  York  City  administration  ever  has 
made  to  voluntary  hospitals  in  one  year.  This  is 
still  considerably  less  than  average  cost  per  diem 
for  the  Department  of  Hospitals  and  $8.72  under 
our  costs. 

Coupling  this  loss  with  our  free  care,  we  have 
given  this  year  in  completely  free  and  less  than 
cost  care  $540,000. 

Blue  Cross  is  studying  higher  benefits  to  policy 
holders,  but  these  benefits  are  usually  late  in 
coming  to  the  hospitals,  especially  in  times  of 


inflation.  In  my  opinion,  an  adjustment  upward  is 
overdue. 

Gifts  and  legacies  continue  to  increase,  I am 
pleased  to  report.  Our  Fund  Raising  Department, 
through  the  efforts  of  many  volunteer  solicitors,  re- 
ports $196,066.87  in  1951  compared  to  $163,368.23 
in  1950,  exclusive  of  legacies. 

Ground  has  been  broken  for  the  Tower  Memorial 
Clinic  Building  and  money  for  the  construction  is 
in  hand.  The  Ground-Breaking  Ceremony  was  at- 
tended by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horace  W.  B.  Donegan, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  New  York;  the  Very  Rev.  Monsignor 
John  J.  Curry,  Director  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
New  York  Catholic  Charities;  Marcus  D.  Kogel, 
M.D.,  Commissioner  of  Hospitals;  Hon.  Vincent 
R.  Impellitteri,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York; 
and  Hon.  Thomas  E.  Dewey,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  many  other  distinguished 
guests  and  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

We  expect  the  steel  for  the  Tower  Building  to 
be  available  in  February  and  the  construction  to 
he  completed  in  early  1953.  This  will  facilitate  the 
more  efficient  care  of  the  ambulatory  ill  in  our 
community.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Tower  Estate 
and  other  generous  contributors,  who  together 
with  the  subsidy  under  the  Hill-Burton  Act,  make 
this  building  possible. 

The  construction  of  the  new  Henry  Harrington 
Janeway  Clinic  for  Therapeutic  Radiology  is  near 
completion  at  this  writing  and  the  great  lead  con- 
tainer is  on  its  way  to  Belgium  to  receive  the 
largest  pack  of  radium  ever  assembled.  We  expect 
the  50  grams  of  radium  to  be  installed  in  the 
Hospital  and  ready  to  treat  cancer  patients  by 
early  Spring.  The  money  for  this  department  is  in 
hand.  The  new  Cytology  Laboratory  will  be  in 
full  operation  in  1952. 

The  Mental  Health  Program,  started  in  1950 
under  a State  grant,  has  been  successful  and  has 
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been  approved  as  a permanent  part  of  the  Hospital 
by  our  Medical  Board.  We  hope  to  raise  the  money 
to  build  two  additional  floors  on  the  Tower  Build- 
ing to  treat  adult  psychiatric  in-patients  and  chil- 
dren psychiatric  in-patients. 

All  of  these  new  enterprises  and  improvements 
in  the  Hospital  are  fully  described  in  the  report 
of  our  Executive  Vice  President,  Dr.  Madison  B. 
Brown. 

Miss  Dorothy  Kilgallen  gave  a benefit  to  provide 
free  care  for  cancer  patients  in  the  Janeway  Clinic. 
We  are  most  appreciative  for  her  continued 
support. 

Our  Women’s  Volunteer  Committee  continues 
to  give  great  aid  to  the  Hospital  not  only  in  per- 
sonal services  in  many  branches  of  the  Hospital, 
but  in  helping  in  fund  raising  programs. 

The  medical,  surgical  and  nursing  staffs  and  all 
personnel  have  worked  together  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  sick  with  kindness  and  courtesy.  Their 
assistance  has  helped  the  Trustees  and  Adminis- 
tration to  overcome  the  difficulties  of  hospital 
operations  during  these  times  of  rapid  change.

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Report 


OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


THE  past  year  has  shown  much  progress  in 
carrying  to  completion  the  plans  for  develop- 
ment of  the  physical  plant  of  Roosevelt  Hospital. 
The  new  X-ray  Department  and  the  Diagnostic 
Unit  on  the  fifth  floor  have  already  proved  success- 
ful. The  staff  of  the  X-ray  Department  was  re- 
organized under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Albert 
A.  Dunn  and  his  associate,  Dr.  Frank  M.  Dain. 
This  Diagnostic  Unit  is  providing  an  increasing 
number  of  examinations  requested  by  physicians 
as  well  as  by  business  firms  who  are  becoming 
more  aware  of  the  advisability  of  annual  employee 
examinations. 

The  Henry  Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Ther- 
apeutic Radiology  should  be  functioning  around 
March  1,  1952.  The  housing  facilities  are  complete 
and  the  50-gram  radium  unit  will  be  installed 
by  the  above  date.  Dr.  Douglas  Quick  will  be 
in  charge  of  this  department,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Gioacchino  Failla  and  Dr.  Edith  Quimby,  con- 
sulting physicists.  We  are  indebted  to  Doctors 
Failla  and  Quimby  for  their  aid  and  counsel  in 
setting  up  the  physical  mechanism  for  operation 
of  this  unit. 

Late  this  year  ground  was  broken  for  the  Tower 
Memorial  Clinic  Building  and  construction  is 
under  way.  This  building  will  house  the  Out- 
Patient  Services  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Doctor 
Robert  A.  Cooke  Allergy  Institute.  The  Medical 
Board  has  recommended  two  additional  floors  for 
psychiatry.  One  floor  will  be  for  the  treatment  of 
children  and  the  other  for  adults. 

The  expansion  of  the  psychiatric  program  con- 
forms with  the  Pilot  Plan  of  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Mental  Hygiene,  which  has  been 


functioning  two  years  with  Dr.  Robert  W.  Laidlaw 
as  Chief  of  this  service.  The  program  provides, 
through  early  recognition  of  patients  with  psy- 
chosomatic problems  and  those  with  true  psy- 
chogenic problems,  short  periods  of  hospitaliza- 
tion which  may  prevent  later  institutionalization. 

The  induction  of  interns  and  residents  into  the 
Armed  Services  did  not  seriously  affect  the  educa- 
tional programs.  Several  members  of  the  resident 
staff  left  for  military  service  late  in  the  summer, 
but  adjustments  in  the  schedules  have  partially 
compensated  for  the  loss  of  man  power.  The  most 
urgent  problem  with  reference  to  patient  care  is 
the  shortage  of  professional  and  practical  nurses. 
This  is  a national  situation  which  can  be  corrected 
only  with  the  education  of  more  nurses. 

We  regret  that  this  year  terminates  the  many 
years  of  faithful  and  loyal  service  given  to  Roose- 
velt Hospital  by  our  staff  members,  Dr.  Alexander 
T.  Martin  and  Dr.  William  C.  White.  However, 
both  doctors  will  continue  their  association  with 
the  Hospital  to  give  counsel  and  guidance  on  the 
basis  of  their  broad  experience.  Dr.  Henry  W. 
Cave  will  serve  next  year  as  acting  Chief  of  the 
Second  Surgical  Service,  while  retaining  his  posi- 
tion as  Chief  of  the  First  Surgical  Service.  Dr. 
Edmund  N.  Joyner  becomes  acting  Chief  of  the 
Pediatric  Service. 

In  closing  my  term  as  President  of  the  Medical 
Board  I wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation,  not 
only  to  the  Staff  of  Roosevelt  Hospital,  but  also  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  their  President,  Mr.  Gayer 
G.  Dominick,  and  to  Dr.  Madison  B.  Brown, 
Executive  Vice  President  and  Medical  Director, 
for  their  close  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Vice  President 


THE  year  1951  has  clearly  demonstrated  the  cost  of 
going  forward  in  the  tradition  of  the  Hospital’s 
founder  during  an  inflationary  period.  The  year  has 
shown  the  conflict  of  unrestrained  economic  forces  and 
the  need  for  extending  expanded  medical  services  to 
our  community.  This  year’s  report  reveals  increased 
service  to  the  community,  the  need  for  additional 
services  and  the  key  personnel  employed  as  the 
Hospital’s  response  to  these  needs. 

Administrative  Services 

Two  administrative  appointments  were  made  during 
the  past  year.  On  October  1,  Mr.  Robert  E.  Toomey 
was  appointed  Administrative  Assistant  in  charge  of 
Out-Patient  Services.  Correlation  of  present  services  is 
in  preparation  for  operating  the  expanded  clinic  facili- 
ties of  the  new  Tower  Memorial  Clinic  Building  now 
under  construction. 

Mr.  James  I.  McGuire,  Assistant  Director,  resigned 
in  October  to  assume  similar  duties  at  The  Western 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  The 
Hospital  was  extremely  fortunate  to  obtain  Mr.  Raymond 
W.  Brooke,  Assistant  Director  of  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  to  fill  the  post. 

The  Engineering  and  Maintenance  Department  com- 
pleted many  renovations  in  the  Hospital  to  increase 
efficiency  of  operation.  These  included  the  relocation 
of  the  Chemistry  and  Tissue  laboratories  in  the  Syms 
Building,  making  possible  the  demolition  of  a portion 
of  the  building  for  the  Tower  Building  construction. 
New  quarters  were  constructed  to  house  the  Cytology 
laboratory.  The  department  also  altered  storage  space 
to  provide  new  offices  for  the  Housekeeping  Depart- 
ment and  a new  sewing  room.  The  latter  changes  were 
required  to  make  space  available  for  the  new  Henry 
Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Therapeutic  Radiology. 
The  program  of  preventive  maintenance  and  painting 
has  been  continued  employing  color  dynamics  which 
create  pleasing  color  contrasts  without  an  institutional 
appearance. 

On  November  5,  1951,  Mr.  Arthur  F.  Hornickel, 
Director  of  the  Housekeeping  and  Laundry  Departments, 
resigned  to  accept  an  administrative  assistant  position 
at  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
In  reorganizing  these  two  departments,  Mr.  William 
J.  Cain,  former  assistant  to  Mr.  Hornickel,  was  ap- 
pointed Executive  Housekeeper,  and  Mr.  Augustine 
R.  Colon,  assistant  laundry  manager,  was  named 


Laundry  Manager.  The  work  assignments  for  the 
Housekeeping  Department  were  realigned  with  a reduc- 
tion of  personnel. 

The  Laundry  processed  1,425,679  pounds  of  linen 
during  the  year  at  an  average  cost  of  $.0423  per  pound, 
as  compared  to  1,409,490  and  $.0414  per  pound  in 
1950.  A floor  scale  for  better  cost  control  wras  installed. 
The  flat  work  ironer  which  had  been  in  operation  for 
more  than  20  years  was  replaced. 

The  Purchasing  Department  has,  aside  from  routine 
duties,  acquired  most  of  the  newr  equipment  for  the 
Tower  Building.  At  year  end  80%  of  the  equipment  for 
the  newr  building  had  been  purchased,  received  and 
stored.  This  anticipatory  buying  has  resulted  in  sub- 
stantial savings. 

The  Personnel  Department  reported  increased  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  qualified  personnel  during  the  past 
year.  The  opportunities  offered  by  business  and  in- 
dustry still  exceed  those  in  most  hospitals.  Staffing, 
while  short  in  many  categories  at  some  periods  of  the 
year,  has  at  no  time  required  curtailing  service  to 
patients. 

On  December  1st,  Mr.  W.  Terry  Oliver,  Director  of 
the  Personnel  Department,  resigned  to  accept  a similar 
position  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital.  Our  Hospital  is  indebted 
to  Mr.  Oliver  for  establishing  many  of  the  present 
policies  and  procedures  for  the  Personnel  Department. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  safety  and  training 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Hospital  in  cooperation 
with  our  insurance  brokers  have  paid  dividends.  There 
were  176  personnel  accidents  as  against  257  in  1950. 
Of  these  32  wrere  serious  enough  to  be  reported  to  the 
insurance  company  while  41  wrere  reported  in  1950. 

At  the  second  annual  employees’  dinner  in  Decem- 
ber, 49  awards  were  given  for  service  ranging  in  time 
from  five  to  35  years.  Mr.  Gayer  G.  Dominick,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Simon  A.  Beisler,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Board,  were  presented  honorary 
pins  for  their  service  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Employee  Health  Service  again  has  contributed 
much  to  personnel  health,  safety  and  morale.  A new 
tuberculin  test  has  been  added  to  the  diagnostic  rou- 
tine. A total  of  544  tests  wrere  performed  of  which  59% 
were  positive.  All  negative  tests  will  be  repeated  at  six- 
month  intervals.  The  cost  of  providing  the  diagnostic 
and  screening  tests  of  new  personnel  for  1951  w'as 
$10,490  as  compared  with  $7,899  in  1950. 
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Patient  Care 

The  Hospital  provided  care  for  more  patients  in  all 
branches  of  service  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Statis- 
tics from  the  Admitting , Emergency  and  Ambulance 
services  provide  the  following  comparison:

The  patient  days  care  increased  from  119,161  in  1950 
to  119,480  for  the  past  year.  However,  the  average 
patient  days  stay  decreased  from  13.5  in  1950  to  13.0  in 
1951.  This  decrease  in  the  average  patient  days  stay 
accounts  for  a decline  in  occupancy  from  83.5%  in 
1950  to  81%  in  1951.  The  principal  drop  in  occupancy 
occurred  in  the  private  floors — 78%  in  1950  and  73% 
in  1951.  The  average  private  patient  days  stay  declined 
from  12.1  in  1950  to  1 1.2  in  1951.  Improved  science  of 
care  and  the  early  ambulation  of  surgical  patients  result 
in  the  shorter  patient  days  stay  which  accounts  for 
lower  occupancy  even  with  the  increase  in  patients. 

In  the  field  of  surgery  5,493  operative  procedures 
and  1,666  cystoscopies  were  performed  in  1951.  For 
these  operations  the  Department  of  Anesthesia  adminis- 
tered 5,297  anesthetics  of  which  4,863  were  general 
anesthetics  requiring  6,242  hours  of  anesthesia.  Staffing 
with  nurse  anesthetists  was  difficult  during  the  middle 
part  of  the  year,  but  a full  staff  was  appointed  before 
the  year  ended.  In  conjunction  with  the  Civil  Defense 
Program  five  members  of  the  resident  and  intern  staffs 
were  trained  in  anesthesia.  They  are  prepared  to  supple- 
ment the  regular  anesthesia  staff. 

The  Out-Patient  Services  recorded  101,333  visits  to 
the  clinics  of  the  general  out-patient  department  and 
allergy.  In  the  general  clinics  there  were  63,077  visits, 
995  more  visits  than  in  1950.  This  vital  service  to  the 
community  has  been  given  at  an  average  loss  of  $1.71 
per  visit.  The  Out-Patient  Medical  Staff  has  given  more 
than  12,000  hours  of  clinic  service  w ithout  remunera- 
tion. 

The  Institute  of  Allergy  continued  to  provide  one  of 
the  most  important  services  offered  to  ambulatory  and 
in-patients.  Its  clinics  recorded  38,  256  visits  and  224 
patients  were  hospitalized.  Five  members  of  the  clinic 
staff  received  visiting  staff  appointments  to  the  Hospi- 
tal. The  professional  staff  of  the  Institute  of  Allergy 
published  eight  papers  during  1951  and  have  rewritten 
the  chapters  on  allergy  for  Cecil’s  Textbook  of  Medi- 
cine and  Musser’s  Internal  Medicine. 

The  Nursing  Service  continues  to  give  quality  care 
even  though  staffing  has  been  difficult.  The  turnover  of 
professional  personnel  within  the  department  continues 
high,  36%  for  the  year.  However,  this  was  the 


lowest  percentage  in  comparison  with  four  other  large 
hospitals  in  New  York  City. 

A committee  has  been  formed  for  continuous  study 
of  nursing  care  problems. This  committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  team  nursing  for  pavilion  (ward) 
patients.  The  pilot  study  in  this  program  was  inaugu- 
rated onWard  4 and  later  extended  to  Ward  3.  As  soon 
as  training  has  been  completed,  this  program  will  be 
employed  for  all  pavilion  and  semi-private  patients. 
The  essential  elements  of  the  team  nursing  approach 
are  the  application  of  the  best  skills  of  all  personnel  in 
the  team  to  a regularly  assigned  group  of  patients.  The 
nursing  team  is  composed  of  a team  leader  who  is  a 
graduate  professional  nurse,  other  graduate  profes- 
sional nurses,  practical  nurses,  aides,  orderlies  and 
maids.  The  several  teams  per  floor  are  coordinated  by 
an  administrative  nurse  who  is  the  head  nurse  for 
the  floor. 

A comparison  of  calls  for  private  duty  nurses  shows 
that  in  1951  there  were  413  fewer  calls  than  in  1950, 
indicating  that  people  tend  to  forego  all  but  essential 
needs  in  inflationary  times.  Of  the  6,215  requests  for 
private  duty  nurses  only  5,263  could  be  filled  because 
sufficient  numbers  were  not  available.  These  factors 
have  added  further  to  the  work  load  of  the  general 
nursing  staff. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  continued  its  fine 
service  to  patients.  Psychiatry  in  particular  has  re- 
ceived valuable  assistance  from  social  service.  In 
October  an  additional  full-time  case  worker  in  pedia- 
trics was  added  to  the  staff.  This  addition  to  the  social 
service  staff  was  made  possible  through  a five-year 
grant  of  $25,000  from  the  Strykers  Lane  Board.  In 
addition  to  the  salary  for  the  social  worker,  the  $5,000 
annual  grant  will  provide  funds  for  a case  aide  to 
assist  during  summer  camping  season.  This  service  is 
particularly  important  with  the  influx  of  low-income 
families  into  our  area.

Of  particular  value  in  the  care  of  patients  is  the 
social  service  comment  which  now  is  an  integral  part 
of  medical  charts  both  for  in-patients  and  out-patients. 

With  present  staffing  problems,  the  many  contribu- 
tions of  our  Volunteers  are  deeply  appreciated  by 
patients  and  staff  alike.  The  following  brief  summary 
of  service  hours  given  by  Volunteers  tells  the  story 
of  their  valuable  assistance  to  the  Hospital.

In  addition  to  service  hours  given,  the  Volunteers 
made  possible  several  improvements  during  the  past 
year.  Funds  from  sales  in  the  Volunteer  Shop  provided 
the  means  to  redecorate  the  large  staff  lecture  room 
and  for  special  refurnishings  and  decorations  for  the 
children’s  ward. 

Another  important  contribution  of  the  Volunteers 
this  year  was  their  assistance  in  the  enrollment  of 
Civil  Defense  Volunteers.  To  date  675  applications 
have  been  completed. 

Ancillary  Services 

The  Department  of  Radiology  has  increased  its 
services  to  patients  this  year  using  78,477  films  for  the 
31,388  examinations  given  to  27,067  patients.  Deep 
therapy  treatments  numbered  2,840  for  674  patients. 
To  improve  service  to  private  patients  a dark  room 
which  facilitates  developing  films  was  installed  on  the 
private  diagnostic  floor.  In  December  the  photoroentgen 
unit  for  miniature  x-ray  chest  films  was  installed.  This 
unit  will  be  used  for  chest  x-rays  of  employees, 
emergency,  ward  and  out-patients.  This  service  also  is 
available  for  x-ray  chest  surveys  for  commercial  firms. 
The  cost  of  film  for  this  unit  is  about  one-sixth  that 
of  the  standard  14  x 17  chest  film. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Clement  A.  Smith, 
Dr.  Albert  A.  Dunn  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
Radiology  Department.  Dr.  Frank  M.  Dain  was  ap- 
pointed as  Assistant  Radiologist  to  succeed  Dr.  Emil  A. 
Kratzman  who  resigned  to  become  radiologist  at  the 
J.  C.  Blair  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Department  of  Laboratories  made  two  important 
additions  to  its  staff  this  year — Dr.  Bernard  Kalfayan, 
as  Assistant  Pathologist,  and  Mr.  Lester  H.  Gershenfeld, 
Ph.D  .,  as  Clinical  Chemist.  The  addition  of  these  two 
persons  has  improved  the  professional  assistance  of 
the  pathologist  and  increased  help  to  the  medical  staff 
in  research  problems.  The  grand  total  of  diagnostic  tests 
was  120,040  for  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  is  limited  by 
lack  of  adequate  space.  This  department  has  expanded 


its  diversity  of  service  and  has  equipped  a room  for 
functional  exercise  to  be  used  in  rehabilitation.  This 
room  is  used  to  teach  and  retrain  the  handicapped  in 
their  activities  of  daily  living.  The  department  director 
correlates  the  work  of  both  the  occupational  and  physi- 
cal therapists.  The  department  recorded  3,092  treat- 
ments in  occupational  therapy  and  12,627  treatments 
in  physical  therapy  during  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Special  Therapy  interpreted  4,014 
cardiograms  and  721  basal  metabolisms  during  the 
year.  This  department  now  is  responsible  for  audio- 
grams. 

Education 

In  continuing  its  educational  program,  the  Hospital 
has  retained  a full  staff  of  interns  and  residents.  In 
May  the  School  of  Nursing  graduated  37  students,  the 
largest  class  to  be  graduated  from  the  school  since 
1930.  Thirty-three  new  students  were  admitted  Sptem- 
ber  5,  making  a total  enrollment  of  94. 

Two  new  faculty  positions  were  created  and  filled 
during  the  year.  Miss  Madeline  Petrillo  was  appointed 
EveningTeachingSupervisorandMrs.NormaCavaglieri, 
Nurse  Mental  Health  Consultant,  to  the  Pilot  Program 
in  Psychiatry. 

Research 

The  field  of  research  at  the  Hospital  has  been  mainly 
clinical  for  many  years.  However,  during  the  past  year 
several  projects  have  received  attention. 

The  Institute  of  Allergy  has  devoted  particular  effort 
to  studies  in  the  phenomena  of  sensitization.  Under  a 
special  grant  from  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service,  studies  have  been  made  of  the  use  of  ACTH 
and  cortisone  in  allergic  diseases. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  has  been  concerned 
with  studies  of  circulatory  dynamics  in  coronary 
thrombosis  and  myocardial  infarction  particularly  when 
associated  with  shock.  The  clinical  application  is  the 
determination  of  the  rational  basis  for  therapy  in  such 
cases. 

The  department  completed  in  August  a four-year 
control  study  of  the  effect  of  anticoagulants  on  mortal- 
ity and  incidence  of  thromboembolic  phenomena  in 
acute  myocardial  infarction.  The  study  included  472 
patients  and  results  indicate  a considerable  reduction 
in  thromboembolic  phenomena,  and  a small  reduction 
in  mortality  following  use  of  anticoagulants.  This  study 
is  being  prepared  for  publication. 

The  department  is  continuing  a study  correlating 
the  degree  of  control  of  diabetics  and  the  pathological 
changes  in  the  eye  with  reference  to  age,  duration  and 
severity  of  the  disease. 

The  Annals  of  Internal  Medicine  published  a staff 
member’s  article  "A  Correlation  of  Clinical  and  Path- 
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ological  Findings  in  Patients  Who  Died  Following  a 
First  Myocardial  Infarction.”  The  American  Journal 
of  the  Medical  Sciences  has  accepted  for  publication 
an  article, "The  Effect  of  the  Coronary  Dilator  'Khellin’ 
on  the  Electrocardiogram  of  Patients  with  Coronary 
Sclerosis,”  by  another  member  of  the  staff. 

Funds  have  been  made  available  to  the  Department 
of  Urology  for  research  in  bacteriophage.  This  depart- 
ment at  present  is  awaiting  completion  of  its  laboratory. 

In  cytology  research,  the  Department  of  Labora- 
tories has  been  particularly  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  new  staining  methods  for  cancer  cell  study. 

These  areas  of  research,  while  limited  in  number 
and  scope,  are  the  beginning  of  a new  era  for  the 
Hospital.  Insufficient  space  and  budget  have  restricted 
research;  however,  clinical  material  is  adequate  for  a 
well-balanced  research  program.  The  interest  being 
shown  in  these  projects  emphasizes  the  need  for  proper 
laboratory  space  and  equipment  for  research  in  the 
near  future. 

Fiscal  Review 

The  highlights  of  the  financial  operations  of  the 
Hospital  follow:  The  operating  expenses  of  $3,090,000 
were  3%  over  the  amount  budgeted.  These  increases 
are  accounted  for  by  additions  of  personnel  not  in  the 
original  budget  such  as  the  Administrative  Assistant  in 
charge  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  the  Assistant 
Pathologist,  the  Clinical  Chemist  and  other  emergency 
salary  and  wage  adjustments  amounting  to  $57,000. 
Supplies  and  other  expenses  exceeded  the  budget  by 
$44,000.  The  increase  in  operating  expense  was  partial- 
ly offset  by  an  increase  in  net  income  of  $64,300  over 
the  amount  budgeted.  The  final  net  income  amounted 


to  $2,620,000.  The  average  per  diem  income  for  all  in- 
patients was  $17.55. 

The  operating  loss  of  $470,000  was  $37,000  more 
than  forecasted.The  supplementary  income  of  $581,600 
gave  a credit  to  the  General  Fund  of  $111,400.  How- 
ever, the  final  accounting  resulted  in  a net  loss  to  the 
General  Fund  of  $78,000  due  to  the  transfer  of 
$145,000  to  the  building  funds  to  assure  completion 
of  the  Tower  Building  and  the  purchase  of  new  equip- 
ment in  the  amount  of  $44,400. 

Looking  Forward 

1951  has  seen  the  start  of  three  projects  which 
establish  new  horizons  for  the  Hospital.  Excavation 
has  been  completed  for  the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic 
Building  which  will  open  early  in  1953.  The  Henry 
Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Therapeutic  Radiology 
containing  50  grams  of  radium  for  cancer  therapy  is 
almost  completed  and  will  be  in  operation  in  the  Spring 
of  1952.  The  Cytology  laboratory  also  will  be  in 
operation  early  in  1952. 

Another  year  has  been  written  into  the  history  of 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  This  report  emphasizes  the 
value  of  this  institution  to  the  community.  The  respon- 
sibility is  shared  by  many  persons.  Like  a delicate 
machine  with  its  many  parts,  these  many  persons  with 
their  specialized  abilities  and  unified  efforts  make  this 
truly  a Voluntary  Hospital.  Its  continued  growth  and 
expanded  service  to  patients  and  the  community  is  the 
cumulative  effort  of  all  of  our  Employees,  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staffs,  Volunteers,  Trustees,  many  Friends 
and  Contributors.  Without  this  communion  of  effort 
we  could  not  be  your  Community  Hospital.  To  each 
we  extend  our  heartfelt  thanks.

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Report 


OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 


FOR  1952  our  operating  loss  was  $326,933 
and  after  supplemental  income  from  invest- 
ments, from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and  from 
the  Greater  New  York  Fund  our  deficit  for  the 
year  was  $79,334.  Comparable  figure  for  1951 
was  $272,975.  Through  the  generosity  of  those 
working  and  living  in  our  area,  contributions  to 
the  Maintenance  Fund  almost  balanced  the  1952 
loss.  It  was  a favorable  year  financially.  We 
only  hope  that  we  may  do  as  well  in  1953. 

The  principal  problem  facing  a voluntary  hos- 
pital is  its  finances.  No  matter  how  important  it 
may  be  to  the  sick,  if  a hospital  cannot  find  the 
cash  witli  which  to  continue  operations  it  will 
cease  to  exist  as  a voluntary  hospital  and  if  it 
survives  at  all  it  will  simply  be  as  a part  of 
governmental  medicine.  The  Roosevelt  Hospital 
is  no  exception.  Having  but  a small  Endowment 
Fund,  we  are  always  close  to  the  line,  but  for  the 
past  many  years  never  over  onto  the  black  side. 
In  the  last  decade  annual  operating  income  has 
gone  from  $839,700  to  $3,016,000,  but  expenses 
have  increased  proportionally  from  $938,900  to 
$3,343,000.  It  is  a race  against  inflation. 

It  is  unfortunate  but  it  seems  inevitable  that 
a hospital  which  gives  considerable  charitable 
aid  to  the  public  and  which  performs  a teaching 
service  should  end  up  in  the  red.  The  pattern 
follows  a consistent  line.  In  order  to  keep  ahead 
or  even  abreast  of  improvements  in  the  medical 
world  and  to  furnish  the  most  modern  of  hospital 
care,  new  buildings  have  to  be  built,  new  equip- 
ment purchased  and  new  medical  services  ex- 
tended to  the  public.  Effort  has  to  be  made  from 
year  to  year  to  meet  these  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures through  a public  drive  for  funds  and  when 
this  falls  short,  as  it  frequently  does,  it  must  take 
the  money  out  of  its  working  capital,  which  in 
turn  has  been  built  up  solely  out  of  legacies.  It 


is  from  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  remem- 
bered it  in  their  wills  that  the  Hospital  keeps 
up  to  date  and  alive. 

We  can  report,  however,  some  gratifying 
progress  over  the  past  year.  The  losses  on  ward 
patients,  particularly  municipal  patients  for 
whom  New  York  City  makes  inadequate  pay- 
ments, are  met  in  part  by  charges  to  private 
patients  in  excess  of  strict  hospital  operating 
costs.  While  private  occupancy  was  low  in  the 
early  part  of  1952,  it  greatly  improved  as  the 
year  continued  and  was  76.2%  the  entire  year 
as  against  73.8%  in  1951.  For  this  we  have  to 
thank  our  Medical  and  Courtesy  Staffs,  who 
appreciate  how  vital  it  is  to  a hospital  to  have 
its  facilities  more  fully  used. 

Helped  by  the  generous  legacy  received  from 
Mrs.  Sylvia  A.  H.  G.  Wilks  and  other  gifts,  we 
expanded  the  Tower  Memorial  Building  from 
five  to  nine  floors  to  accommodate  a child  and 
an  adult  psychiatric  floor  and  two  additional 
floors  for  semi-private  patients.  The  first  five 
floors  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a few 
months.  The  remaining  four  floors  are  erected 
and  enclosed  but  the  contract  for  completion  has 
not  yet  been  let. 

School  rooms  and  laboratories  for  teaching 
student  nurses  at  the  Hospital  were  inadequate 
and  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State 
authorities.  A drive  to  raise  $600,000  to  build 
a Nurses  Home  was  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  women  connected  with  the  Hospital,  with 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Donald  F.  Bush,  one  of 
our  Trustees,  and  Mrs.  J.  Joseph  Mylott,  Chair- 
man of  the  Women’s  Volunteer  Committee.  The 
drive  was  a complete  success.  The  amount  was 
raised,  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  Nurses 
Home  are  in  preparation,  and  construction  should 
be  begun  promptly. 
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Taking  into  account  the  neighborhood  in  which 
the  Hospital  is  located  and  the  staggered  hours 
during  the  twenty-four  that  these  young  students 
will  be  on  duty  after  their  first  year,  it  seems 
essential  that  they  have  their  sleeping  accommo- 
dations within  the  Hospital.  No  satisfactory  ac- 
commodations are  available  for  this  purpose 
nearby  the  Hospital.  Accordingly  the  same  group 
of  women  have  undertaken  to  raise  an  additional 
$600,000  to  erect  three  dormitory  floors  in  the 
new  Nurses  Home.  It  is  hoped  they  will  have  as 
much  success  as  they  did  with  the  original  project. 

The  alarming  increase  in  injuries  to  the  head 
and  hands  brought  about  by  the  increase  in 
automobile  accidents  has  made  it  appropriate 
for  hospitals  to  provide  surgical  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  these  cases.  As  a result  of  ex- 
perience during  the  War,  the  effectiveness  of 


treatment  of  these  injuries  has  improved;  in  fact 
it  might  almost  be  said  that  it  is  a new  surgical 
science.  Discussions  have  taken  place  with  the 
Society  for  the  Facially  Disfigured  whereby  the 
Society  might  raise  funds  sufficient  to  add  two 
more  floors  to  the  Tower  Building  and  the  Hos- 
pital provide  a unit  and  staff  for  the  repair  of 
the  face  and  hands.  Appreciating,  as  one  does, 
that  injuries  to  the  face  may  render  a patient,  at 
least  in  his  own  mind,  unacceptable  in  society, 
such  a unit  would  fill  a long-felt  want. 

Mr.  Gayer  G.  Dominick,  who  for  the  past  sev- 
eral years  has  been  President  of  the  Hospital  and 
who  is  so  largely  responsible  for  its  great  im- 
provement during  these  years,  retired  from  the 
Presidency  this  December.  To  him  we  all  extend 
our  grateful  appreciation  of  his  tact,  ability  and 
devotion.  It  puts  a strong  test  on  his  successor.

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Report 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD  FOR  1952 


AS  PREDICTED  in  the  previous  report  of 
. the  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  the 
Henry  Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Thera- 
peutic Radiology  was  opened  in  1952  and  is  now 
operating  throughout  each  twenty-four  hours.  It 
will  be  of  great  interest  to  learn  what  this  modal- 
ity can  accomplish  in  the  management  of  malig- 
nant growths  not  amenable  to  surgical  excision. 

Completion  of  the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic 
building  has  been  delayed  by  the  decision  to 
build  four  additional  floors  to  accommodate  a 
psychiatric  in-patient  service  and  to  increase  our 
semi-private  facilities.  It  is  expected  that  the 
clinic  portion  of  the  building  will  be  operative 
before  July  1st  which  will  markedly  improve 
the  facilities  for  the  care  of  out-patients.  In 
preparation  for  this  step  the  Medical  Division 
has  reorganized  the  medical  out-patient  depart- 
ment on  a service  basis  so  that  each  Medical 
Service  will  handle  the  clinic  load  on  two  days 
of  each  week.  This  is  expected  to  improve  the 
follow-up  care  of  patients,  the  morale  of  the 
staff  and  the  service  to  patients. 

The  X-Ray  Department  has  added  equipment 
for  the  performance  of  tomography  and  has 
installed  a photo-roentgen  unit  to  facilitate  chest 
screening  surveys.  This  department  has  main- 
tained a high  standard  of  efficiency  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Albert  A.  Dunn,  Jr. 

The  addition  during  the  year  of  a cyto-patho- 
logical  laboratory  has  been  a distinct  step  for- 
ward in  the  use  of  modem  screening  techniques 
for  the  early  detection  of  cancer.  Furthermore, 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Bernard  Kalfayan  to 
assist  Dr.  Walter  W.  Brandes  and  the  acquisition 
of  a competent  parasitologist  in  the  Clinical 
Laboratory  has  demonstrated  the  recognition  of 
the  importance  of  adequate  diagnostic  services 
to  the  proper  development  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  Surgical  Department  the  establishment 
of  a Recovery  Room  manned  by  efficient  per- 
sonnel is  in  keeping  with  modern  practice  and 
is  particularly  valuable  in  these  days  of  exten- 
sive and  prolonged  operative  procedures. 

Several  important  appointments  have  been 


made  to  the  attending  staff  during  the  past  year. 
The  Psychiatric  Division  has  been  augmented  in 
anticipation  of  the  in-patient  service.  Drs.  Norton 
S.  Brown  and  Frank  H.  Peters  have  accepted 
positions  as  Attending  Physicians  on  the  Medical 
Division.  Notable  among  the  appointments  is  that 
of  Dr.  J.  Maxwell  Chamberlain  to  head  the  work 
in  the  field  of  thoracic  surgery.  Intracardiac  sur- 
gery has  only  recently  been  done  in  our  Hospital. 
The  promise  that  this  work  holds  causes  us  to 
look  forward  hopefully  to  the  day  when  a cardio- 
respiratory laboratory  may  be  established  in  the 
Hospital. 

Members  of  the  Surgical  Division  have  con- 
tinued their  work  in  the  follow-up  and  reporting 
of  cases  which  have  come  under  their  care.  They 
have  been  particularly  active  in  the  fields  of 
gastro-enterology  and  of  tumors. 

Investigations  of  the  problems  of  myocardial 
infarction  have  been  continued  by  members  of 
the  Medical  Division.  Attention  has  been  di- 
rected toward  the  use  of  pressor  substances  to 
combat  the  high  mortality  of  early  shock  and 
to  the  management  of  cardiac  arrythmias  in 
this  disease. 

The  Psychiatric  Division  is  collaborating  in  a 
study  of  patients  with  myocardial  infarction 
with  particular  reference  to  their  rehabilitation 
and  also  the  determination  of  possible  psycho- 
genic factors  involved. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  clinical  investiga- 
tion, however  modest  in  scope,  is  being  carried 
on  by  active  practicing  physicians  whose  first 
responsibility  is  the  care  of  their  patients.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Vice  President 


RECORDING  the  happenings  for  1952  reveals  the 
many  areas  of  interest  and  expanded  community 
service  provided  by  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  This 
increase  of  service  has  required  the  coordinated,  co- 
operative service  of  Trustees,  Medical  Staff,  Nursing 
Staff,  Personnel,  Volunteers,  and  the  many  individual 
and  corporation  contributors.  A voluntary,  non-profit 
hospital  which  extends  much  of  its  service  to  the 
community  on  a less-than-cost  basis  is  possible  only 
because  of  the  loyalty,  faithfulness  and  devotion  of  its 
employees,  medical  staff,  trustees,  and  friends.  This 
report  is  their  story. 

Administrative  Services 

Two  of  the  Administrative  Staff  accepted  new  posi- 
tions during  the  year.  Peter  B.  Terenzio,  who  joined 
the  staff  in  January,  1950,  resigned  November  1,  1952, 
to  accept  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Greenville 
General  Hospital,  Greenville,  South  Carolina.  His  con- 
tributions to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  were  many. 
Mr.  John  Danielson  of  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  joined 
the  Administrative  Staff  to  succeed  Mr.  Terenzio. 

Mr.  Robert  E.  Toomey  resigned  as  Administrative 
Assistant  in  charge  of  Out-Patient  Services  to  accept 
the  position  of  Director  of  the  North  Country  Hospi- 
tals in  Gouverneur,  New  York. 

Miss  Eleanor  Peterson,  former  Director  of  Admis- 
sions, was  appointed  Director  of  Ambulatory  Services, 
and  Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Miss 
Peterson  has  been  associated  with  the  Hospital  for 
many  years  as  Purchasing  Agent,  Secretary  to  the 
Executive  Vice  President,  and  Director  of  Admissions. 

Another  resignation  from  the  staff  was  the  Director 
of  Public  Interest,  Mrs.  Vernon  Edwards.  In  the  two 
years  of  her  association  with  the  Hospital,  many 
valuable  press  and  public  relations  contacts  were  estab- 
lished for  the  Hospital.  Through  these  contacts  many 
articles  about  the  Hospital  were  published  in  national 
magazines  and  papers.  Mrs.  Marie  Amadeo,  assistant 
to  Mrs.  Edwards,  has  been  appointed  to  this  post. 

The  Laundry  Department  processed  1,383,125 
pounds  of  linen  at  a direct  cost  of  $.0426  per  pound 
as  compared  with  1,425,679  pounds  (estimated)  at  a 
direct  cost  of  $.0423  per  pound  in  1951.  Due  to  the 
installation  of  a scale  during  1951,  an  accurate  control 
of  weight  for  cost  accounting  was  possible  for  the  first 
time.  Orders  have  been  placed  for  a new  50-inch 
extractor  and  new  washer  to  replace  worn  out 
equipment. 

The  Department  of  Purchase  has,  by  carefully  co- 
ordinated purchasing,  reduced  the  value  of  general 


stores  inventory  from  $81,525  on  December  31,  1951 
to  $63,114  at  the  close  of  1952.  The  total  value  of 
stores  inventory  at  year  end  was  $99,177  as  compared 
to  $132,218  on  December  31,  1951.  The  inventory 
includes  general  stores,  pharmacy  stores  and  engineer- 
ing stores. 

This  department,  together  with  the  Department  of 
Nursing  Service,  has  conducted  an  experiment  for  the 
Becton  Dickinson  Company  in  the  use  of  2 cc.  inter- 
changeable syringes.  Present  indications  are  that 
syringes  with  interchangeable  parts  will  result  in 
material  savings  and  convenience.  Use  of  the  Becton 
Dickinson  interchangeable  syringe  has  resulted  in  a 
43%  reduction  in  the  number  of  syringes  used. 

The  revision  of  the  Code  Book  has  been  of  assist- 
ance to  all  departments  in  ordering  approved  and 
standardized  supplies. 

The  Building  Service  Department,  formerly  the 
Housekeeping  Department,  was  reorganized  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  William  J.  Cain.  During  the  year  all 
personnel  performing  housekeeping  services  in  the 
Department  of  Allergy,  Out-Patient  Service  and  Nurs- 
ing Service  were  transferred  to  the  Building  Service 
Department.  This  has  coordinated  all  housekeeping 
services  and  has  improved  the  flexibility  of  staffing 
for  Housekeeping  in  all  areas  of  the  Hospital.  A signif- 
icant factor  attributable  to  the  reorganization  of  the 
department  has  been  a low  turnover  rate  in  personnel 
— 30%  for  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Engineering  and  Maintenance, 
in  addition  to  routine  preventive  maintenance,  has 
assisted  in  several  major  interior  reconstruction  and 
redecoration  programs  during  the  year. 

In  the  laboratories  this  department  completed  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  old  Syms  amphitheatre  for  use  as 
laboratory  space.  This  included  new  laboratory  bench 
layouts,  new  wiring  and  plumbing.  On  the  second 
floor  of  the  Syms  Building,  the  Cytopathology  Labora- 
tory which  included  partitions,  laboratory  tables  and 
provision  of  other  special  equipment,  was  installed. 

One  of  the  most  important  alterations  completed  by 
this  department  during  the  year  was  the  Recovery 
Room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Ward  Building.  An 
eight-bed  ward  was  altered  to  include  air  condition- 
ing, fluorescent  lighting  and  soundproofing.  This  area 
has  provided  an  important  new  facility  for  the  post- 
operative care  of  surgical  patients. 

Miss  Marjorie  H.  Bodge  was  appointed  Director  of 
the  Personnel  Department  on  March  3,  1952.  Miss 
Bodge  was  for  two  years  Assistant  Personnel  Director 
of  the  New  York  University-Bellevue  Medical  Center. 
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Prior  to  this  assignment  she  served  as  personnel  inter- 
viewer for  Kendall  Mills,  Walpole,  Massachusetts, 
from  1946  to  1949. 

The  expanding  services  of  the  Hospital  required 
further  increase  in  personnel.  The  authorized  person- 
nel in  1952  numbered  964,  including  58  interns,  resi- 
dents and  students,  plus  94  student  nurses.  This 
compares  with  1005  personnel,  including  49  interns, 
residents  and  students,  and  87  student  nurses  at  the 
beginning  of  1953.  After  adjustment  for  part-time 
employees  and  excluding  personnel  involved  in  educa- 
tional programs  (student  nurses  and  resident  staff) 
the  Hospital  employed  833  full-time  employees  in 
1952,  or  2.3  employees  per  hospital  bed. 

At  the  third  annual  employees’  dinner  held  on 
December  11,  1952,  awards  were  given  for  service 
ranging  from  five  to  thirty-five  years.  Mr.  Garrard 
Winston,  President  of  the  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Condict 
W.  Cutler,  Jr.,  retiring  secretary  of  the  Medical  Board, 
were  presented  honorary  pins  for  their  tenth  and 
fortieth  years  respectively  of  service  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Employees  Health  Service  has  continued  its 
valuable  service  to  all  employees.  Preplacement  exami- 
nations showed  a decrease  of  9%  in  the  turnover  rate 
for  the  year;  86%  as  compared  with  95%  in  1951. 
Turnover  rate  still  remains  high  in  the  Nursing  Serv- 
ice, while  the  Dietary  and  Building  Departments 
showed  significant  reduction  in  personnel  changes. 
One  very  gratifying  result  is  the  decrease  in  the 
expense  for  preplacement  examinations  which  has  been 
due  principally  to  the  use  of  photo-roentgen  x-ray  films 
of  the  chest,  rather  than  14  x 17  chest  films.  The  total 
cost  for  diagnostic  tests  for  preplacement  examinations 
was  $5,398.00  in  1952,  compared  to  $10,490.00  in 
1951. 

Patient  Care 


The  Admitting,  Ambulance,  and  Emergency  De- 
partments again  reported  increased  service  to  the 
community.  The  statistics  for  these  Departments  fol-

The  use  of  the  Emergency  Department  has  increased 
steadily  for  several  years.  This  is  the  first  year  since 
1947  that  the  number  of  ambulance  calls  answered 
has  reached  more  than  10,000. 

Patient  days  care  of  117,940  was  compared  to 
119,480  for  1951,  and  the  occupancy  of  79.7%  was 
compared  to  81%  during  the  same  period.  The  private 
and  semi-private  services  showed  increase  in  occu- 
pancy. Private  was  76.2%  in  1952  and  73.8%  in  1951. 


Semi-private  was  86.6%  in  1952  and  83.2%  in  1951. 
Only  the  ward  services  showed  a drop  in  occupancy 
—78.0%  in  1952  and  83.2%  in  1951. 

These  statistics  indicate  that  while  the  ward  service 
showed  a decline  in  line  with  local  trend,  the  private 
and  semi-private  services  increased  in  occupancy.  This 
is  in  contrast  to  other  local  hospitals  which  have 
shown  a decline  of  occupancy  in  these  latter  classi- 
fications. 

The  average  patient  days  stay  was  12.0,  with  the 
following  comparison  by  financial  classification:

The  Institute  of  Allergy  reported  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  clinic  visits  — 38,304  in  1952  as 
compared  to  38,256  in  1951.  There  also  was  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  Allergy  in-patients  — 243  as 
compared  with  224  in  1951.  The  ward  service  in 
Allergy  is  now  organized  with  a regular  rotation 
of  six  Allergy  physicians  and  two  resident  physicians. 

With  the  increased  occupancy  in  the  private  and 
semi-private  services,  the  Nursing  Service  developed 
several  new  approaches  to  improve  nursing  service 
for  patients. 

First  was  the  development  of  a Recovery  Room  for 
surgical  patients.  This  new  unit  was  developed  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Nursing  Serv- 
ice and  the  Chief  Nurse  Anesthetist.  This  service 
has  very  materially  improved  post-operative  care 
of  patients.  It  has  relieved  all  wards  and  floors  of  the 
responsibility  of  immediate  post-anesthesia  and  post- 
operative care.  The  service  has  been  particularly 
important  in  the  care  of  patients  receiving  cardiac 
and  thoracic  surgical  operations. 

The  second  action  to  facilitate  patient  service  was 
the  appointment  of  Miss  Edythe  Alexander  as  Asso- 
ciate Director  in  charge  of  In-Service  Training  for 
professional  and  non-professional  personnel.  Mrs. 
Jessica  Frey  was  appointed  in  September  to  assist 
Miss  Alexander  in  the  training  program.  The  principal 
activity  for  this  approach  has  been  on  Russell  ward 
which  has  74  surgical  beds. 

The  team  nursing  plan,  started  during  1951,  was 
continued  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Reilly, 
the  Medical  Nursing  Supervisor. 

The  third  change  to  improve  nursing  service  for 
patients  has  been  the  transference  of  all  housekeeping 
personnel  in  the  nursing  service  to  the  Building  Serv- 
ice Department.  This  move  has  clarified  the  responsi- 
bilities of  these  two  departments.  The  change  also 
has  served  to  upgrade  the  paramedical  personnel  in 
the  Nursing  Service  Department  to  make  their  time 
available  entirely  for  patient  care.

The  employment  of  high  school  students  in  the 
vocational  training  programs  of  the  Education  Depart- 
ment of  the  New  York  City  Schools  as  nursing  aides, 
has  been  of  great  assistance. 

The  increased  occupancy,  particularly  of  the  Private 
Pavilion,  has  resulted  in  more  calls  for  private  duty 
nurses  placing  a burden  on  the  nursing  service  staffs. 
While  fewer  calls  were  unfilled  this  year,  the  follow- 
ing statistics  demonstrate  the  increased  requests  for 
private  duty  nurses:

The  Department  of  Pharmacy  reported  total  expendi- 
tures for  drugs  for  the  year  was  $99,500,  with  the 
largest  expenditure  still  for  antibiotics.  Charges  for 
in-patients  required  32,000  charge  vouchers  which 
was  an  increase  of  5,300  over  the  year  before.  The 
annual  inventory  as  of  December  1st  showed  a value 
of  $36,294  in  supplies. 

An  indication  of  the  problem  of  keeping  abreast 
of  pharmaceutical  improvements  is  the  fact  that  50 
new  items  were  added  to  the  drug  inventory  this  year. 

Without  the  continued  assistance  of  loyal  and  faith- 
ful “Veteran”  Volunteers  plus  the  help  and  keen  inter- 
est of  many  new  ones,  the  Hospital  would  have  been 
hard  pressed  to  continue  the  high  level  of  many  essen- 
tial services.  In  addition,  the  heartfelt  interest  of  the 
Volunteers  gave  extra  assurance  to  the  patients  of 
their  importance.

supervisor.  The  Volunteers  have 

been  most  helpful 

at  many  social  functions  such  as  buffet  luncheons  for 
doctors,  the  opening  of  the  Janeway  Clinic,  and  sev- 
eral fund-raising  luncheons  during  the  year. 


The  Volunteer  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mrs.  Donald  F.  Bush  and  Mrs.  J.  Joseph  Mylott,  or- 
ganized the  fund-raising  program  for  the  new  teaching 
facilities  for  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  success  of 
this  campaign  was  assured  principally  due  to  the 
leadership  and  persistence  of  the  women’s  fund-raising 
efforts. 

The  Department  of  Social  Service  assisted  in  the 
treatment  of  2,357  patients  as  compared  with  2,478 
in  1951.  The  number  of  interviews  — 35,887  com- 
pared with  28,103  in  1951  — indicates  the  intensive 
supportive  therapy  supplied  by  this  essential  patient 
service. 

During  the  year  several  valuable  surveys  were  made 
by  staff  or  members  of  the  Social  Service  Committee. 
These  include  the  study  and  evaluation  of  twenty-five 
nursing  homes  by  two  members  of  the  committee,  a 
six-month  study  of  the  leisure  time  activities  of  elderly 
patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  “A  Study 
of  Community  Social  Needs  as  Seen  by  the  Parents 
of  Fifty  Children  Attending  the  Pediatric  Clinic”,  by 
a staff  member.  Three  needs  were  revealed  in  the  latter 
survey : 

a.  improved  housing 

b.  well  supervised  playgrounds 

c.  improved  school  facilities 

Copies  of  this  report  have  been  sent  to  agencies 
interested  in  and  responsible  for  improvement  of  these 
needs. 

In  the  area  of  patient  care  the  incorporation  of 
Social  Service  comment  as  part  of  the  patient’s  chart 
has  greatly  improved  the  coordination  of  medical  and 
social  information.  The  first-year  students  in  the 
School  of  Nursing  have  this  year  for  the  first  time 
been  given  lectures  on  Social  Service.  They  have 
worked  closely  with  the  medical  Social  Worker  at  the 
patient’s  bedside. 

Surgical  procedures  for  the  year  numbered  5,225 
and  1,866  cystoscopies  were  performed.  The  number 
of  anesthesia  hours  totaled  6,748  hours  compared 
with  6,242  in  1951.  The  faithfulness  and  competence 
of  the  anesthesia  staff  has  made  it  possible  to  add 
the  specialty  of  chest  and  cardiac  surgery  to  the  list 
of  procedures  routinely  done  at  this  Hospital.  The 
Department  of  Anesthesia  together  with  the  Nursing 
Service  planned  and  staffed  the  Recovery  Room.  The 
Chief  Nurse  Anesthetist  was  most  helpful  in  this 
important  post-operative  project.  A brochure  which 
details  the  requirements  of  staff  and  supplies  for  this 
room  has  been  prepared  and  published  in  answer  to 
numerous  requests  from  other  hospitals  and  surgeons. 
This  brochure  also  has  been  released  to  McGraw-Hill 
Company  for  publishing  in  South  America  and  Europe. 
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Ancillary  Services 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  anticipates 
new  facilities  in  the  Tower  Memorial  Building.  How- 
ever, its  activities  in  the  realm  of  patient  care  con- 
tinued to  grow  with  the  physical  therapy  section  giv- 
ing 13,047  treatments  compared  with  12,627  in  1951, 
and  the  occupational  therapy  section  giving  5,132 
treatments  compared  with  3,092  in  1951. 

The  Director,  Dr.  Edward  E.  Gordon,  who  assumed 
the  position  of  Director  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Medicine  in  1950,  resigned  June  30,  1952,  to  become 
Director  of  the  Institute  for  the  Crippled  and  Dis- 
abled. He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Allen  S.  Russek  of  the 
New  York  University-Bellevue  Rehabilitation  Service. 

This  department  in  addition  to  its  service  to  pa- 
tients has  carried  on  a continuous  educational  program 
for  student  nurses  and  Volunteers.  The  chief  therapist 
has  assisted  with  a training  program  sponsored  by 
the  United  Hospital  Fund. 

The  Department  of  Laboratories  reported  a marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  diagnostic  tests  completed 
during  the  year.  Procedures  done  totaled  122,369  as 
compared  with  120,040  in  1951. 

One  of  the  most  worthwhile  services  added  to  our 
hospital  in  many  years  is  the  Laboratory  of  Cytopath- 
ology  which  opened  in  its  new  quarters  in  February, 
1952.  This  subdivision  of  the  general  laboratories 
offers  a service  which  is  concerned  principally  with  the 
detection  of  cancer,  especially  in  its  early  stages,  by 
the  means  of  cytology. 

Cancer  is  curable  if  diagnosed  early.  Cytology,  a 
study  of  cells  from  the  various  body  tissues,  which 
does  not  involve  hospitalization  or  surgery,  enables 
the  earliest  possible  diagnosis  in  some  types  of  cancer. 
The  cells  are  collected  in  secretions  and  fluids,  or  by 
scraping  cells  from  the  surfaces  of  accessible  organs 
or  open  lesions.  These  tests  may  be  taken  in  the 
doctor’s  office  with  very  little  inconvenience  or  expense 
to  the  patient. 

The  study  involves  many  different  methods  for  the 
collection  of  specimens,  special  staining  procedures, 
and  microscopic  interpretation  of  the  cells.  Cytology 
is  one  of  the  greatest  advances  in  the  field  of  medicine 
today.  Cancer  was  formerly  diagnosed  by  the  examina- 
tion of  a piece  of  suspected  tissue  removed  surgically. 
Cytology  involves  the  study  of  exfoliated  cells  or  cells 
scraped  from  the  surface  of  an  organ  or  lesion,  en- 
abling repeated  testing  and  follow-up  study  on  cases. 
The  method  is  painless,  harmless  to  the  patient,  and  of 
low  cost. 

Cytology  plays  its  greatest  role  in  the  diagnosis  of 
cancer  of  the  uterus  and  secondly,  of  the  lung.  Al- 
though methods  and  techniques  are  yet  to  be  per- 
fected, cytology  is  also  useful  in  the  diagnosis  of 


cancer  of  the  prostate,  bladder,  kidney,  stomach, 
breast,  etc. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation  approximately 
90%  of  the  studies  were  submitted  from  the  gyne- 
cological service,  i.e.,  Gynecology  Clinic,  in  hospital 
cases,  and  approximately  50%  of  all  gynecological 
tests  were  taken  in  the  private  offices  and  mailed  or 
brought  in  to  the  laboratory.  The  remaining  10% 
(general  cytology)  were  tests  from  patients  on  the 
different  services  mainly  thoracic  and  urologic. 

In  the  case  of  general  cytology,  the  laboratory 
employs  both  smear  and  cell  block  techniques  when- 
ever the  specimen  permits,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

Cytologic  testing  should  become  a routine  hospital 
procedure  — it  detects  early  cancer  while  still  in  the 
preclinical  stage.  It  is  often  diagnosed  in  very  young 
women.  Early  cancer  (usually  preclinical)  is  easily 
cured;  however,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  diagnose. 
Cancer  of  the  uterus,  one  of  the  biggest  killers  in  our 
female  population  today,  could  be  greatly  reduced  if 
every  woman  had  a yearly  cytology  examination. 

All  positive  cytology  tests  must  be  confirmed  histo- 
logically (by  tissue  sectioning).  Very  often  hundreds 
of  sections  must  be  cut  from  a small  piece  of  tissue 
in  order  to  find  lesions  which  may  be  only  pin-point 
in  size.  The  Laboratory  of  Cytopathology  has  also 
undertaken  the  sectioning  of  these  specimens. 

A grand  total  of  1,889  tests  was  processed  and 
examined  during  the  year  1952.  These  tests  con- 
sisted of  1,714  gynecologic  and  175  general  cytologic 
examinations. 

The  1,714  tests  were  taken  on  1,400  individuals  of 
which  1,303  were  new  patients,  never  having  had 
cytologic  examinations.  Thirty-seven  or  2.6%  were 
proved  to  have  malignancy  (30  squamous  and  7 adeno. 
carcinomas)  ,40%  of  which  were  believed  unsuspected. 

It  was  of  particular  note  that  in  the  entire  group 
of  squamous  cancer,  18  or  60%  were  insitu  or  early, 
the  average  age  of  patients  being  39  years. 

The  Gynecology  Clinic  submitted  362  patients  for 
examination  where  5.2%  were  found  to  have  malig- 
nancy. Of  these,  47%  were  insitu.  This  compared  with 
an  incidence  of  2.3%  malignancy  in  the  cases  referred 
from  the  doctors’  private  offices  of  which  77%  were 
insitu. 

These  statistics  show  the  immense  value  of  cytologic 
testing  in  the  field  of  gynecology,  where  cytology 
detects  cancer  in  young  women  at  an  early  and  usually 
curable  stage,  and  frequently  when  completely 
unsuspected. 

The  Department  of  Special  Therapy  interpreted  925 
basal  metabolisms  while  the  growing  importance  of 
electrocardiograms  in  diagnosis  is  shown  by  the  in- 
crease in  tests  from  4,014  in  1951  to  4,366  this  year. 
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The  Department  of  Radiology  has  shown  a steady

The  roentgen  treatments  numbered  3,893  compared 
with  2,840  in  1951.  The  photoroentgen  unit  was  used 
for  3,765  patients  during  1952,  the  first  year  of  its 
use. 

The  past  year  has  seen  several  changes  in  staff.  Dr. 
Frank  Dain,  Associate  Radiologist,  resigned  July  31, 
1952  to  take  a position  as  Radiologist  at  Englewood 
Hospital.  Dr.  Harvey  Lesselbaum  of  Pratt  Diagnostic 
Hospital,  Boston,  Mass.,  succeeded  Dr.  Dain. 

The  Henry  Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Thera- 
peutic Radiology  began  clinical  activities  with  treat- 
ment of  its  first  patient  March  17,  1952,  after  nearly 
two  years  of  planning,  construction  and  testing.  The 
clinic’s  50-gram  radium  mass  for  cancer  therapy  was 
unique  in  the  Hospital’s  history  and  is  the  largest 
unit  of  radium  for  cancer  treatment  in  the  United 
States.  A similar  amount  of  radium  for  cancer  is  in  use 
at  Louvain,  Belgium. 

The  importance  of  the  new  therapy  medium  is 
shown  by  the  progressive  increase  in  service.  The 
radium  beam  was  operated  on  a daily  eight-hour 
schedule  from  March  17th  to  April  18th  when  a second 
eight-hour  operation  shift  was  added.  On  May  12th, 
a twenty-four  hour  schedule  was  initiated  and  has 
been  continued  since  that  time.  Hospitalized  patients 
are  treated  from  the  midnight  to  8:00  a.m.  shift  and 
the  majority  of  other  patients  are  ambulatory. 

The  great  flexibility  of  the  converging  beam  method 
has  made  it  possible  to  treat  all  areas  of  the  head,  neck, 
chest,  pelvis  and  thorax.  A total  of  4,456  radium 
therapy  treatments  was  given  between  March  17th  and 
December  31st. 

Other  services  of  the  Janeway  Clinic  are  consulta- 
tion and  diagnosis  for  cancer  detection,  follow-up 
examinations  and  procedures  such  as  dressings  and 
intramuscular  medications,  and  daily  hygienic  care  of 
mouth,  nose  and  throat  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  clinic’s  director,  Dr.  Douglas 
Quick,  the  staff  included  Dr.  G.  Hertford  Parks  who 
joined  the  department  in  the  early  fall  and  is  princi- 
pally concerned  with  cancer-medicine. 

Although  clinical  results  can  not  be  statistically 
ascertained  at  this  early  date,  evidences  of  improve- 
ment and  of  unusual  response  to  radiation  are  im- 
mensely encouraging. 


Education 

On  May  8,  1952,  twenty-nine  students  were  grad- 
uated from  the  School  of  Nursing.  This  was  the  fifty- 
third  class  to  be  graduated  from  the  School.  For  fifty- 
six  years,  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  has  conducted  its 
School  of  Nursing.  One  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty-five  nurse  graduates  are  located  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  This  is  an  enviable  record 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  carry  on  this 
tradition. 

After  the  accreditation  report  by  the  National  Nurs- 
ing Accrediting  Service,  new  teaching  facilities  for 
the  School  were  authorized.  These  new  facilities  will 
make  possible  full  accreditation  of  the  School.  This 
phase  of  education  at  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  is  one 
of  its  most  important  services  to  the  community. 

In  September,  twenty-seven  students  were  accepted 
for  the  class  of  1955.  This  enrollment  is  lower  than 
in  some  former  years  and  indicates  the  need  for  im- 
proved living  accommodations  and  school  facilities. 

The  School  of  Nursing  and  the  Nursing  Service 
have  made  their  facilities  available  to  Teachers  College 
of  Columbia  University  for  field  studies.  One  of  the 
studies  done  during  1952  became  the  basis  for  the 
present  service  training  program  for  professional  and 
non-professional  personnel. 

On  October  24,  1951  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved 
the  formal  affiliation  with  Columbia  University  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  For  many  years  the 
Hospital  has  had  an  informal  agreement  with  Columbia 
University.  This  agreement  defines  in  writing  the 
broad  terms  of  an  understanding  which  in  former 
years  had  been  only  a mutual  agreement. 

The  Hospital  assists  in  the  extern  service  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Four  to  eight 
medical  students  are  accepted  for  clinical  experience 
in  the  fields  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  Each  student 
spends  two  months  at  the  Hospital,  one  month  on  the 
Surgical  Service  and  the  other  on  the  Medical  Service. 
The  extern  program  operates  throughout  the  year. 

Fifty-eight  residents  and  interns  received  continu- 
ing education  in  the  various  specialties  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery.  The  Hospital  has  approved  residency 
programs  in  Medicine,  General  Surgery,  Pathology, 
Roentgenology,  Allergy,  Urology,  Gynecology,  Pedi- 
atrics and  Otolaryngology. 

In  addition,  special  surgical  training  is  given  in 
plastic  and  reconstructive  surgery  of  the  hand.  Ap- 
pointments to  this  service  are  for  three  or  six  months. 

The  Department  of  Anesthesia  has  also  extended 
its  service  for  further  training  for  graduate  student 
anesthetists  from  European  countries.  The  first  student 
was  sponsored  by  Atlantique,  the  French  Division  of 
the  International  Institute  of  Education. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  give  a brief  review  of  the 
educational  activities  of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital.  Edu- 
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cation  is  the  second  factor  of  importance  in  hospitals 
after  patient  care.  The  element  of  education  in  a 
hospital  serves  to  upgrade  patient  care  and  therefore  is 
of  importance  to  the  continued  growth  in  service  to 
the  patient  and  the  community. 

Fiscal  Review 

The  Hospital  experienced  an  unusually  successful 
year  in  its  operations.  The  operating  income  totaled 
$3,016,000  which  was  $143,000  or  five  per  cent  more 
than  anticipated.  The  operating  expenses  of  $3,343,000 
were  $25,000  more  than  budgeted.  A comparison  of  the 
operating  income  and  operating  expense  shows  the 
operating  loss  to  be  $327,000  which  was  $118,000  less 
than  anticipated  and  $148,000  less  than  the  loss  ex- 
perienced in  1951.  It  was  the  Hospital’s  good  fortune 
to  receive  several  large  bequests  and  contributions 
during  the  year.  These  sums  made  possible  the  transfer 
of  $913,000  to  be  used  principally  for  construction 
and  rehabilitation  of  the  physical  plant  and  the  pur- 
chase of  new  equipment  amounting  to  $23,000.

Looking  Toward  1953 

The  year  1952  has  seen  two  of  the  projects  forecasted 
in  1951  completed,  creating  new  horizons  in  patient 
care  at  Roosevelt  Hospital.  These  were  the  Henry 
Harrington  Janeway  Clinic  for  Therapeutic  Radiology, 
and  the  Cytopathology  Laboratory. 

Construction  should  be  completed  about  mid-1953 
on  the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic  Building.  The  success 
of  the  fund-raising  for  the  School  of  Nursing  has 
assured  these  vitally  needed  teaching  facilities,  con- 
struction for  which  will  begin  about  August  1st.  The 
next  phase  of  construction  for  patients  will  include 
psychiatric  in-patient  facilities,  two  new  floors  for 
semi-private  patients,  and  the  renovation  of  the  present 
semi-private  accommodations.

iri  s in  the  last  few  years,  the  great  concern  to 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital  is  financial.  Total  oper- 
ating income  in  1953  was  $3,171,303  as  com- 
pared with  $3,016,171  in  1952,  an  increase  of 
$155,132  in  income,  but  operating  expenses  in 

1953  were  $3,728,701  as  against  $3,343,105  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  $385,596  in  ex- 
penses. The  operating  loss  in  1953  was  $557,399 
as  against  $326,933  in  1952.  The  budget  for 

1954  indicates  an  operating  loss  of  $590,000. 
These  figures  show  the  difficult  situation  of  the 
voluntary  hospitals  in  New  York  City.  It  is  large- 
ly accountable  to  the  increase  of  free  or  below 
cost  new  services  given  to  the  public,  to  the  more 
expensive  new  drugs,  and  to  the  general  increase 
in  wages. 

This  is  a problem  not  easy  of  solution.  Hospi- 
tal charges  to  private  patients  cannot  fairly  be 
much  increased.  Psychiatric  and  social  services 
are  now  considered  a regular  part  of  medical 
care  and  bring  in  no  income.  New  antibiotics  and 
new  surgical  practices  have  materially  reduced 
hospital  occupancy.  Even  new  buildings,  neces- 
sary as  they  are  to  a hospital,  may  not  improve 
its  financial  position.  For  example,  moving  the 
ambulatory  clinic  from  the  old  building  to  the 
modern  Tower  Memorial  Building  will,  it  is 
estimated,  increase  the  operating  loss  to  The 
Roosevelt  Hospital  by  $25,000  a year,  largely 
for  additional  heating,  elevator  service,  etc.  What 
the  Hospital  must  do  is  operate  at  a lower  cost  or 
lessen  its  free  services.  Unless  means  are  found 


to  bring  the  budget  more  nearly  in  balance,  a hos- 
pital without  a large  endowment  fund  or  financial 
support  from  the  public  for  maintenance  cannot 
long  continue. 

In  1953  our  operating  loss  was  met  by  $119,- 
000  income  from  endowment  and  trust  funds 
(total  funds  $2,011,000),  by  $126,000  grants 
from  United  Hospital  Fund  and  Greater  New 
York  Fund,  by  $118,000  net  contributions  for 
maintenance  from  the  public,  and  by  $299,000 
of  unrestricted  legacies  and  bequests.  So  that 
after  providing  for  new  equipment  purchased 
and  transfer  to  other  funds  we  closed  the  year 
with  an  increase  in  our  general  fund  of  $81,000. 
Had  we  not  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  re- 
ceived the  legacies,  we  would  have  had  to  draw 
upon  working  capital  to  the  extent  of  $218,000, 
thus  bringing  it  to  a dangerously  low  figure. 
Sound  business  policy  does  not  permit  reliance 
upon  casual  legacies  to  arrive  at  just  the  appro- 
priate time  to  maintain  solvency. 

Weare  hopeful  that  in  1954  we  can  materially 
cut  operating  expenses  by  appropriate  economies 
without  curtailing  the  services  of  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  to  humanity  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
crease income  by  a greater  use  of  existing  facili- 
ties, in  higher  occupancy  of  rooms  and  in  fuller 
diagnostic  and  laboratory  services.  If  so,  we 
might  break  even  on  the  year  with  fair  return 
of  contributions  by  the  friends  of  Roosevelt  for 
our  maintenance  fund.  This  is  essential  to  the 
continued  life  of  the  Hospital. 
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Five  floors  of  the  Tower  Memorial  Clinic 
Building  were  opened  on  August  24,  1953,  as  a 
clinic  for  ambulatory  patients.  The  additional 
facilities  available  to  the  public  have  not  only 
greatly  improved  the  medical  aid  but  have  in- 
creased the  number  of  out-patients  treated. 

The  remaining  four  floors  in  the  building, 
which  have  been  constructed  but  as  yet  are  not 
completed,  are  now  under  contract  for  finishing 
and  should  be  done  by  next  fall.  These  floors  are 
for  the  two  psychiatric  wards,  one  for  adults  and 
for  children,  and  two  floors  are  for  48  additional 
semi-private  beds.  The  major  changes  proposed 
to  the  diagnostic  fifth  floor  of  the  Ward  Building 
have  been  postponed  for  the  present. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  the  Nurses’ 
School  and  two  dormitory  floors  are  in  the  hands 
of  architects  and  should  go  out  for  bids  this 
spring.  For  this  new  building  we  extend  our 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Donald  F.  Bush,  to  whom  its  con- 
ception is  due  and  to  the  Volunteer  Committee 
which  has  so  ably  helped  with  the  Ball  of  the 
Roses.  The  first  floor  of  the  new  building  has 
been  dedicated  to  Miss  Evelyn  G.  Fraser  who  has 
been  associated  with  the  School  of  Nursing  since 


1924  and  Director  of  the  School  for  the  past 
seven  years. 

The  Society  for  the  Facially  Disfigured  is  not 
yet  in  a position  to  determine  whether  it  will  re- 
quest us,  at  its  expense,  to  erect  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  floors  on  the  Tower  Memorial  Building 
for  the  use  of  patients  requiring  treatment  of 
facial  and  hand  injuries,  as  a division  of  the 
Surgical  Service  of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  Society’s  campaign  for 
moneys  will  be  successful,  for  the  service  would 
meet  a great  need. 

Dr.  Madison  B.  Brown  resigned  as  Executive 
Vice  President  and  Medical  Director  on  Novem- 
ber 1st  to  take  a position  in  Hahnemann  Medical 
College  and  Hospital  in  Philadelphia  and  The 
Roosevelt  Hospital  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
appoint  Peter  B.  Terenzio  to  succeed  him.  Mr. 
Terenzio  was  at  the  time  Director  of  Greenville 
General  Hospital  at  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 
He  was  a former  Assistant  Director  at  The  Roose- 
velt Hospital,  knew  the  conditions  and  problems 
here  and  was  universally  respected  by  our 
personnel.

Community  care,  at  less  than  cost,  creates  . 
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UNITED  HOSPITAL 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT 


I 

n 1953,  another  step  in  The  Roosevelt  Hospi- 
tal’s effort  to  increase  service  to  the  community 
was  accomplished  when  five  floors  of  clinic  facil- 
ities were  opened  in  the  new  Tower  Memorial 
Building  in  August.  Having  returned  to  The 
Roosevelt  Hospital  in  November,  it  was  not  my 
privilege  to  be  an  active  participant  in  this  im- 
portant work.  It  took  only  a brief  time,  however, 
to  learn  how  much  went  into  this  effort.  The  co- 
operation of  what  we  like  to  call  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  family  — Trustees,  Volunteers,  Medical 
Staff,  Nursing  Staff  and  Personnel  — made  this 
accomplishment  possible. 

Moving  the  Hospital’s  Out-Patient  Service 
from  its  location  in  the  basement  of  the  Old  Ad- 
ministration Building  affected  virtually  every  de- 
partment of  the  Hospital,  directly  or  indirectly. 
It  was  a move  which  had  to  be  made  without 
interruption  to  patient  care  and  the  other  services 
required  in  the  daily  operation  of  the  institution. 

Two  departments  of  the  Hospital  also  moved 
into  the  new  Tower  Building:  the  Personnel 
Department,  now  more  centrally  located  in  the 
basement  of  Tower,  and  the  Medical  Records  De- 
partment, now  on  the  first  floor.  As  a result  of  the 
decision  to  adopt  the  more  practical  and  efficient 
unit  system,  the  Medical  Records  Department, 
following  the  transference  of  80,000  medical  rec- 
ords, began  the  formidable  task  of  combining  in- 
patient and  out-patient  records  onto  single  charts. 

In  order  to  effect  more  comprehensive  patient 
care,  all  clinics  have  been  furnished  with  new 


equipment  and  have  been  provided  a larger  area 
in  which  to  function.  An  excellent  example  is  the 
Department  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabili- 
tation, whose  more  ample  quarters  on  the  fifth 
floor  of  Tower,  have  permitted  the  installation  of 
such  additional  facilities  as  a gymnasium,  exer- 
cise pool,  and  looms  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
those  patients  who  have  suffered  from  accidents 
or  diseases  resulting  in  physical  disability. 

SERVICE 

While  the  opening  of  Tower  was  the  major 
accomplishment  of  1953,  daily  hospital  opera- 
tions continued.  The  ambulance  answered  9,205 
calls  and  41,802  people  were  treated  in  the  Emer- 
gency Department  while  9,038  patients  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital. 

A total  of  116,990  days  was  devoted  to  pa- 
tient care  in  1953  as  compared  with  117,940  in 
1952,  and  the  occupancy  rate,  which  averaged 
79.9%  in  1953  was  79.7%  in  1952.  The  average 
stay  of  patients  in  1953  was  12.9  days,  a slight 
increase  over  the  12-day  average  in  1952. 

EDUCATION 

Teaching  is  recognized  at  The  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital as  the  basic  stimulus  to  the  advancement  of 
medical  and  hospital  service.  For  this  reason 
the  Hospital  maintains  The  Roosevelt.  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  conducts  an  extensive 
training  program  for  interns  and  residents. 

Through  the  affiliation  with  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, fourth-year  medical  students  at  the  Col- 
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lege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  annually  spend 
a period  of  two  months  at  the  Hospital  as  part  of 
their  clinical  training  in  medicine  and  surgery. 
In  addition  special  students  were  provided  clini- 
cal experience  in  the  laboratories,  in  anesthesia 
and  in  administration.  In  conjunction  with  the 
Institute  of  Applied  Arts  and  Sciences  in  Brook- 
lyn four  medical  secretary  trainees  perform  sec- 
retarial duties  in  the  Hospital’s  operating  room 
as  part  of  their  two-year  course. 

For  the  second  year,  the  Department  of  Nurs- 
ing Education  at  Teachers  College  of  Columbia 
University  requested  that  graduate  students  in 
Nursing  Administration  be  permitted  to  gain 
field  experience  at  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  Also, 
one  student  from  New  York  University’s  School 
of  Administration  and  Social  Service  and  two 
from  the  New  York  School  for  Social  Work  of 
Columbia  University  are  training  for  their  future 
careers  by  working  three  days  per  week  under 
careful  supervision  of  the  staff  of  the  Social 
Service  Department. 

RESEARCH  AND  SURVEYS 

In  1953  the  Henry  W.  Cave  Foundation  for 
Clinical  Research  was  established  to  provide  as- 
sistance to  the  medical  staff  in  the  preparation  of 
statistics  and  surgical  monographs  with  a mem- 
ber of  the  Medical  Records  Department  acting  as 
coordinator  of  biostatistics. 

Two  staff  members  of  the  Social  Service  De- 
partment conducted  a survey  of  neighborhood 
nursery  schools  and  settlement  houses  to  provide 
assistance  to  physicians  and  social  workers  re- 
quiring such  information. 

High  turnover  of  personnel  is  a basic  problem 
in  most  hospitals  today.  In  order  to  reduce  the 
turnover,  the  Personnel  Department  began  a sur- 
vey to  determine  what  factors  in  the  job  situations 
are  responsible  for  this  high  rate.  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  turnover  figure  of  66%%,  though  high, 
is  lower  than  in  1952  and  below  that  of  many 
other  hospitals  in  New  York  City. 


PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Dr.  Madison  B.  Brown,  for  four  years  Execu- 
tive Vice  President  and  Medical  Director  of  the 
Hospital,  resigned  in  November  to  assume  direc- 
torship of  the  Hahnemann  Medical  College  and 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Raymond  W.  Brooke,  Associate  Director,  re- 
signed in  November  to  take  over  the  duties  of 
Director  of  Wyckoff  Heights  Hospital  in  Brook- 
lyn. Miss  Selma  Liebman,  Chief  Dietitian,  was 
recalled  to  active  service  with  the  United  States 
Army  in  May.  Miss  Edythe  Alexander  resigned 
as  Associate  Director  of  In-Service  Training  for 
Nursing  Service  in  December  to  prepare  a new 
edition  of  her  book  on  operating  room  procedure. 

Mr.  John  Nicklas  joined  the  administrative 
staff  as  Assistant  Director  in  December  and  Miss 
Patricia  McCauley  took  over  the  duties  of  Chief 
Dietitian  in  May. 

IN  SUMMARY 

Though  all  departments  of  the  Hospital  have 
not  been  mentioned  specifically  in  this  report,  it 
must  be  understood  that  The  Roosevelt  Hospital 
could  not  function  properly  without  the  assistance 
and  cooperation  of  every  one  of  its  employees. 
Therefore,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  personal  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  all,  especially  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
various  economy  measures  we  have  tried  to  effect 
because  of  the  Hospital’s  financial  position. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  me  that  so 
many  of  the  personnel  and  the  medical  staff  have 
come  forth  with  ideas  and  suggestions  regarding 
improvement  and  economies  in  the  operation  of 
the  Hospital  at  a time  when  provision  of  addi- 
tional service  to  the  community  has  resulted  in 
an  increased  annual  deficit.  Their  efforts  exem- 
plify so  well  the  spirit  and  tradition  which  dis- 
tinguish this  institution.

s happens  periodically  in  every  institution, 
1953  was  a year  of  changes  at  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital. 

Doctors  Amendola,  Patterson  and  Thompson 
assumed  their  responsibilities  as  Chiefs  of  Sur- 
gery at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  at  the  same 
time,  Doctor  Antenucci  became  Chief  of  the  Sec- 
ond Medical  Service.  With  these  promotions, 
Doctors  Henry  W.  Cave  and  Howard  F.  Shattuck 
were  appointed  Visiting  Consultants  in  Surgery 
and  Medicine  respectively  and  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  our  appreciation  for  their  years 
of  untiring  effort  for  the  Hospital  and  the  Medi- 
cal Board.  We  are  happy  to  note  that  their  interest 
has  not  abated  with  their  new  appointments. 

A donation  of  $47,000.00  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Henry  W.  Cave  Fund  for  Clinical 
Research.  The  existence  of  this  fund  led  the 
Medical  Board  to  study  the  future  role  of  re- 
search at  the  Hospital  and  to  undertake  the  plan- 
ning of  a long-range  program. 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Ac- 
creditation following  its  inspection  of  our  train- 
ing methods  and  facilities,  indicated  that  the 
Commission  felt  that  training  programs  of  all 
services  were  on  a high  level. 

The  opening  of  the  Out-Patient  and  Record 
Room  portions  of  the  Tower  Memorial  Building 
marked  a change  of  great  interest  to  all  present 
and  past  members  of  the  Medical  Staff.  The  move 
to  the  new  facilities  and  the  adoption  of  the  unit 
record  system  after  years  of  effort  have  resulted 


in  a closer  integration  of  the  Out-  and  In-Patient 
Departments. 

The  Graduate  Fortnight  sponsored  by  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  was  held  in  October  as 
usual  and  again  the  Staff  contributed  an  after- 
noon program  at  the  Hospital. 

On  November  1st,  Mr.  Peter  B.  Terenzio,  who 
had  formerly  been  an  Assistant  Director  returned 
to  replace  Doctor  Madison  B.  Brown  as  Director 
of  the  Hospital.  The  energy  and  spirit  of  coop- 
eration which  he  brought  to  this  formidable  task 
was  quickly  felt  by  the  Medical  Staff. 

With  the  completion  of  two  years  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Board,  one  cannot  but  appre- 
ciate the  great  amount  of  time  and  effort  freely 
contributed  by  members  of  the  Board  toward  the 
betterment  of  the  Hospital.  I wish  to  express  here 
my  thanks  for  this  effort  and  for  the  aid  and  ad- 
vice I personally  have  received  during  my  tenure 
of  office.  On  behalf  of  the  Medical  Board,  I wish 
also  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  its  help 
and  understanding  while  meeting  the  difficult 
problems  associated  with  maintaining  and  im- 
proving the  Hospital.

he  Volunteer  Committee  continued  to  grow 
and  increase  their  activities  for  1953. 

Most  important  of  their  new  functions  has 
been  the  Fund  Raising  Committee  which  was 
established  as  a permanent  sub-committee.  The 
Ball  of  Roses,  which  is  to  be  a yearly  event  for 
this  Committee,  netted  $21,000.79  for  the  Nurses’ 
Building  Fund.  The  Volunteer  Shop  receipts 
totaling  $1,000,  and  $500  from  Diversional 
Therapy  sales  were  also  given  to  the  Nurses’ 
Building  Fund. 

The  Committee  piloted  a Speech  Therapy 


program  and  made  their  annual  contribution  of 
$1200  from  Rummage  sales  to  Social  Service, 
plus  $120  for  Play  Therapy,  besides  writing  their 
yearly  appeal  letters  for  the  United  Hospital 
Fund,  which  resulted  in  $8,918.00  for  the  Hos- 
pital. 

The  Volunteer  Department  with  278  Volun- 
teers gave  25,435  hours  of  service,  with  the 
Nurses’  Aides  leading  the  groups  in  hours.  Many 
additional  hours  not  included  were  given  to  Fund 
Raising.

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haritable  hospitals  such  as  The  Roosevelt  Hospital 
are  known  in  the  United  States  as  “voluntary”  hospitals. 
The  Oxford  Dictionary  defines  “voluntary,”  when 
applied  to  an  institution,  as  “maintained  and  supported 
solely  or  largely  by  free-will  offerings  or  contributions 
and  free  from  state  interference  or  control.”  This  is 
the  dictionary  definition  of  “voluntary.”  The  term  has 
much  greater  meaning  to  all  of  us.  It  is  through  free-will 
offerings  that  we  are  able  to  help  the  sick.  The  Greater 
New  York  Fund,  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  as  well  as 
friends  of  the  Hospital  who  contribute  to  our  main- 
tenance or  who  give  or  leave  us  money,  all  have  helped 
to  build  and  maintain  The  Roosevelt  Hospital. 

Indeed,  Volunteers  are  the  true  moving  spirit  of  any 
charitable  institution.  First  are  the  skilled  and  devoted 
doctors  of  the  medical  staff  who  both  render  medical 
care  to  indigent  patients  and  train  the  young  doctors 
who  will  succeed  them.  Another  group  is  the  loyal  and 
devoted  women  who  are  so  properly  called  “Volunteers.” 
Finally,  there  are  theTrustees  who  give  of  their  time  and 
experience  to  the  supervision  of  the  finances  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Hospital.  Only  as  long  as  we  receive  financial 
support  in  the  form  of  free-will  offerings  from  philan- 
thropic sources  and  moral  support  in  the  form  of  volun- 
tary personal  service  will  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  be 
able  to  maintain  its  fine  tradition  of  community  service. 

The  basic  problem  of  an  institution  not  largely  en- 
dowed is  income.  Few  of  the  services  we  offer  pay 
their  way;  in  fact  during  the  past  ten  years,  every  build- 
ing we  have  constructed  has  meant  not  additional  net 
income  but  greater  operating  loss.  Without  these  new 
buildings,  however,  our  facilities  would  be  inadequate 
and  our  full  duty  would  not  be  done.  Our  major  task 
today  is  to  pay  for  their  use. 


The  two  floors  already  constructed  in  the  Tower 
Building  for  adult  and  child  psychiatric  care  are  con- 
spicuous examples  of  the  fiscal  problems  that  face  us. 
While  the  funds  to  construct  the  children’s  floor  and 
half  of  the  adult  floor  were  given  us,  adequate  money 
was  not  provided  for  operating  these  floors.  We  can  see 
at  this  time  no  other  income  except  that  which  the  City 
and  State  may  give  us.  The  State  of  New  York  has  pro- 
vided by  law  to  match,  dollar  for  dollar,  what  the  City 
of  New  York  will  give  for  psychiatric  care,  but  the  City 
will  probably  not  determine  its  share  for  several 
months.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  to  the  Hospital  for 
operating  these  two  floors  will  be  $185,000  a year.  Until 
we  know  when  payment  will  begin,  how  much  it  will  be, 
and  how  long  it  will  last,  we  cannot  afford  to  open 
these  floors. 

The  results  for  the  year  1954  have  been  reasonably 
satisfactory.  Our  operating  loss  was  $477,924,  $111,935 
less  than  budgeted,  due  to  an  increase  in  income  result- 
ing from  higher  occupancy  which  was  achieved  largely 
through  the  cooperation  of  our  Medical  Staff.

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Because  the  operating  loss  in  1954  was  larger  than 
the  net  supplemental  income,  there  was  a net  loss  to  the 
General  Fund  of  $42,245.  In  contrast  there  was  a net 
gain  of  $81,614  in  1953,  for  which  one  large  bequest 
received  in  that  year  was  responsible. 

The  estimates  for  1955  indicate  a further  reduction 
in  our  General  Fund,  which  is  the  working  capital  ac- 
count by  which  the  Hospital’s  operations  are  maintained. 
The  scarcity  of  nurses  will  reduce  the  use  of  semi-private 
rooms,  resulting  in  less  income.  Since  some  pledges  will 
not  be  payable  until  after  the  end  of  1955  and  the  con- 
tributions may  not  equal  the  cost  of  the  new  School  of 
Nursing  Building,  the  difference  will  have  to  be  taken 
out  of  working  capital.  The  budget  indicates  an  operat- 
ing loss  of  $470,000  in  1955  as  against  $477,900  in 
1954,  and  a reduction  in  our  working  capital  of 
$301,000,  bringing  this  amount  down  to  a critically  low 
point.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  Hospital  will  receive  addi- 
tional gifts  or  legacies  which  will  improve  its  financial 
position. 

As  in  past  years,  members  of  the  Hospital’s  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Volunteer  Committee  participated  in  the 
annual  campaign  to  help  raise  funds  for  the  United 
Hospital  Fund.  This  year,  the  Men’s  Team  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Bayard  Dominick,  II,  and  the 
Women’s  Team  headed  by  Mrs.  John  N.  Irwin,  II,  did 
a most  competent  job  and  raised  a total  of  $96,108. 


It  is  usually  considered  a difficult  task  to  develop 
community  feeling  in  a city  of  the  size  of  ours.  Yet  in 
1954  $183,290  was  raised  for  the  hospital,  of  which 
$86,714  was  obtained  during  the  Commerce  and  In- 
dustry drive  conducted  in  March  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Hugh  Bullock. 

The  continuing  loyalty  of  those  living  and  working 
in  the  area  proves  to  us  that,  even  in  our  great  city,  there 
can  and  does  exist  a fine  community  spirit.  The  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  I do  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge this  financial  assistance  and  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  all  those  who  continue  their  support  of 
the  Hospital. 

We  have  felt,  as  have  all  hospitals,  the  impact  of  the 
continuous  increase  in  costs  of  new  drugs  and  special 
diagnostic  tests  brought  about  by  the  changing  world  of 
medicine.  I have  every  confidence,  however,  that  the 
Medical  Staff,  the  Volunteers,  the  Trustees,  and  the 
Personnel  who  staff  the  Hospital  will  as  a team,  succeed 
in  maintaining  the  standard  of  medical  care  that  has 
distinguished  this  hospital  since  its  founding  84

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t would  be  difficult  to  label  any  one  event  or  accomp- 
lishment as  the  outstanding  one  of  1954.  The  serious 
nursing  situation  facing  the  nation  at  the  present  time 
perhaps  could  account  for  the  sense  of  achievement  felt 
by  all  of  us  when  construction  of  the  Hospital’s  new 
School  of  Nursing  Building  was  begun  in  October.  To- 
day, as  we  all  know,  demand  for  qualified  graduate 
nurses  is  greater  than  it  ever  has  been  in  the  entire  his- 
tory of  the  nursing  profession  and  continues  to  grow. 
By  enlarging  and  remodeling  the  School  of  Nursing,  we 
believe  we  are  meeting  our  share  of  the  responsibility 
in  helping  to  alleviate  this  problem. 

Though  of  moderate  size,  The  Roosevelt  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  has  had  a distinguished  record  of 
service  since  its  founding  in  1896  and  is  ranked  by  lead- 
ing nurse  associations  among  the  top  25  per  cent  in  the 
United  States.  The  new  four-story  building  will  make  it 
possible  to  increase  the  School’s  maximum  enrollment 
to  a total  of  105  students.  It  is  with  considerable  eager- 
ness. therefore,  that  we  look  forward  to  the  completion 
of  this  building,  which  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  September  1955. 

ADDITIONAL  SEMI-PRIVATE  FACILITIES 

The  increasing  number  of  people  carrying  hospitali- 
zation insurance  has  augmented  the  demand  for  semi- 
private accommodations  in  recent  years.  To  meet  this 
need,  twenty-four  two-hed  semi-private  units  have  been 
constructed  on  the  sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  Tower 
Memorial  Building. 

Furnished  with  modern  furniture,  these  floors  will 
be  decorated  in  varying  color  schemes.  Installation  of 
inter-communication  systems  between  the  patients’ 
rooms  and  the  nursing  stations  will  result  in  improved 


service  and  greater  convenience  for  the  patient  and  will 
he  timesaving  for  nurses. 

NEW  PSYCHIATRIC  FACILITIES 

Construction  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  floors  of  the 
Tower  Memorial  Building,  providing  facilities  for  psy- 
chiatric in-patients  (children  and  adults),  was  complet- 
ed in  1954. 

These  new  facilities  will  meet  the  needs  demon- 
strated by  the  pilot  program  in  psychiatry,  which  has 
been  operating  at  the  Hospital  since  1949  in  conjunction 
with  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene. 
The  purpose  of  the  pilot  program  is  to  decrease  the 
potential  State  mental  institution  population  by  giving 
early  treatment  to  psychiatric  patients.  At  the  present 
time,  this  program  is  functioning  chiefly  on  a clinic  basis 
with  only  ten  beds  available  for  both  children  and 
adults.  The  new  children’s  floor  will  provide  facilities 
for  thirteen  in-patients  while  the  adult  floor  will  accom- 
modate sixteen  patients. 

Census  figures  indicate  that  there  are  approximately 
42,660  families  and  more  than  16,000  children  in  The 
Roosevelt  Hospital  area.  The  National  Association  for 
Mental  Health  estimates  that  one  child  out  of  every 
twelve  will  go  to  a mental  hospital  sometime  in  his  life; 
that  nine  million  Americans  suffer  from  some  form  of 
mental  or  emotional  disorder  and  that  a quarter  of  a 
million  people  will  be  newly  admitted  to  mental  hospi- 
tals this  year.  In  view  of  this  overwhelming  need  for 
psychiatric  care,  we  believe  the  opening  of  these  two 
floors  is  of  great  importance  to  the  community. 

MEDICAL  ARTIST 

During  the  year,  several  new  medical  services  were 
instituted.  In  June,  Miss  Edith  M.  Baker  was  appointed 
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to  the  staff  as  Medical  Artist.  Equipment  for  the  medi- 
cal art  work  was  partially  financed  by  the  Dr.  Henry 
W.  Cave  Surgical  Research  Fund,  which  also  is  con- 
tributing to  the  maintenance  of  this  new  division. 
Among  other  services,  the  artist  assists  the  medical 
staff  by  preparing  illustrations  to  accompany  papers, 
photographing  X-rays  for  lantern  slides  and  taking 
pictures  of  surgical  procedures  in  the  operating  rooms. 
Her  work  is  important  to  the  Hospital’s  training  pro- 
gram for  interns  and  residents,  since  she  can  provide  the 
instructor  with  step-by-step  illustrations  of  medical 
techniques  to  supplement  the  literature  through  which 
much  of  medicine  is  taught. 

DEPARTMENT  OF 
ELECTROENCEPHALOGRAPHY 

A Department  of  Electroencephalography,  under  the 
Directorship  of  Dr.  Bernard  L.  Pacella,  was  established 
at  the  Hospital  in  October.  Funds  secured  by  Dr.  Arthur 
J.  Antenucci  made  possible  the  purchase  of  the  equip- 
ment for  this  department  and  are  helping  to  support  it 
on  a maintenance  basis.  Miss  Alberta  Domalakes.  form- 
erly with  the  New  York  University-Bellevue  Medical 
Center  in  New  York  City,  was  appointed  Chief  Electro- 
encephalography Technician  and  is  serving  on  a full- 
time basis. 

The  electroencephalograph,  which  is  a diagnostic 
instrument  used  in  psychiatric,  neurological,  neuro- 
surgical and  general  medical  work,  records  brain  waves 
and  is  an  important  aid  in  determining  pathology  of  the 
brain.  It  is  believed  that  the  establishment  of  this  depart- 
ment will  assist  in  keeping  the  practice  of  medicine  at 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital  on  a level  with  the  best  in  the 
city  and  will  permit  the  Hospital  to  continue  to  offer  the 
optimum  in  patient  care. 

RADIOISOTOPE  LABORATORY 

In  October,  a small  Radioisotope  Laboratory,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Albert  A.  Dunn,  Jr.,  was  established 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  thyroid  function  by 
means  of  radioactive  iodine  uptake  studies.  Testing  by 
this  method  is  timesaving,  and  an  accurate  reading  may 
be  obtained  without  the  usual  requirement  of  complete 
relaxation  of  the  patient.  From  the  time  the  Laboratory 
was  established  to  the  year  end,  64  patients  were  ex- 
amined by  this  method. 

VOLUNTEER  SHOP 

The  modernization  and  enlargement  of  the  Volunteer 
Shop  was  started  and  completed  this  year.  Originally 
opened  in  1934  for  the  convenience  of  patients  and 
visitors,  the  Shop  now  is  patronized  by  the  staff  and 
personnel  of  the  Hospital  as  well.  The  Shop  is  managed 
by  Miss  Christine  Kutka  and  staffed  by  volunteers  who 


select  as  well  as  help  to  sell  merchandise  of  great  variety. 
Proceeds  of  the  Shop  are  used  to  benefit  the  Hospital. 

DIAL  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM 

The  installation  of  a dial  telephone  system  on  a 
hospitalwide  basis  was  effected  in  1954.  The  new  switch- 
board and  the  necessary  equipment  were  installed  in  the 
basement  of  the  present  Nurses’  Residence  where  a new 
telephone  room  was  built  to  house  them.  Adjoining  the 
switchboard  a room  has  been  furnished  and  equipped 
as  a lounge  for  the  operators.  The  four-position  board 
is  equipped  to  accommodate  612  extensions  and  57 
central  trunks  or  tie-lines.  Engineered  for  a capacity  of 
1200  extensions  and  240  trunks  or  tie-lines,  this  equip- 
ment should  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  future 
building.  Miss  Edythe  M.  Ware,  Chief  Operator,  by  her 
own  efforts  raised  $5,195  which  was  used  to  furnish  the 
lounge  and  install  the  equipment  of  the  telephone  room. 
Prior  to  her  34  years’  service  with  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital,  Miss  Ware  had  had  20  years’  service  with  the 
Telephone  Company.  The  Hospital’s  Board  of  Trustees 
passed  a resolution  dedicating  the  new  telephone  room 
to  Miss  Ware  in  March.  A plaque,  which  was  placed  in 
the  room,  reads:  “This  room  is  dedicated  to  Miss  Edythe 
Ware,  Chief  Telephone  Operator  with  the  longest  serv- 
ice in  the  U.  S.  and  a true  friend  of  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  . . .” 

SERVICES  RENDERED 

In  1954,  9,084  ambulance  calls  were  answered 
which,  as  in  1953,  were  in  excess  of  24  calls  per  day. 
Though  the  number  of  clinic  visits  decreased  from 
107,111  in  1953  to  106,003  in  1954,  the  number  of  out- 
patients increased  from  16,081  to  16,687.  The  total 
number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Emergency  Room  in 
1954  was  42,905  which  is  an  increase  over  the  total  of 
41,802  in  1953. 

There  were  9,598  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
in  1954,  an  increase  of  nearly  550  over  1953.  A total  of 
123,528  days  of  patient  care  was  recorded  in  1954 
compared  with  116,990  in  1953.  The  average  patient 
stay  remained  at  the  12.9-day  average  of  1953.  The 
occupancy  rate,  which  averaged  79.9%  in  1953,  reached 
a high  of  84.5%  in  1954.  The  average  occupancy  rate  of 
all  voluntary  general  hospitals  in  Manhattan  for  1954 
was  77%. 

When  the  occupancy  rate  stays  high  steadily  for  any 
length  of  time,  as  it  did  several  times  in  1954,  a situation 
is  created  which  is  a challenge  to  the  entire  staff  of  the 
Hospital  since  it  means  all  services  are  operating  at  peak 
level.  To  maintain  patient  care  and  personalized  service 
in  the  established  tradition  of  this  institution  under  these 
circumstances  requires  the  cooperation  and  teamwork 
of  all  Hospital  personnel  whether  or  not  they  are 
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concerned  directly  with  patient  care.  Only  as  one 
department  cooperates  and  works  with  another,  and  one 
individual  with  another,  can  the  quality  of  service 
remain  high.  In  1954,  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  was  put 
to  the  test.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  personnel  of  the 
Hospital  has  proved  not  only  willing  but  capable  of 
meeting  this  challenge.  Pointing  up  the  need  for  coop- 
eration and  teamwork  is  the  chart  below  which  shows 
the  magnitude  of  the  Hospital’s  services  provided 
in  1954:

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Ward  was  appointed  Administrative 
Assistant  in  Charge  of  Out-Patient  Services  in  April 
replacing  Miss  Eleanor  Peterson  who  resigned  to  accept 
the  position  of  Assistant  Director  of  the  Wyckoff 
Heights  Hospital  in  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Ward  was  promoted 
to  the  post  of  Assistant  Director  of  the  Hospital  in  June 
when  Mr.  John  Danielson  resigned  to  take  over  the 
duties  of  Director  of  the  North  Shore  Hospital  in 
Manhasset. 

Mr.  Alvin  J.  Conway  was  appointed  Administrative 
Assistant  in  Charge  of  Out-Patient  Services  in  May,  fill- 
ing the  post  vacated  by  Mr.  Ward  upon  his  promotion 
to  the  Assistant  Directorship. 


Miss  Adelma  E.  Mooth  was  appointed  Director  of 
Nursing  Service  and  the  School  of  Nursing  in  Septem- 
ber following  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  Fraser 
Stevens  who  had  served  the  Hospital  for  thirty  years. 

Mrs.  Eileen  Scott  was  appointed  Assistant  Director 
of  Nursing  Education  in  November  replacing  Miss 
Isabelle  M.  Muller,  who  resigned  to  accept  the  position 
of  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  the  School  of 
Nursing  of  East  Orange  General  Hospital  in  New  Jersey. 

Miss  Earthel  E.  Anderson  joined  the  staff  as  Student 
Advisor  in  February  replacing  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth 
Weichert.  The  title  of  this  position  was  later  changed 
to  Assistant  Director  in  Charge  of  Residence,  Counsel- 
ing and  Student  Life. 

Miss  Mary  Phillips  was  appointed  to  the  staff  as 
Librarian  of  the  School  of  Nursing  in  November. 

A new  post  was  created  when  Miss  Muriel  Walton 
joined  the  Nursing  Staff  as  Supervisor  of  Equipment  in 
September. 

Miss  Mae  C.  Egan  was  appointed  Medical  Records 
Librarian  when  Miss  Margaret  Jones  resigned  this  post 
in  October  to  accept  a position  with  the  Buffalo  Chil- 
dren’s Hospital.

Fulfillment  of  these  direct  responsibilities  by  the  Administrative  and  Medical  Staffs  assures 
the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  Hospital  has  properly  discharged  its 
responsibility  to  the  Community. 


he  new  officers  of  the  Medical  Board,  who  were 
elected  December  10,  1953,  found  1954  a year  filled  with 
planning  and  organizing  activities. 

ETHICS 

One  of  the  first  accomplishments  of  the  year  was  the 
adoption  of  a code  of  ethics  to  act  as  a guide  in  the  pre- 
paration of  materials  concerning  medical  affairs  and 
Medical  Staff  members  for  the  press,  radio  and  tele- 
vision. 

The  code,  which  was  developed  by  the  New  York 
Academy  of  Medicine,  is  the  inevitable  concommittant 
of  the  scientific  and  professional  advances  that  have  oc- 
curred in  medicine  in  recent  decades.  As  the  field  of 
medical  knowledge  has  expanded,  and  as  our  population 
has  become  more  educated  and  hence  more  concerned 
about  health  problems,  medicine  has  received  progres- 
sively more  attention  from  all  communication  media. 

In  consequence,  the  dissemination  of  medical  in- 
formation has  developed  a new  importance  both  to  in- 
dividual members  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  to  the  Hos- 
pital as  an  organization.  It  was  in  order  to  insure  that 
both  the  communication  media  and  the  public  are  pro- 
vided factually  accurate  and  ethically  correct  informa- 
tion that  the  Publications  Committee  was  formed.  The 
committee  was  assigned  the  responsibility  of  reviewing 
all  articles  and  scripts  pertaining  to  members  of  the 
Medical  Staff  and  their  activities. 

TEACHING 

The  need  for  and  character  of  educational  programs 
in  hospitals  vary  with  the  type,  size,  ownership,  location, 
and  affiliations  of  the  hospitals.  This  fact  is  well  recog- 
nized by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation,  which 


is  a voluntary  body  formed  by  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons,  the  American  Hospital  Association,  and  the 
American  Medical  Association  to  assure  that  the  hospi- 
tal care  provided  the  American  people  remains  the  finest 
in  the  world. 

In  1953  the  Commission  made  two  recommendations 
relative  to  teaching  in  the  Hospital  which  required  Medi- 
cal Board  action.  These  were  the  introduction  of  General 
Staff  Conferences  and  the  formation  of  the  Tissue 
Committee. 

The  General  Staff  Conference  is  one  in  which  medical 
subjects  of  current  interest  are  discussed.  Because 
clinical  teaching  in  each  of  the  specialties  of  medicine 
is  richly  enhanced  through  cross-pollination  of  thinking 
and  developments  in  the  other  specialties,  the  Medical 
Board  unanimously  approved  the  inauguration  of  Gen- 
eral Staff  Conferences.  Similarly,  the  Board  approved 
the  formulation  of  a new  Tissue  Committee  whose  func- 
tion is  to  review  all  preoperative  surgical  diagnoses  in 
light  of  the  postoperative  pathological  findings.  The 
successful  functioning  of  this  Committee,  I am  confident, 
will  prove  to  be  a truly  valuable  teaching  asset. 

Both  of  the  above  recommendations  are  supple- 
mental to  the  general  educational  program  which  has 
continued  to  expand  under  the  effective  guidance  of 
Dr.  Arthur  J.  Antenucci,  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Edu- 
cation Committee.  The  year  1954  witnessed  the  appoint- 
ments of  Dr.  James  Ducey  and  Dr.  Walter  A.  Wichern, 
Jr.,  who  succeeded  Dr.  Leo  B.  Halleran  and  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Stewart,  as  coordinators  of  the  formal  educational 
programs  in  Internal  Medicine  and  General  Surgery. 
The  educational  programs  consist  of  weekly  conferences 
conducted  by  prominent  visiting  and  Roosevelt  Hospital 
staff  doctors.  The  conferences  are  open  to  all  House 
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Staff  members  and  are  regularly  attended  by  the  clinical 
students  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Columbia  University  in  training  at  the  Hospital. 

The  presence  of  the  Pathologist  is  of  fundamental 
importance  to  medical  care,  professional  standards  and 
teaching  activities  in  the  teaching  hospital.  This  is  clear- 
ly exhibited  in  the  weekly  Pathological  Conferences, 
conducted  by  Dr.  Walter  Wr.  Brandes,  in  which  autopsy 
findings  are  reviewed,  and  in  the  monthly  Clinical  Patho- 
logical Conferences  in  which  the  clinical  symptoms  of 
disease  are  compared  with  findings  of  the  Pathologist. 

The  Standard  Procedures  Committee  under  Dr.  Gur- 
ney Taylor,  after  months  of  work,  produced  a revised 
Standard  Procedures  Manual.  Copies  were  made  avail- 
able to  all  members  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

RESEARCH 

The  Biostatistics  Committee,  chaired  by  Dr.  Thomas 
C.  Peightal,  completed  an  extensive  study  of  the  types 
of  formal  research  programs  which  are  believed  feasible 
at  the  Hospital.  One  of  the  functions  of  the  Biostatistics 
Committee  is  the  evaluation  of  all  research  programs 
proposed  at  the  Hospital.  With  its  approval  and  encour- 
agement many  individual  clinical  and  research  studies 
were  begun  in  1954.  Among  the  most  promising  of  the 
long-range  programs  authorized  was  that  sponsored  by 
Dr.  J.  Maxwell  Chamberlain  in  animal  research  in 
cardiovascular  diseases.  Plans  to  convert  the  old  Harri- 
man  Laboratory  into  a modern  animal  research  labora- 
tory to  accommodate  the  needs  of  this  program  are  well 
under  way. 

Research,  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Robert  A. 


Cooke,  continues  to  distinguish  the  excellent  work  car- 
ried on  by  the  Institute  of  Allergy,  the  staff  of  which 
was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  Dr.  Elliott  Middleton 
as  Immunochemist. 

PLANNING 

The  Planning  Committee,  chaired  by  Dr.  Frederick 
H.  Amendola,  made  a comprehensive  study  of  the  me- 
thods by  which  the  Medical  Staff  can  and  should  be 
enlarged  to  perpetuate  the  high  standards  and  unique 
traditions  of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  Medical  Staff.  The 
Committee  also  began  the  formulation  of  plans  for  a 
new  diagnostic  and  research  building  to  provide  for  the 
growing  needs  of  the  Department  of  Laboratories  and 
the  Radiology  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  in  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff,  I would 
like  to  express  appreciation  of  the  fine  job  Mr.  Peter  B. 
Terenzio.  our  Executive  Vice  President,  has  done  during 
his  first  year  at  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  My  thanks  go  to 
Mr.  Garrard  Winston,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  every  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  who 
has  helped  to  make  this  a year  of  progress  at  The  Roose- 
velt Hospital.

The  most  productive  type  of  intellectual  stimulus  any  community  can  enjoy  is  the 
presence  of  a graduate-level  educational  program. 

In  hospitals  this  is  the  best  guarantee  of  fine  medical  care.  Those  hospitals  in  which 
graduate  programs  in  medical  education  are  conducted  are  invariably  found  in  the 
vanguard  of  medical  progress. 

The  teaching  of  the  art  and  science  of  medicine,  which  has  always  been  part  of  the 
Roosevelt  tradition,  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  its  being  an  outstanding  medical 
institution. 

While  the  majority  of  the  doctors  pursuing  advanced  education  as  members  of  the 
House  Staff  are  graduates  of  medical  schools  in  this  country,  still  so  well  and  widely 
known  is  the  Roosevelt  reputation  that  it  attracts  applicants  from  all  quarters  of  the 
world. 

Complementing  the  graduate  training  program  is  the  undergraduate  program  in 
clinical  medicine  and  clinical  surgery  for  the  conduct  of  which  the  Hospital  is  in 
affiliation  with  Columbia  University.  This  program,  through  which  passes  approxi- 
mately one-quarter  of  all  the  students  who  ultimately  graduate  from  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  is  administered  by  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Medical  Board 
of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  and  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  Columbia  University.

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he  Volunteer  Committee,  which  is  in  charge  of  all 
volunteer  activities,  consisted  of  66  members  in  1954. 
Most  of  the  members  were  active  in-service  volunteers 
and  wrote  annual  appeal  letters  for  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  which  resulted  in  $10,935  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  continued  its  contribution  of  $1200 
to  the  Social  Service  Department  and  $120  to  Play 
Therapy.  It  also  organized  the  annual  Christmas  party 
for  children  who  are  or,  at  some  time  during  the  year, 
were  patients  on  Ward  8.  One  of  the  major  activities  was 
the  second  Ball  of  Roses  which  netted  $25,151.37  for  the 
Maintenance  Fund. 

An  outstanding  improvement  of  the  year  was  the 
enlarging  and  redecorating  of  the  Volunteer  Shop.  In- 
come from  the  Shop,  complemented  by  proceeds  from 
Diversional  Therapy  sales  and  Thrift  Shop  activities, 
provides  the  funds  for  various  other  Hospital  projects. 


Many  of  the  members  served  on  other  committees  in 
allied  fields  to  share  their  knowledge  and  in  turn  learned 
the  techniques  and  skills  used  by  other  groups. 

During  the  year,  240  volunteers  gave  23,169  hours 
of  service.  They  served  on  Private  Floors  and  Wards,  in 
Clinics,  the  Blood  Bank,  Laboratories,  Occupational 
Therapy,  Volunteer  Shop,  Library,  Pediatrics  Play  Ther- 
apy, Diversional  Therapy,  and  participated  in  thrift- 
shop  and  fund-raising  activities  as  well  as  advised  on 
Interior  Decorating — all  of  these  services  both  day  and 
evening. 

My  most  sincere  thanks  to  all  volunteers  who  have 
helped  to  make  this  another  successful  year.

report  off  THE  PRESIDENT 


n presenting  my  first  Annual  Report  as  President  of 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital,  I do  so  in  humble  recognition 
of  the  tremendous  spiritual  and  material  contributions 
made  by  my  predecessors  who  have  served  our  Hospital 
with  distinction  since  1871.  It  is  a great  and  challenging 
honor. 

My  immediate  predecessor  and  devoted  friend,  Gar- 
rard Winston,  died  unexpectedly  last  summer  after  serv- 
ing our  Hospital  for  sixteen  years,  the  last  two  as  its 
President.  Let  this  1955  Annual  Report  be  dedicated  to 
him  so  that  the  oncoming  generations  of  Roosevelt  men 
and  women  will  revere  him  and  appreciate,  too,  how 
much  they  owe  to  him.  He  was  an  able  and  generous 
leader  during  his  life,  and  his  Will  gave  his  entire  estate 
to  the  Hospital. 

And.  we  shall  be  ever  indebted  to  him  for  his  wisdom 
when  he  said : 

“No  survey  of  the  resources  of  our  country  has  ever 
given  full  value  to  the  native  American  belief  in 
the  volunteer. 

“It  is  the  dedication  to  the  principle  of  volunteering, 
shown  in  every  national  effort  from  that  burst  of 
patriotism  at  Lexington  to  our  present  opposition 
to  control  of  the  mind,  that  remains  our  great 
strength  as  a free  people. 

“The  opportunity  to  give  of  one’s  self  and  his  prop- 
erty on  a free-will  basis  is  our  unique  heritage.  Its 
preservation  rests  upon  the  recognition  of  its  value.” 

V hat  a penetrating  and  inspiring  definition  of  the 
importance  of  our  heritage — this  glorious  Volunteer 
Hospital  endeavor! 

The  year  1955  saw  the  completion  of  our  new  School 
of  Nursing  building.  Our  student  nurses  now  live  in  its 
charming  dormitory  quarters  and  study  in  its  efficient 
classrooms.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  we  were  able 
to  carry  on  for  so  many  years  without  this  much-needed 
modern  facility.  We  all  owe  a deep  debt  of  gratitude  to 
Mrs.  Donald  F.  Bush  and  her  able  Committee  of  Volun- 
teers who  made  this  a reality  by  contributing  themselves, 
and  raising  from  others,  gifts  totaling  $943,040. 

During  the  year,  several  most  generous  gifts  were  re- 
ceived, among  which  was  an  anonymous  and  well-planned 
gift  of  $250,000;  the  unexpected  gift  from  the  Alfred  H. 
Caspary  Estate  of  $250,000;  and  The  Ford  Foundation 
grant  of  $193,000  which  has  been  earmarked  by  our 
Trustees  for  an  outstanding  educational  purpose  soon  to 
be  announced.  I only  wish  we  could  give  the  name  and 
the  amount  of  each  donor's  gift  irrespective  of  size,  be- 


cause we  know  that  small  dollar  gifts  by  the  many  gen- 
erally mean  real  personal  sacrifices  and,  in  the  aggregate, 
a large  annual  amount  to  our  Hospital.  We  are  grateful 
for  all  these  gifts,  both  large  and  small,  and  pray  for  more. 

Our  Volunteer  and  Trustee  teams,  participating  in  the 
United  Hospital  Fund’s  1955  campaign,  together  raised 
a total  of  $94,483.  Again,  as  in  1954,  we  are  most  grate- 
ful for  the  able  and  energetic  leadership  of  Mrs.  John  N. 
Irwin,  II,  and  Mr.  Bayard  Dominick. 

Under  the  dynamic  Co-chairmanship  of  Mrs.  James 
E.  Thompson  and  Mrs.  Walter  C.  Baker,  the  1956  Ball 
of  Roses  raised  a total  of  $31,350.  I wish  to  extend  to 
Mrs.  Thompson  and  Mrs.  Baker,  together  with  their  most 
capable  Volunteer  Committee,  the  most  grateful  appreci- 
ation of  our  entire  Hospital  family. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report,  five  distinguished  citi- 
zens joined  our  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Edwin  F.  Chin- 
lund,  Mr.  J.  Luther  Cleveland,  Mrs.  Frederic  W.  Lincoln, 
Mr.  William  J.  McWilliams,  and  Mrs.  Georg  U.  Vetlesen. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  James  G.  Blaine, 
who  served  diligently  on  our  Board  of  Trustees  since  1935. 

Now — how  can  we  more  efficiently  plan  for  the  per- 
petuation of  this, “our  heritage” — this  voluntary  hospital? 
After  serious  deliberation,  the  Trustees  decided  that  a 
forward-looking  and  constructive  step  should  now  be 
taken,  made  possible  only  by  the  magnificent  bequest  of 
Garrard  Winston.  We  can  now  make  long-range  plans 
for  our  Hospital  and  adopt  prudent  and  business-like 
methods.  Those  of  us  who  knew  Garrard  Winston  well 
feel  sure  he  would  be  in  enthusiastic  accord. 

The  first  change  we  wish  to  make  is  this.  During  its 
84  years  of  existence,  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  has  never 
provided  for  the  wearing  out  or  the  depreciation  on  any 
of  its  facilities.  When  a building  or  piece  of  equipment 
became  worn  out,  obsolete,  or  inadequate,  it  was  replaced 
or  added  to  by  going  out  and  campaigning  for  new  funds 
for  this  purpose.  Study  and  experience  have  shown  this 
to  be,  in  the  past,  most  unbusinesslike  and,  for  the 
future,  would  very  likely  be  an  ineffective  and  undepend- 
able procedure,  for  how  can  we  be  sure  now  that  large 
voluntary  gifts  for  the  replacement  of  hospital  facilities 
will  be  given  in  future  years? 

Therefore,  during  1955,  the  Trustees  inaugurated  a 
policy  of  making  provision  in  operating  expenses  for 
the  decrease  in  value  of  these  capital  assets  during  their 
estimated  useful  lives.  By  making  provision  for  deprecia- 
tion and  recognizing  it  as  a necessary  part  of  the  Hospi- 
tal’s expenses  and.  therefore,  included  in  its  charges  to 
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patients,  we  have  provided,  as  best  we  can,  for  the  future 
replacement  of  hospital  buildings  and  equipment. 

Accumulated  depreciation,  since  the  founding  of  The 
Roosevelt  Hospital,  is  $2,816,000,  of  which  $293,000  is 
the  proportion  for  1955  included  in  the  statement  of 
operating  expenses.  Due  to  the  beneficence  of  Garrard 
Winston,  the  Trustees  plan  to  fund  the  accumulated  de- 
preciation during  the  year  1956. 

Operating  income  for  the  year  totaled  $3,726,000  as 
against  operating  expenses  of  $4,527,000,  resulting  in 
an  operating  loss  of  $801,000.  Offset  against  this  loss 
was  investment  income  for  general  purposes  of  $141,000, 
grants  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  of  $158,000,  and  contributions  toward 
operating  expenses  from  friends  of  the  Hospital  of 
$161,000,  or  a total  of  $460,000,  which  reduced  the  net 
loss  for  the  year  to  $341,000. 

The  Hospital's  1955  operations  were  seriously  handi- 
capped hy  a shortage  of  nurses  throughout  most  of  the 
year.  This  is  not  unique  with  Roosevelt,  but  we  felt  its 
effects  seriously.  As  a result,  certain  semi-private  and 
ward  areas  were  closed  with  the  consequent  loss  in  oper- 


ating revenue.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  overcome  this 
deficiency  which  should  produce  healthier  operating  re- 
sults in  1956 — not  a profit  of  course,  only,  we  hope,  a 
lesser  deficit ! ! ! ! 

That  is  the  daily  problem  facing  our  magnificent 
Medical  Staff,  the  Trustees,  and  our  glorious  women 
Volunteers.  We  must  housekeep  carefully.  But  we  must 
always  campaign  for  funds  with  which  to  maintain  our 
heritage,  and  when  such  a great  benefaction  comes  our 
way,  due  to  the  unique  circumstances  of  Garrard  Win- 
ston’s Will.  we  should  not  falter,  but  should  extend  our- 
selves to  greater  achievements. 

I cannot  close  without  saying  that  I believe  we  are 
most  fortunate  indeed  with  the  constant  and  daily  admin- 
istration of  our  Hospital  in  the  hands  of  our  Executive 
Vice  President,  Peter  B.  Terenzio,  and  his  staff.  Improve- 
ments and  economies  can  always  be  made,  and  we  must 
be  ever  alert  and  eager  to  operate  our  Hospital  more 
efficiently,  thus  serving  our  patients  better.

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THE  EXECUTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT 


t gives  me  great  pleasure  to  start  this  annual  report  with 
the  good  news  that  the  new  wing  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
was  completed  in  1955  and  ready  for  classes  in  September, 
as  scheduled. 

Located  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  Avenues,  the  new 
steel  frame  building  has  been  constructed  adjacent  to  the 
present  Nurses’  Residence.  A recreational  area  on  the  base- 
ment level  provides  facilities  for  sports  activities,  such 
as  shuffleboard  and  ping  pong,  and  is  large  enough  for 
students  to  hold  class  dances  there. 

Modern,  well-equipped  laboratories,  classrooms  and 
offices  for  faculty  members  are  housed  on  the  first  and 
second  floors.  Three  classrooms  on  the  second  floor  have 
been  constructed  to  permit  easy  conversion  into  a large 
lecture  hall. 

Dormitory  facilities,  on  the  third  and  fourth-floor 
levels,  provide  thirty-six  individual  rooms,  two  of  which 
will  be  occupied  by  faculty  members.  Each  of  the  rooms, 
equipped  with  closet,  washbasin  and  medicine  cabinet,  is 
furnished  and  decorated  in  the  modern  trend.  Decorating 
was  done  under  the  direction  of  the  House  Committee  of 
the  Volunteer  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  J.  Joseph  Mylott 
is  Chairman.  Elisabeth  Draper,  professional  interior  dec- 
orator, acted  as  coordinator. 

The  construction  of  these  additional  residence  rooms 
in  the  new  wing  will  permit  an  increase  in  the  School’s 
enrollment  to  a maximum  of  105  students.  Though  in 
previous  years  each  room  was  shared  by  two  students,  now 
only  first-year  students  will  be  required  to  double  up.  Up- 
per classmen  will  be  assigned  individual  rooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  the  new  wing, 
the  first  and  second-floor  levels  of  the  present  Nurses’  Res- 
idence have  been  renovated.  The  first  floor  now  houses 
additional  laboratories,  conference  rooms  and  the  student 
library  while  date  rooms  and  the  Alumnae  Office  of  the 
School  are  located  on  the  second  floor. 

REALIGNMENT  OF  FUNCTIONAL  ASSIGNMENTS 
AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

From  an  administrative  standpoint  one  of  the  most 
significant  and  far-reaching  events  in  the  history  of  the 


Hospital  was  the  study  of  the  Hospital’s  organization  and 
operations. 

The  study,  still  in  progress,  is  being  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  William  J.  McWilliams  whose  entire 
background  has  been  in  management  and  management 
studies  in  the  heavy,  utility  and  hospital  industries.  It  was 
in  recognition  of  his  efforts  and  continuing  interest  in  the 
Hospital  that  Mr.  McWilliams  was  invited  to  become  a 
Trustee  of  the  Hospital,  which  honor  he  accepted  in 
November  1955. 

The  management  study  began  early  in  the  year  with 
an  analysis  of  the  Hospital’s  organizational  structure.  The 
analysis  resulted  in  specific  recommendations,  subsequent- 
ly approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  provided  for 
a regrouping  of  administrative  responsibilities  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Vice  President’s  immediate  administrative  staff 
along  more  functional  lines.  The  analysis,  while  it  did  not 
provide  for  the  creation  of  new  positions,  did  radically 
alter  the  character  and  importance  of  several  existing 
positions,  particularly  in  the  “staff,”  or  supportive,  branch 
of  Administration.  For  example,  the  credit  and  collection 
function  has  been  separated  from  other  financial  affairs 
and  invested  in  the  Credit  and  Collection  Officer  who  will 
be  made  the  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.  Similarly, 
the  Director  of  Development  and  Public  Relations  will 
become  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Hospital.  The  Personnel 
Director  now  reports  directly  to  the  Executive  Vice 
President. 

The  organizational  goal  is  demonstrated  by  the  chart 
shown  below.  As  in  most  organizations  of  any  size  and 
complexity,  such  goals  cannot  be  completely  realized  over- 
night, but  must  be  achieved  as  the  essential  factors,  people, 
physical  plant  and  money,  permit. 

Of  particular  interest  in  this  organizational  plan 
is  the  creation  of  two  new  committees  which  are  of  pivotal 
importance  in  communications  and  policy-making.  These 
are  the  Director’s  Advisory  and  the  Joint  Conference  Com- 
mittees. The  Director’s  Advisory  Committee  is  a device 
for  exploring  new  ideas,  reaching  solutions  to  problems 
and  achieving  better  communications  among  the  Medical 
Staff,  the  Volunteer  Committee  and  the  Administration. 
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The  Committee  is  composed  of  the  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  Chairman  of  the  Vol- 
unteer Committee,  the  Executive  Vice  President  and  the 
three  Assistant  Vice  Presidents.  The  Committee  meets 
weekly  and  has  been  remarkably  successful  in  operation. 

The  Joint  Conference  Committee  consists  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  five  Chiefs  who  repre- 
sent the  two  major  divisions  of  the  Hospital — Internal 
Medicine  and  General  Surgery — and  the  Executive  Vice 
President  of  the  Hospital.  Basic  immediate  and  long-range 
policies  affecting  the  Medical  Staff  are  considered  by  this 
Committee. 

Following  the  general  structural  reorganization  of  the 
Hospital  staff,  study  was  begun  of  certain  aspects  of  ac- 
counting, admitting  and  purchasing  procedures,  in  an 
attempt  to  introduce  a greater  efficiency  in  the  application 
of  mechanical  and  automation  devices.  This  study  has  re- 
sulted in  approved  recommendations  for  the  installation 
of  new  machine  systems  in  the  Admitting  and  Accounting 
Departments. 

Incidental  to  the  foregoing  changes  was  the  formation 
of  a new  Department  of  Communications  under  Mr.  A. 
Robert  Crawford,  who  earlier  had  completed  his  Admin- 


istrative Residency  at  the  Hospital.  Included  in  this 
Department  were  the  telephone,  mail  and  tube  room,  recep- 
tion, and  information  services.  Shortly  after  its  formation 
it  was  possible  to  begin  an  internal  and  external  messenger 
service  which,  in  time,  will  accomplish  all  forms  of  de- 
livery and  escort  work  in  the  Hospital. 

CLINICAL  RESEARCH  EDITOR 

A new  service  was  offered  to  the  Hospital’s  Medical 
Staff  in  January  when  Mrs.  Rose  M.  Schweitzer  was  ap- 
pointed Clinical  Research  Editor.  Mrs.  Schweitzer  has  been 
providing  a professional  library  and  editorial  service  to 
assist  staff  members  in  their  clinical  research  and  in  writing 
articles  for  publication.  Specifically,  the  service  includes 
the  thorough  search  in  medical  literature  for  other  pub- 
lished articles  on  the  same  subject,  the  careful  abstracting 
of  articles  of  special  interest  and  writing  concise  case 
histories  to  be  included  in  the  study. 

Made  possible  by  a generous  gift  to  the  Henry  W.  Cave 
Surgical  Research  Fund,  Roosevelt  is  the  first  hospital  in 
New  York  City  and  one  of  the  few  throughout  the  country 
to  offer  its  Medical  Staff  a service  of  this  kind  on  a full- 
time basis.  Miss  Edith  M.  Baker,  the  Hospital’s  Medical 
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Artist,  works  closely  in  this  program,  preparing  illustra- 
tions and  photos  to  accompany  the  papers  and  in  the  mak- 
ing of  lantern  slides  used  during  lectures. 

EDUCATION  AND  COMMUNITY  ACTIVITIES 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital,  like  all  voluntary  hospitals,  has 
been  affected  by  the  national  nursing  shortage.  It  was  to 
make  some  contribution  toward  alleviating  the  problem 
that  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  decided  to  expand  and  modern- 
ize the  School  of  Nursing. 

This  year,  and  in  the  same  spirit,  the  Hospital  embarked 
upon  a training  program  for  practical  nurses.  In  coopera- 
tion with  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Education,  the 
Hospital  made  arrangements  to  provide  practical  nurse 
students  with  the  six  months’  clinical  experience  required 
as  part  of  their  training.  Accordingly,  two  groups  of  stu- 
dents were  sent  to  Roosevelt  from  the  Brooklyn  School  of 
Homemaking,  Yorkville  Vocational  School  and  Washing- 
ton Irving  High  School,  one  group  arriving  in  July  and 
the  other  in  August. 

In  addition,  the  Hospital's  Out-Patient  Department  in- 
stituted an  interesting  program  in  conjunction  with  the  New 
York  Heart  Association.  F unds  to  pay  social  workers  and 
clerical  personnel  have  been  provided  by  the  Association 
to  aid  those  afflicted  with  rheumatic  fever.  The  Association 
has  also  provided  many  thousand  units  of  penicillin  which 
have  been  administered  prophylactically  in  the  care  of 
these  patients. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  STUDIES 

Th  ree  studies  were  made  by  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee of  the  Volunteer  Committee  to  provide  doctors,  so- 
cial workers  and  patients  with  information  about  the  com- 
munity's settlement  houses,  nursing  homes,  and  recreational 
facilities  for  children  and  adults.  As  a result  of  these 
studies  and  many  others  which  have  been  made  in  past 
years,  the  Hospital  has  accumulated  a vast  store  of  perti- 
nent information  about  community  facilities  and  services. 
We  believe  such  information  is  important  because  we  con- 
sider it  an  additional  means  of  providing  good  patient 
care,  knowing  that  all  too  frequently  patients  with  seem- 
ingly insurmountable  personal  problems  do  not  recover 
as  rapidly  as  they  should. 

PHYSICAL  CHANGES 

A master  plan  was  being  developed  at  the  year  end  to 
make  possible  the  expansion  and  integration  of  several 
departments  of  the  Hospital  within  the  limitation  of  exist- 
ing space  to  establish  better  communications  generally. 

To  that  end,  two  physical  changes  were  made  in  1955. 
The  area  in  the  basement,  formerly  housing  the  Out-Pa- 
tient Department,  was  reconstructed  and  refurbished  to 
accommodate  the  Hospital's  General  Storeroom.  The  em- 
ployees of  this  Department  found  that  the  additional  space 


made  it  possible  for  them  to  provide  a more  efficient  serv- 
ice— a source  of  considerable  satisfaction  to  them  and  to 
the  Hospital. 

Last  year's  expansion  of  the  Gift  Shop  on  the  main  floor 
of  the  Private  Pavilion  resulted  in  the  loss  of  a waiting 
room  for  visitors.  After  demolishing  that  area  opposite  the 
Gift  Shop,  which  had  at  one  time  housed  the  Hospital’s 
telephone  room,  it  was  possible  to  construct  two  new  rooms 
— a new  waiting  room  for  visitors  and  an  office  for  the 
information  and  reception  services  of  the  Hospital. 

Many  more  changes  are  anticipated  in  1956  when  the 
master  plan  will  have  been  more  definitely  formulated. 

PERSONNEL  PRACTICES 

In  order  to  provide  an  effective  security  program  for 
the  patients,  visitors,  and  personnel  of  The  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital. a uniformed  Protection  Division  was  organized 
under  the  direction  of  the  Personnel  Office.  To  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  Protection  Division  and  to  augment  the 
hospital’s  Civil  Defense  Program,  an  employee  identifica- 
tion card  program  was  inaugurated.  The  plastic  laminated 
cards  include  the  individual’s  picture  and  fingerprints. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  in  personnel 
practices  during  1955  was  the  implementation  of  a new 
salary  and  wage  scale.  The  new  scale  serves  to  realign  jobs 
into  proper  salary  perspective,  thus  enabling  employees  to 
receive  wages  which  correspond  to  those  paid  in  industry 
and  other  hospitals. 

SERVICES  RENDERED 

There  were  9,376  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  in 
1955  as  compared  with  the  9,598  of  1954.  This  decrease  is 
a direct  result  of  the  nursing  shortage  which  necessitated 
the  closing  of  one  floor  of  semi-private  facilities  and  one 
ward  unit,  in  1955.  This  affected  the  occupancy  rate  which 
averaged  79.6%  in  1955  as  against  a high  of  84.5%  in 
1954.  The  average  patient  stay  in  1955  was  13.3  days  while 
in  1954  it  was  12.9  days. 

This  year,  9,291  ambulance  calls  were  answered,  an 
increase  over  the  9,084  recorded  in  1954  and  a daily  aver- 
age of  more  than  25  calls.  A total  of  42,499  patients 
received  care  in  the  Hospital’s  Emergency  Room,  which 
means  that  116  patients  were  treated  on  a daily  basis 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Hospital’s  Out-Patient  Department  provided  med- 
ical care  to  13,456  patients  who  made  a total  of  101,010 
clinic  visits  in  1955  as  compared  with  the  16,687  patients 
making  a total  of  106,003  visits  in  1954. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

M iss  Helen  G.  Parker  was  appointed  to  the  newly- 
created  post  of  Assistant  Vice  President  (Nursing)  on 
September  1,  succeeding  Miss  Adelma  E.  Mooth  who  had 
resigned  as  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  School  of 
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Nursing  on  March  7. 

Mr.  Arel  B.  Cook  was  appointed  Personnel  Director 
on  June  1,  replacing  Mrs.  Marjorie  Dornfeld  who  had 
resigned  this  post  on  May  28. 

Mr.  Guy  L.  Elliott  was  appointed  to  the  newly-created 
post  of  Credit  and  Collections  Officer  on  December  5. 

Mr.  Charles  G.  Brand  was  appointed  to  the  newly- 
created  post  of  Assistant  Comptroller  on  May  16. 

Mrs.  Hazel  R.  Del  Cour  on  November  21  was  appointed 
to  the  post  of  Chief  Record  Librarian  which  was  vacated 
on  November  4 when  Miss  Mae  C.  Egan  resigned. 

Mr.  Robert  A.  Martin  was  appointed  Laundry  Manager 
on  March  17,  a post  created  when  the  Laundry  was  estab- 
lished as  an  independent  department. 

Mr.  Werner  Nachum  was  appointed  Assistant  Person- 
nel Director,  a new  post,  on  November  8. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

I could  not  conclude  this  report  for  1955  without  re- 


ferring to  the  deep  sense  of  personal  loss  experienced  by 
those  of  us  who  had  the  opportunity  of  working  closely 
with  our  late  President,  Garrard  Winston.  His  devotion 
to  Roosevelt  was  evident  at  all  times  during  his  tenure  as 
President  and  during  the  sixteen  years  he  served  on  the 
Board.  I am  very  proud  to  join  with  our  President  in  the 
dedication  of  this  1955  Annual  Report  to  the  late  Garrard 
Winston. 

To  attain  some  measure  of  success  in  the  overall  opera-

I consider  myself  indeed  fortu- 
nate for  the  unfailing  cooperation  of  The  Roosevelt  Hospi- 
tal Family,  especially  this  year  when  so  many  changes  have 
been  initiated  or  effected.  With  this  loyal  support,  I feel 
sure  we  can  continue  to  render  a high  standard  of  patient 
care  in  that  friendly  atmosphere  which  is  traditional  at 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital.

report  of  THE  PRESIDENT  OF 

THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


t was  a great  pleasure  to  your  officers  to  be  re-elected  to 
another  year  of  duty,  thus  making  it  possible  to  complete 
many  of  the  projects  inaugurated  in  1954  and  to  begin 
new  ones  which  had  been  envisioned. 

TEACHING 

Teaching  continues  to  he  an  important  part  of  the 
Medical  Staff  activities.  It  is  most  necessary  that  our  Resi- 
dent Staff  receive  the  best  instruction  possible  and  also 
that  our  Attending  Staff  be  kept  abreast  of  recent  progress 
in  the  practice  of  medicine.  Dr.  Walter  A.  Wichern,  Jr.  and 
Dr.  James  Ducey  continue  as  coordinators  of  the  formal 
education  programs  in  General  Surgery  and  Internal  Med- 
icine. Weekly  conferences  are  conducted  by  them  as  well 
as  by  prominent  visiting  and  Roosevelt  Hospital  Staff 
doctors.  Dr.  Walter  W.  Brandes  conducts  weekly  patho- 
logical conferences  for  the  Resident  Staff  and  monthly 
Tumor  and  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  for  the  At- 
tending and  Resident  Staffs.  The  monthly  General  Staff 
Conferences  also  continue  to  be  very  important  in  our 
educational  program.  The  selection  of  topics  for  discus- 
sion has  been  broadened  and  the  attendance  has  increased 
greatly. 

The  medical  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  continue  their  instruc- 
tion on  the  medical  and  surgical  wards  and  are  invited  to 
attend  all  conferences  in  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Edmund  N. 
Joyner,  III,  and  his  Pediatric  Staff  by  special  request  are 
instructing  students  from  the  State  University  of  New 
York  College  of  Medicine,  Brooklyn,  on  clinical  pediatric 
care. 

As  evidence  of  further  activity  in  the  educational  field 
I would  like  to  emphasize  that  our  Medical  Staff  has  taken 
part  in  many  conferences,  local  and  national,  during 
this  year.  We  presented  a very  elaborate  instructive  pro- 
gram at  the  Hospital  in  February  as  part  of  the  annual 
Alumni  Day  celebration.  In  October  an  afternoon  con- 
ference on  Problems  of  the  Aged  was  given  in  conjunction 
with  the  Graduate  Fortnight  conducted  annually  by  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Robert  A.  Cooke 
and  his  Staff  conducted  a week’s  postgraduate  course  in 
allergy  in  May,  attended  by  graduate  physicians  from  var- 
ious sections  of  the  country.  It  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
best  courses  of  its  type  available  for  postgraduate  study 
in  allergy. 


CLINICAL  RESEARCH 

In  recent  years  it  has  become  increasingly  necessary  to 
devote  more  time  to  clinical  research  within  our  Hos- 
pital. Such  research  is  vital  to  the  intellectual  advance- 
ment of  the  individual  and  the  medical  profession  as  a 
whole.  To  further  such  research,  the  Biostatistics  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  Thomas  C.  Peightal,  Chairman,  appointed  a 
subcommittee  to  be  known  as  the  Editorial,  Publications 
and  Art  Committee.  Its  first  accomplishment  was  to  secure 
the  services  of  a Clinical  Research  Editor,  as  described 
more  fully  in  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Vice  President. 

Further  progress  in  the  development  of  research  was 
accomplished  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.  Maxwell 
Chamberlain  as  Director  of  the  Research  Laboratory  of 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  He  has  begun  the  establishment  of 
a Research  F und  which  will  finance  the  activities  in  the 
former  Harriman  Laboratory. 

Under  the  able  guidance  of  Dr.  Robert  A.  Cooke  and 
Dr.  William  B.  Sherman  much  research  is  being  conducted 
in  the  Institute  of  Allergy.  Dr.  Arthur  Menzel  is  investi- 
gating the  immune  mechanism  of  allergy;  Dr.  Jarek  Fisher 
passive  cutaneous  anaphylaxis  and  Dr.  Jean  Smith  the 
C reactive  protein.  Members  of  the  Clinical  and  Resident 
Staffs  are  also  studying  other  problems  in  allergy. 

COMMITTEES 

I am  very  appreciative  of  the  work  done  by  our  many 
committees.  The  Tissue  Committee  established  last  year 
in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Joint  Commis- 
sion on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  has  been  very  active. 
Its  function  is  to  review  all  preoperative  surgical  diagnoses 
in  light  of  the  postoperative  pathological  findings. 

The  Pharmacy  Committee  has  completed  a revision  of 
the  Hospital  Formulary.  This  will  be  strictly  up  to  date 
and  will  be  of  great  help  to  all  members  of  the  Attending 
and  Resident  Staffs. 

The  Committee  on  Practical  Nurses,  Dr.  Norton  S. 
Brown,  Chairman,  made  a study  of  the  ways  and  means 
of  utilizing  these  nurses  at  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  The 
recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Medical  Board  and 
we  are  now  employing  them.  This  has  helped  to  reduce 
the  acute  nursing  shortage. 

The  By-Laws  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr. 
Thomas  C.  Peightal  has  almost  completed  its  revision  of 
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the  old  By-Laws  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Medical 
Board  at  an  early  date  for  adoption. 

Dr.  Condict  W.  Cutler,  Jr.  and  his  Committee  are  in 
the  process  of  preparing  a history  of  The  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Poison  Control  Center  of 
the  New  York  City  Department  of  Health,  Dr.  Valentine 
A.  Hofmann  was  appointed  Poison  Control  Officer  of 
Roosevelt  Hospital.  His  services  will  be  very  valuable  in 
the  handling  of  poison  cases  both  in  the  Emergency  De- 
partment and  those  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Director’s  Advisory  Committee,  of  which  the  Pres- 
ident and  Vice  President  of  the  Medical  Board  are  mem- 
bers, lias  met  weekly  to  discuss  problems  involving  the 
Administrative  and  the  Medical  Staffs.  Much  has  been 
accomplished  by  this  Committee  and  it  is  to  be  commended 
very  highly. 

GENERAL 

During  1955  our  Medical  Staff  was  increased  by  eleven 
new  members.  Fourteen  members  resigned  and  five  took 
leaves  of  absence  from  their  duties.  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Peigh- 
tal  retired  as  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Gynecology  in  De- 
cember because  of  the  statutory  age  limit.  After  forty 
years  of  service  to  our  Hospital,  his  participation  in  our 
official  activities  will  be  missed  very  much. 

I am  deeply  grieved  to  report  that  three  of  our  members 
have  died.  Dr.  Evan  M.  Evans,  Dr.  John  E.  Hutton  and  Dr. 
Thomas  T.  Mackie.  It  is  a fitting  tribute  that  the  male 
medical  ward  is  to  be  named  in  memory  of  Dr.  Evans  who 
gave  thirty-six  years  of  service  to  the  Hospital.

Due  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Thomas  T.  Mackie,  in 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Thomas  T.  Mackie,  a beloved  mem- 
ber of  our  Medical  Staff  for  many  years,  the  Hospital’s 
Medical  Library  will  be  enlarged  and  refurbished.  It  will 
give  us  one  of  the  best  libraries  of  any  hospital  the  size 
of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  Plans  are  now  being  formu- 
lated by  the  Library  Committee  under  the  energetic  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Gurney  Taylor. 

I think  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  that  Perry  Oster- 
berg  who  worked  in  the  laboratories  for  forty  years  also 
died  this  year.  He  was  a faithful  worker  and  a friend  of 
every  member  of  our  Staff. 

CONCLUSION 

I would  like  to  express  the  regret  of  the  Medical  Board 
over  the  untimely  death  of  our  late  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  Mr.  Garrard  B.  Winston.  He  gave  generously 
of  his  time  and  money  to  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  He 
worked  very  actively  and  pleasantly  with  the  Medical 
Board.  We  welcome  his  successor,  Mr.  Stuart  M.  Crocker, 
whom  we  all  know  and  respect.  I would  also  like  to  wel- 
come Miss  Helen  G.  Parker  as  the  new  Assistant  Vice 
President  (Nursing)  and  can  assure  her  that  she  will  have 
the  full  support  of  the  Medical  Board. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  every  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Administrative  and  Nursing 
Staffs  and  all  the  personnel  for  the  fine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion they  have  shown  in  working  with  the  Medical  Board. 
My  personal  thanks  go  to  each  member  of  the  Medical 
Staff  who  has  helped  to  make  this  year  one  of  great  prog- 
ress for  The  Roosevelt  Hospital.

VOLUNTEER  COIMIVIITTEE 


T he  Volunteer  Committee  in  1955  consisted  of  67  mem- 
bers, including  three  new  members:  Mrs.  Dewey  F. 
Everett,  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Goodeve,  and  Mrs.  Eugene  P. 
Warner.  This  group,  most  of  whom  are  active  volunteers 
themselves,  supervised  the  activities  of  286  volunteers  who 
gave  over  22,000  hours  during  the  last  year.  Of  these,  99 
were  evening  volunteers. 

Volunteers  worked  on  the  private  floors  and  wards, 
in  clinics,  the  blood  bank,  laboratories,  occupational 
therapy,  library,  pediatrics,  diversional  therapy,  and  in 
the  gift  shop.  They  also  participated  in  thrift  shop  and 
fund-raising  activities  and  advised  on  interior  decorating 
in  the  Hospital.  The  gift  cart  was  reintroduced  as  a serv- 
ice to  private  patients,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  this  will  be  expanded  to  other  floors.  The  cart 
contains  an  assortment  of  merchandise  from  the  gift  shop 
and  enables  patients  to  shop  from  their  beds.  Another 
project  this  year  was  the  forming  of  a committee  to  set 


up  the  Byrne-Francis  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  for  stu- 
dent and  graduate  nurses. 

Income  from  the  gift  shop,  thrift  shop  and  diversional 
therapy  made  it  possible  for  the  Committee  to  continue 
its  contributions  to  the  Social  Service  Department,  play 
therapy  on  the  children’s  floor,  and  various  other  projects. 
The  Committee  wrote  letters  for  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
from  which  the  Hospital  received  $11,651  and  the  third 
Ball  of  Roses  netted  the  splendid  sum  of  $31,350  for  the 
Hospital. 

My  most  sincere  thanks  to  Miss  Ruth  E.  Cushman,  Di- 
rector of  Volunteers,  and  her  evening  assistant,  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Zabriskie,  and  all  other  Department  Heads  for 
their  cooperation  in  every  way.  To  each  and  every  volun- 
teer, thank  you  for  making  this  another  good  year.

Stuart  UltUpr  (Ernrker 

born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  in  1898,  he  was  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1921. 

His  career  in  business  is  the  kind  of  success  story  that  Americans  like  to  think  of  as  typical.  He  came 
to  New  York  as  a poor  young  man  armed  only  with  his  New  England  character  and  ability.  Shortly  after 
entering  the  public  utilities  field,  he  became  assistant  to  Owen  D.  Young,  then  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
General  Electric  Company,  and  he  progressed  to  positions  of  even  greater  responsibility  culminating  in  his 
election  to  the  office  of  President  and  later  Chairman  of  the  Columbia  Gas  System,  Inc. 

He  served  as  Secretary  to  both  the  First  and  Second  Committees  of  Experts  appointed  by  the  Repara- 
tions Committee  responsible  for  the  formulation  of  the  Dawes  Plan  in  1924  and  the  Young  Plan  in  1929. 

A man  of  great  sincerity  and  complete  dedication  to  his  work,  he  devoted  an  unusual  proportion  of  his 
time  to  civic  and  community  organizations.  He  served  as  Vice  Chairman  of  the  United  Hospital  campaign 
in  1935  and  as  Chairman  in  1936.  Under  his  inspired  leadership,  the  Committee  raised  nearly  $2,000,000  for 
voluntary  hospitals  of  New  York,  the  largest  amount  ever  to  have  been  raised  up  to  that  time.  In  1942  he 
was  designated  Executive  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund  of  Greater  New  York.  During  the 
depression  years,  he  served  as  Executive  Director  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Citizens  Family  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, assisting  in  raising  funds  for  the  relief  of  destitute  families  in  New  York  City.  For  a period  of  years, 
he  was  a Director  of  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  held  membership  in  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund.  He  remained  a Trustee  of  Colgate  University,  Milton  Academy  and  the  New  York  Trade 
School.  “Enrich  your  lives  by  doing  more  and  more  things  for  others,”  he  wrote  in  his  Harvard  25th  Anni- 
versary Report,  a precept  he  exemplified  throughout  his  active  life. 

His  outstanding  characteristic  was  his  ability  to  make  and  keep  friends.  When  he  first  came  to  New  York, 
he  knew  practically  no  one.  Yet,  there  are  few  men  in  this  city  who  could  claim  as  many  and  as  truly  devoted 
friends  of  all  kinds  in  the  fields  of  business,  banking,  charity,  sports  and  public  service  as  could  Stuart  Crocker 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  untimely  passing  at  the  age  of  58,  just  when  broad  plans  for  the  modernization  and  improvement 
of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  were  in  the  making,  is  deeply  mourned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  establish- 
ment of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  Educational  Fund  which  he  conceived  to  aid  in  the  advanced  education  of 
doctors,  nurses,  and  technicians,  will  long  remain  a beacon  of  hope  for  those  seeking  advancement  of  med- 
ical knowledge  and  training. 

Stuart  Miller  Crocker  was  a true  friend  of  the  Hospital.  His  guiding  hand  and  sound  advice  were  an 
inspiration  to  all  with  whom  he  worked.  His  broad  accomplishments  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  rich 
traditions  and  heritage  of  his  beloved  Roosevelt  Hospital.

report  of  THE  PRESIDENT 


n Annual  Report  should  record  a year  of  accomplish- 
ment achieved  through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  his  Board  of  Trustees,  the  President  of  the 
Medical  Board  and  his  colleagues,  and  the  Executive 
Vice  President  and  his  staff.  This  Annual  Report  will 
show  that  1956  was  a year  of  many  accomplishments  for 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital.  It  was  also  a year  the  Hospital 
suffered  a great  loss  when  Stuart  Miller  Crocker,  our 
President,  died  in  September.  To  have  had  only  eleven 
months  of  Stuart  Crocker’s  inspired  leadership  was  in- 
deed a tragedy  for  us. 

I was  privileged  to  serve  as  one  of  Stuart  Crocker’s 
Vice  Presidents.  One  could  not  help  but  learn  much 
from  such  a man.  His  tolerance,  kindliness  and  ability 
to  make  people  delight  to  work  with  him  did  not  obscure 
his  capacity  to  be  firm  and  unyielding  when  he  felt  the 
Hospital's  best  interests  were  not  being  well  served.  It 
was  not  in  his  nature  to  compromise— with  truth,  effort, 
or  service. 

In  his  first  and  only  Annual  Report  last  year,  Stuart 
Crocker  spoke  of  our  “outstanding  educational  purpose.” 
His  dream  was  to  establish  at  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  an 
educational  fund  which  would  give  realistic  aid  to  doctors 
and  nurses  in  need  of  assistance  to  begin,  complete,  or 
advance  their  education.  By  his  energetic  and  convincing 
presentation  to  the  Ford  Foundation  and  the  Alfred  E. 
Caspary  Estate,  he  amassed  half  a million  dollars  for 
the  creation  of  this  fund.  During  1956,  eight  existing 
Hospital  Funds  for  educational  purposes  were  added, 
including:  the  Vivian  B.  Allen  Nurse  Scholarship  Fund 
Endowment,  the  Byrne-Francis  Nurse  Scholarship  Fund 
Endowment,  the  Stephen  C.  Clark  Fellowship  Fund, 
the  Theodore  Luce  Foundation  Grant,  the  Thomas  S. 
McLane  Fund,  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  Fund  for  Scholar- 
ship Loans  to  Nurses,  the  Garrard  B.  Winston  Estate, 
and  the  Garrard  B.  Winston  Memorial  Fund.  When  these 
were  combined  we  had  a unified  educational  fund  with 
a principal  of  $1,000,000.  Since  it  was  Stuart  Crocker 
who  conceived  the  bringing  of  these  diversified  Funds 
together  into  a single,  more  effective  one,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  named  it  The  Stuart  M.  Crocker  Educa- 
tional Fund. 

Stuart  Crocker,  too,  had  assumed  the  office  of 


President  as  the  result  of  an  untimely  death,  that  of 
Garrard  B.  Winston  in  July  of  1955.  In  appreciation  of 
his  predecessor's  many  contributions  to  the  Hospital, 
Stuart  Crocker  dedicated  the  1955  Annual  Report  to 
Garrard  Winston.  1 could  not  do  less.  The  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  join  me  in  dedicating  this  1956 
Annual  Report  to  Stuart  Miller  Crocker. 

With  The  Roosevelt  Hospital’s  past  record  of  dis- 
tinguished Presidents,  it  does  not  take  much  imagination 
to  understand  with  what  deep  humility  and  concern  1 
accepted  this  honor.  Were  it  not  for  the  wise  counseling 
and  patient  courtesy  of  George  Roberts,  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  and  Jack  1.  Straus,  Vice  President  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  I would  not  have 
dared.  And  for  their  cooperation  and  support,  I should 
also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  George  E.  Roosevelt, 
Vice  President  and  Treasurer,  and  to  the  two  newly- 
elected  officers  of  the  Board,  Henry  C.  Brunie,  Vice 
President,  and  Edwin  F.  Chinlund,  Secretary. 

In  reviewing  1956,  we  are  immediately  confronted 
with  a familiar  problem— the  operating  deficit.  The  con- 
tinuing financial  deficit  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  is  due 
to  many  causes.  The  chief  one,  it  seems  to  me,  is  their 
willingness  to  compromise  economical  operations  when 
this  is  necessary  to  assure  the  quality  of  patient  care. 
At  The  Roosevelt  Hospital,  our  Intern  and  Residency 
Program  and  our  School  of  Nursing  contribute  substan- 
tially to  the  deficit  each  year,  yet  both  guarantee  us  a 
high  standard  of  patient  care.  The  benefits  of  these  pro- 
grams extend  throughout  and  even  beyond  our  area.  The 
doctors  who  come  here  for  their  specialty  training  go  on 
to  serve  not  only  at  Roosevelt,  but  in  health  departments, 
industry,  and  the  armed  services.  Through  our  School  of 
Nursing,  we  make  a contribution  to  the  nationwide  effort 
to  educate  more  nurses,  and  we  benefit  by  being  assured 
of  good  nursing  care  from  a loyal  alumnae. 

Another  major  cause  of  the  yearly  deficit  is  the 
tremendous  amount  of  free  and  less-than-cost  care  given 
by  the  voluntary  hospitals.  New  York’s  voluntary  hos- 
pitals provide  45%  of  the  hospital  ward  bed  facilities 
for  the  indigent  sick,  a responsibility  shared  with  the 
City  of  New  York.  Although  the  City  does  reimburse  us 
for  hospitalized  patients,  there  is  a wide  dollar  gap  be- 
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tween  the  $16  per  day  they  give  us  and  the  $23.27  a 
day  it  costs  the  voluntary  hospitals  to  give  this  care. 
Interestingly  enough,  the  same  care  in  the  City’s  own 
municipal  general  hospitals  costs  the  City  an  average 
of  $23.14  per  day. 

Then,  too,  the  municipal  hospital  clinics  cannot 
provide  all  of  the  needed  out-patient  service.  The  City 
must  depend  upon  the  voluntary  hospitals  to  provide 
ambulatory  care  to  many  of  the  persons  for  whom  the 
City  is  responsible.  In  1 955,  the  last  year  for  which  com- 
plete figures  are  available,  59  percent  of  the  City  patients 
receiving  out-patient  services  were  cared  for  in  the  clinics 
of  the  voluntary  hospitals.  Yet  we  receive  no  reimburse- 
ment for  this  care  given  in  our  clinics.  The  1955  net 
operating  loss  of  New  York  City’s  voluntary  hospitals 
in  providing  clinic  services  was  over  nine  million  dollars. 
While  these  conditions  prevail,  the  City  is  only  partially 
meeting  its  obligation  to  the  voluntary  hospitals  and  to  the 
public  under  the  Welfare  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

At  a meeting  which  I attended,  the  Hospital  Trustees 
Committee  asked  Alfred  P.  Rose,  President  of  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital,  to  present  these  facts  to  the  City.  As  represent- 
ative of  the  voluntary  hospitals,  Mr.  Rose  prepared  and 
presented  a detailed  report  to  the  Mayor  of  New  York 
in  April,  1957. 

Our  deficit  at  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  would  be 
considerably  lessened  should  the  City  reimburse  us  more 
realistically  for  in-patient  service  and  make  some  con- 
tribution to  our  out-patient  services.  Even  limited  finan- 
cial assistance  would  be  helpful  in  reducing  our  loss  from 
the  clinics,  which  totalled  $462,000  in  1956.  It  is  our 
fervent  hope  that  some  legislation  will  be  effected  soon 
that  will  provide  greater  support  to  the  voluntary  hos- 
pitals. The  City  of  New  York  is  in  a position  to  resort  to 
taxation  to  gain  income,  while  we  must  depend  upon 
voluntary  contribution— for  which  we  are  indeed  grateful. 
Without  the  loyal  support  of  friends  of  the  Hospital,  we 
could  not  continue  to  meet  the  health  needs  of  our 
community. 

While  the  problem  of  the  deficit  remains,  the  Hos- 
pital last  year  took  an  important  step  toward  meeting 
the  problems  caused  by  the  nationwide  shortage  of  nurses. 
At  a cost  of  $625,000,  the  Hospital  purchased  a ten- 


story  apartment  house  building  at  410  West  58th  Street. 
Our  inability  to  provide  living  quarters  for  nurses  in  or 
near  the  Hospital  had  been  seriously  affecting  our  recruit- 
ment program.  This  building,  across  the  street  from  the 
Hospital,  is  spacious  enough  to  offer  housekeeping  apart- 
ments to  our  nurses  and  to  married  interns  and  residents 
as  well. 

Another  advance  in  1956  was  the  separation  into 
two  independent  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Service  and  the  School  of  Nursing.  While  this  is  a de- 
parture from  the  practice  traditional  in  hospital  schools, 
it  enables  each  to  better  concentrate  its  efforts— the  one 
on  the  care  of  patients  and  the  other  on  the  education  of 
student  nurses.  This  valuable  separation  could  not  have 
been  accomplished  without  the  determined  efforts  of 
Virginia  E.  Olson,  Director  of  Nursing  Service,  and 
Eileen  O.  Scott,  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  and 
to  them,  the  Board  extends  its  most  heartfelt  thanks. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Roosevelt  teams 
representing  the  Trustees  and  Volunteers  who  worked  to 
raise  funds  for  the  United  Hospital  Fund  this  year  col- 
lected a total  of  $88,253.  The  Trustees  were  led  by 
Thomas  W.  Estes  and  the  Volunteers  by  Mrs.  John  N. 
Irwin,  II. 

Our  Volunteer  Committee  gave  another  highly  suc- 
cessful Ball  of  Roses  this  year,  netting  more  than  $35,000. 
Sponsored  by  the  Empress  Chinchilla,  Bergdorf  Good- 
man, Forstmann  Woolens  Company,  and  an  anonymous 
donor,  the  Ball  was  headed  by  Mrs.  James  E.  Thompson, 
as  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Walter  C.  Baker,  as  Co-chairman. 

As  a woman  Volunteer,  I take  great  pride  in  the 
record  of  their  many  services  to  the  Hospital  under  the 
capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Howard  C.  Adams.  It  is, 
therefore,  with  great  pleasure  that  I welcome  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Volunteer  Committee,  Mrs.  Harold  L.  Suttle 
and  Mrs.  Stuart  M.  Crocker,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
A warm  welcome  is  also  extended  to  the  other  newly- 
elected  member  of  the  Board,  Everett  S.  Coldwell,  and 
to  Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Watson,  Sr.,  who  joins  us  as  an 
honorary  member. 

At  the  same  time  that  we  greet  our  new  members, 
we  mourn  the  loss  the  Board  sustained  in  1956  when 
Thomas  J.  Watson,  Sr.,  internationally  known  industri- 
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alist  and  humanitarian,  died  in  June.  Thomas  Watson 
served  on  our  Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty-two  years, 
bringing  an  active  and  devoted  interest  to  many  Hospital 
projects. 

Despite  the  personal  losses  the  Hospital  sustained 
in  1956,  there  have  been  many  positive  achievements. 
For  their  invaluable  help  in  making  this  past  year  a good 
one,  the  Trustees  wish  to  give  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
doctors,  nurses,  and  loyal  personnel,  and  to  our  Execu- 
tive Vice  President,  Peter  B.  Terenzio.

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report  of 

THE  EXECUTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT 


a he  pride  we  feel  in  the  goals  achieved  in  1956  is  in 
great  measure  tempered  by  the  loss  of  our  late  President, 
Stuart  Miller  Crocker,  in  September.  Though  he  held  the 
post  of  President  for  only  eleven  months,  Stuart  Crocker 
had  been  devoted  to  the  Hospital  for  many  years,  having 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1 933. 

His  ability  to  transmit  his  own  enthusiasm  to  others 
was  as  remarkable  as  his  tenacity  of  purpose  when  he  was 
convinced  that  the  Hospital  would  benefit  from  a pro- 
posed plan  of  action.  I am  grateful  for  having  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  him  and  consider  it  a privilege 
to  join  our  Board  of  Trustees  in  dedicating  the  1956 
Annual  Report  to  him. 

Perhaps  nowhere  were  Stuart  Crocker’s  abilities  bet- 
ter demonstrated  than  in  his  conception  and  achievement 
of  a single,  unified  educational  fund  sufficient  in  size  and 
scope  to  meet  the  needs  of  young  people  “during  those 
early  years  of  economic  hardship.”  As  a result  of  his 
efforts  to  fulfill  his  belief  that  “financial  limitation  alone 
shall  not  prevent  anyone  from  obtaining  basic  training 
or  advanced  study”  a $1,000,000  educational  fund  was 
established  in  1956.  In  tribute  to  him,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  named  the  fund  in  his  memory. 

THE  STUART  M.  CROCKER  EDUCATIONAL  FUND 

From  its  founding  in  1871,  The  Roosevelt  Hospital 
has  considered  the  education  of  its  resident  doctors  and 
student  nurses  second  only  to  its  primary  function— care 
of  the  sick.  Through  the  years,  however,  the  educational 
role  of  the  Hospital  has  broadened  considerably  with  the 
Hospital  now  being  the  training  center  for  technicians, 
therapists,  social  workers,  and  others  whose  work  bears 
upon  the  health  of  the  community. 

As  these  programs  have  grown,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Medical  Staff  have  become  increasingly 
aware  of  the  financial  difficulties  impeding  some  of  the 
staff.  In  the  past  the  Hospital  has  been  able  to  assist  only 
a few,  for  available  funds  have  been  limited  and  di- 
versified. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  administer  the  Fund 
has  been  granted  authority  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
spend  any  part  of  the  principal  or  income  of  the 
$1,000,000.  It  now  will  be  possible  to  consider  the  edu- 


cational needs  of  those  whose  work  is  in  the  related  fields 
and  to  give  greater  support  to  the  Hospital’s  educational 
programs. 

In  1956,  while  still  in  its  infancy,  a total  of  $15,620 
was  awarded  in  loans  or  grants  to  four  doctors,  five  grad- 
uate nurses  and  five  student  nurses.  Through  repayment 
of  loans  and  by  seeking  donations  to  replace  grants  and 
scholarships,  we  are  confident  that  the  Stuart  M.  Crocker 
Educational  Fund  will  be  self-perpetuating  and  that  the 
Hospital  will  be  in  a position  to  offer  continuing  financial 
assistance. 

EVENTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

In  keeping  with  the  Hospital’s  basic  philosophy  of 
providing  facilities  to  meet  the  health  needs  of  its  com- 
munity, several  new  services  and  programs  were  insti- 
tuted in  1956,  new  equipment  purchased  and  organiza- 
tional changes  made  within  several  departments  to 
permit  greater  efficiency  in  operation. 

NEW  SERVICES  AND  PROGRAMS 

A CLINIC  FOR  ADOLESCENTS  was  opened  in 
April  providing  a psychiatric  service  that  is  necessary 
but  still  rare  in  New  York  voluntary  general  hospitals. 
Though  we  have  provided  care  for  children  and  adults 
since  1 949,  no  provision  had  been  made  for  the  emotion- 
ally-disturbed  teen-ager  who  did  not  qualify  for  either 
service  because  of  age.  This  clinic  is  considered  an  im- 
portant addition  because  we  believe  psychiatric  guid- 
ance can  be  particularly  valuable  to  boys  and  girls 
between  the  ages  of  13  and  19,  a period  which  frequently 
is  one  of  considerable  emotional  disturbance. 

The  overall  program  was  planned  to  ensure  the 
treatment  of  all  facets  of  the  adolescent.  One  attending 
physician  in  each  of  the  other  specialty  clinics  partici- 
pates in  the  program,  and  the  Social  Service  Department 
investigates  the  patients’  home  conditions  which  often 
require  attention. 

A METHODS  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM, 
headed  by  Charles  E.  Callan,  was  put  into  effect  in  the 
Hospital  in  September.  Members  of  the  Hospital  Family 
attend  conferences  to  discuss  tools  and  techniques  for 
improving  their  work.  Based  on  the  philosophy  that  the 


person  doing  the  job  is  often  the  best  qualified  to  im- 
prove the  method  by  which  it  is  done,  the  program  en- 
courages participants  to  use  ingenuity  and  imagination 
in  striving  for  our  common  goal  and  objective— better 
patient  care  and  service.  Although  not  designed  for  any 
special  occupational  group,  Methods  Improvement  is 
potentially  capable  of  helping  everyone  improve  his  work 
in  a stimulating  way.  The  program  has  been  very  well 
received  and  will,  we  believe,  be  the  means  of  effecting 
many  improvements  in  service. 

THE  SPEECH  THERAPY  PROGRAM,  initiated 
in  1955  by  the  Volunteer  Committee,  was  expanded  in 
1956  when  the  Hospital's  speech  therapist  was  employed 
on  a full-time  basis.  Through  funds  provided  by  the  gen- 
erosity of  patients  of  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Antenucci,  the  speech 
therapist  now  can  see  patients  more  frequently,  resulting 
in  significant  improvements  especially  noticeable  in  chil- 
dren. The  purchase  of  a tape  recorder  provides  an  objec- 
tive means  of  analyzing  and  observing  progress  of  speech 
patients.  The  program  has  so  grown  in  scope  that  a 
clinical  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  School  of  Physical  Therapy,  is 
anticipated  in  the  early  part  of  1957. 

NEW  FACILITIES  AND  EQUIPMENT 

PSYCHIATRIC  IN-PATIENT  FACILITIES  FOR 
ADULTS,  located  on  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Tower  Build- 
ing, opened  in  June  providing  accommodations  for  men 
and  women  who  give  promise  of  good  progress  after 
intensive  treatment  within  a maximum  period  of  from 
five  to  six  weeks.  In  general,  two  types  of  patients  are  ac- 
commodated—those  who  are  able  to  pay  little  or  nothing 
and  those  who  are  admitted  on  a semi-private  basis. 
There  is  no  difference  in  the  treatment  accorded  these 
patients,  all  of  whom  enter  this  open  service  on  a volun- 
tary basis. 

The  service  operates  on  a team  approach.  The  team 
includes  staff  psychiatrists,  resident  doctors,  nurses, 
social  service  workers,  occupational  and  recreational 
therapists,  aides  and  volunteers.  Both  individual  and 
group  treatments  are  given  daily  by  a resident  psychia- 
trist, who  gives  psychotherapy  under  the  supervision  of 
a member  of  the  attending  psychiatric  staff.  The  social 
worker  on  the  team  focuses  attention  principally  on  the 
patient’s  family  while  the  entire  staff,  assisted  by  volun- 
teers under  the  direction  of  an  occupational  therapist, 
conducts  daytime  recreation  and  some  special  evening 
events.  The  occupational  therapist,  assigned  to  this  serv- 
ice, is  a member  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Medicine 
and  Rehabilitation,  which  gave  a total  of  1,182  treat- 


ments to  101  patients  on  Tower  9,  a rather  impressive 
record  for  a new  service.  The  26  volunteers  who  work  on 
this  floor  have  given  1,328  hours  in  the  six  months  the 
service  has  been  in  operation. 

We  believe  the  psychiatric  program  of  the  Hospital 
reflects  the  increased  recognition  in  general  hospitals  of 
the  need  to  treat  the  patient  as  a whole,  with  full  con- 
sideration of  the  psychiatric  aspects  of  many  diverse  types 
of  illness.  Members  of  the  psychiatric  staff  also  see  and 
treat  those  patients  with  a psychiatric  component  who 
have  been  admitted  to  other  services  in  the  Hospital.  The 
opening  of  this  unit  marks  the  final  step  in  the  integra- 
tion of  psychiatry  into  all  phases  of  the  Hospital  on  both 
an  in-patient  and  out-patient  basis. 

A NEW  PEDIATRIC  FLOOR,  with  two  suites 
that  include  rooms  for  parents  of  hospitalized  children, 
provides  separate  private  and  semi-private  pediatric 
facilities  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 
Built  and  furnished  at  a cost  of  more  than  $250,000  as 
a memorial  to  the  late  Bayard  Dominick,  this  new  service 
is  located  on  the  eighth  floor  of  the  Tower  Building  adja- 
cent to  the  existing  children’s  ward.  The  operation  of  the 
Bayard  Dominick  Pavilion,  as  it  is  known,  is  in  keeping 
with  the  more  recent  developments  in  pediatric  care.  In 
addition  to  the  policy  of  unlimited  visiting  hours,  mothers 
are  encouraged  to  assist  in  bathing,  feeding  and  caring  for 
their  children  under  nursing  and  medical  direction.  We 
consider  these  features  extremely  important  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  patient  since  children  frequently  experience 
hospitalization  as  abandonment.  The  new  floor  which 
accommodates  fourteen  patients,  has  brightly  colored 
rooms  and  furniture  scaled  down  to  children’s  size. 

THREE  NEW  AMBULANCES,  unique  in  design, 
were  purchased  in  September  through  the  generosity  of 
the  J.  P.  Stevens  Co.  and  the  Theodore  Luce  Foundation. 
The  two-tone  gray  ambulances  were  especially  designed 
for  metropolitan  service  by  Hospital  Ambulance  and 
Purchasing  Department  personnel.  The  approach  to  de- 
sign was  a radical  departure  from  the  traditional  concept 
of  streamlining,  since  the  Hospital  was  interested  pri- 
marily in  creating  a functionally  safe  mobile  unit  permit- 
ting more  efficient  patient  care.  The  square  body  design 
of  the  new  ambulances  provides  enough  space  to  trans- 
port four  patients  on  stretchers  double-decker  style  and 
can  accommodate  eight  seated  persons.  The  features  in- 
corporated into  the  new  ambulances  will  result  in  less 
driver  fatigue,  better  vision,  more  space  for  patients, 
more  storage  space  and  better  winter  heating. 

THE  PRIVATE  DIAGNOSTIC  UNIT  is  being 
enlarged  and  new  equipment  purchased  through  a gener- 
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ous  gift  given  anonymously  to  the  Hospital.  This  year  we 
installed  two  new  x-ray  machines,  started  the  renovation 
of  the  Private  Diagnostic  Floor,  and  built  a special  dark 
room  to  house  a newly-acquired  automatic  x-ray  develop- 
ment unit. 

In  making  his  gift  the  donor  specified  that  it  be  used 
to  expand  our  diagnostic  facilities  and  to  construct  a 
suite  of  rooms  for  private  in-patients  that  would  accom- 
modate a family  or  a small  group  of  corporation  execu- 
tives. As  construction  continues,  additional  equipment 
will  be  purchased  and  existing  diagnostic  facilities,  now 
located  in  other  areas,  will  be  moved  to  this  floor. 

THE  INTER-COMMUNICATION  SYSTEM,  an 
integral  part  of  the  semi-private  units  in  the  Tower  Build- 
ing, proved  so  successful  that  in  1956  the  system  was 
installed  in  all  patient  areas  of  the  Hospital.  Time-saving 
for  nurses,  this  system  is  particularly  valuable  to  the 
patient  who  feels  reassured  by  the  knowledge  that  he  can 
communicate  with  the  nurse  at  the  nursing  station  imme- 
diately. 

THE  IBM  ACCOUNTING  MACHINES,  installed 
at  the  Hospital  this  year,  now  handle  the  major  portion  of 
accounting  procedures.  Along  with  increased  speed,  ac- 
curacy and  economy  in  processing,  the  flexibility  of  these 
machines  enables  us  to  meet  any  increase  in  volume  and 
permits  greater  detail  in  accounting  and  statistical  reports. 

THE  ADDRESSOGRAPH  SYSTEM,  now  used 
throughout  the  Hospital,  has  brought  greater  efficiency 
and  accuracy  to  the  handling  of  patient  accounts.  At  the 
time  of  admission,  an  addressograph  plate  with  basic  per- 
sonal data  about  the  patient,  is  cut  on  a machine  located 
in  the  Admitting  Office.  This  master  plate  accompanies 
the  patient  to  his  floor  where  it  is  filed  and  used  whenever 
laboratory,  x-ray  or  other  work  is  requested  by  the  at- 
tending physician.  A stamping  machine  on  each  floor 
prints  the  patient  data  on  the  request  slip,  saving  time  and 
assuring  an  accurate  record. 

DEPARTMENTAL  CHANGES 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  NURSING  SERVICE 
AND  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING  was  separated  into  its 
two  natural  divisions  in  August.  Virginia  E.  Olson  was 
appointed  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  Eileen  O. 
Scott,  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  with  both  now 
responsible  directly  to  the  Executive  Vice  President. 

As  a result  of  the  separation,  a Coordinating  Com- 
mittee, representing  Nursing  Service  and  the  School,  was 
formed  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  faculty  and 
to  the  head  nurse  group.  An  In-Service  Educational  Pro- 
gram was  initiated  by  Sheila  Givan,  Assistant  Director  of 


Nursing  Service,  to  keep  the  nursing  staff  informed  of 
current  advances  in  medicine,  nursing  and  allied  fields. 
Orientation  sessions,  a part  of  the  overall  program,  help 
make  nursing  care  uniform  throughout  all  patient  units 
and  assist  new  members  of  the  staff  in  adjusting  to  their 
new  situation. 

In  addition  to  the  separation,  the  Nursing  Service 
offices  were  relocated  in  the  renovated  conference  room 
off  the  corridor  connecting  the  Private  Pavilion  and  the 
Old  Administration  Building. 

CENTRAL  SUPPLY— originally  organized  in  1938 
by  Irene  McCarron  who  retired  in  February  after  thirty- 
eight  years  of  devoted  service— was  combined  with  two 
other  services.  Central  Equipment  and  Inhalation  Ther- 
apy. The  incorporation  of  these  services  under  one 
supervisor,  Muriel  Walton,  assures  a more  coordinated 
processing  and  dispensing  of  all  professional  supplies  and 
equipment  for  the  care  and  safety  of  patients.  Equipment 
which  at  one  time  was  the  responsibility  of  each  floor  is 
now  centralized  in  one  area  where  it  is  maintained,  re- 
paired and  distributed  as  needed. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMUNICATIONS, 
formed  in  1955,  incorporated  the  Hospital’s  telephone, 
mail  and  tube  room,  reception  and  information  services. 
Because  of  the  unique  opportunity  to  work  with  patients, 
public  and  personnel  which  the  post  of  Director  of  Com- 
munications offered,  it  was  decided  in  1956  that  this  posi- 
tion would  be  made  a part  of  the  Administrative  Resi- 
dency experience  of  the  students  coming  to  the  Hospital 
for  their  management  training. 

THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT  moved 
to  enlarged,  renovated  quarters  in  the  building  formerly 
used  for  nursing  arts  and  science  instruction.  With  the 
additional  space  each  caseworker  now  has  a private  of- 
fice for  interviewing  patients. 

In  its  continuing  effort  to  provide  the  optimum  in 
patient  care,  several  educational  programs  were  instituted 
by  the  Department.  Dr.  Otto  Poliak,  of  the  Sociology 
Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  conducted 
a five  week  seminar  on  the  impact  of  cultural  patterns  of 
the  patient  as  they  relate  to  his  attitude  toward  illness  and 
social  problems.  Throughout  the  year,  several  speakers 
from  community  agencies  attended  staff  meetings  to  ex- 
plain their  programs.  As  part  of  the  joint  educational 
program  for  resident  doctors  and  social  workers,  a small 
booklet  listing  and  defining  functions  of  the  social  agen- 
cies most  often  used  by  our  patients  was  printed  and 
distributed  to  the  medical  and  house  staffs. 

SEVERAL  LABORATORY  DIVISIONS  were 
relocated  during  the  year.  The  Blood  Bank  and  the  sepa- 
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rate  Donating  Room  were  moved  to  refurbished  quarters 
near  the  Admitting  Office.  The  Histology  Laboratory 
was  moved  to  the  renovated  Blood  Bank  Room  while  the 
space  formerly  occupied  by  Histology  was  released  to 
the  Chemistry  Laboratory.  The  former  Blood  Bank 
Donating  Room  was  converted  into  a room  for  the  path- 
ology house  staff  where  surgical  pathology  is  conducted 
daily  by  an  attending  pathologist.  Further  changes  are 
anticipated  in  1 957  to  provide  much  needed  space  for  the 
expanding  technical  staff  and  new  procedures,  and  to 
facilitate  a more  effective  functioning  of  the  Laboratories 
generally. 

SERVICES  RENDERED 


There  were  9,574  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  in 
1956  as  compared  with  the  9,376  of  1955.

Louis  Giammarino  was  appointed  Assistant  Con- 
troller on  December  1 0 succeeding  Charles  G.  Brand  who 
resigned  this  post  in  November. 

Samuel  Davis  was  appointed  Administrative  Resi- 
dent in  February  succeeding  A.  Robert  Crawford  who 
was  inducted  into  the  U.  S.  Army  in  March. 

Miss  Viola  Moore  was  appointed  Director  of  Ad- 
missions on  August  1 succeeding  Miss  Anne  Soloway 
who  resigned  this  post  in  June. 

Miss  Edythe  M.  Ware,  chief  telephone  operator  for 
35  years,  retired  in  March  and  was  succeeded  in  her  post 
by  Mrs.  Ann  M.  Troiano. 


Ralph  E.  Bodek  was  appointed  IBM  Manager,  a 
newly-created  post,  in  July. 

John  Murrin  was  appointed  Chief  Protection  Officer 
on  March  26  succeeding  Vincent  Hastings  who  retired  in 
March. 

Thomas  McNamara  was  appointed  Laundry  Man- 
ager succeeding  Robert  M.  Martin,  who  died  in  No- 
vember. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

In  1956,  Mrs.  Donald  F.  Bush  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital,  the  first  woman  to  be 
elected  to  this  post  in  the  entire  history  of  the  Hospital. 
A member  of  the  Board’s  Executive  Committee  in  1952 
and  Vice  President  and  Co-chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  in  1955,  she  has  been  on  the  Board  since 
1947.  Mrs.  Bush  was  one  of  the  original  founders  of  the 
Hospital’s  Volunteer  Committee  when  it  was  formed  in 
1932.  She  is  now  and  has  been  for  many  years 
vitally  interested  in  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  and  an  active 
participant  in  its  projects. 

I feel  deeply  indebted  to  Mrs.  Bush;  to  our  newly- 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  George  Roberts;  to  Jack 
I.  Straus,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee;  to  all 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  guidance  and 
understanding,  and  to  the  Medical  Staff  and  all  Personnel 
of  the  Hospital  for  their  warm  cooperation.  In  my  opin- 
ion, it  is  the  common  bond  of  interest  they  share  in  the 
welfare  of  The  Roosevelt  Hospital  that  accounts  for  the 
successful  achievement  of  the  widely  diversified  events

THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


n reviewing  the  events  of  the  past  year  at  The  Roose- 
velt Hospital  there  is  one  that  towers  above  all  others. 
This  is  the  establishment  of  The  Stuart  M.  Crocker  Edu- 
cational Fund  in  the  amount  of  one  million  dollars.  This 
fund,  which  is  the  first  of  its  magnitude  in  the  hospital 
system,  was  designed  to  provide  scholarships,  grants-in- 
aid  and  loans  for  young  nurses  and  doctors  requiring 
financial  help  to  complete  their  training  or  to  pursue 
advanced  studies. 

Skillful  and  diligent  care  of  the  sick  patient  has 
been,  as  always,  our  primary  objective.  The  clinical  serv- 
ices have  functioned  smoothly  and  efficiently  under  the 
guidance  of  a faithful  and  dedicated  staff.  The  ever- 
widening  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery  have  continued 
to  increase  our  work  and  our  responsibilities  to  the  com- 
munity. Diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  have  be- 
come more  complex  and  more  time  consuming  but  the 
demands  have  been  met  resourcefully  and  commendably 
by  all  departments.  Weekly  and  monthly  reviews  at 
which  the  activities  of  the  various  divisions  are  carefully 
analyzed  help  effectively  to  maintain  our  priceless  tra- 
dition of  fine  clinical  care. 

Our  Diagnostic  Unit,  serving  ambulatory  as  well  as 
in-patients,  has  been  materially  enlarged  to  meet  the 
constantly  increasing  demands  that  are  being  made  upon 
it.  The  large  number  of  unsuspected  ailments  disclosed 
by  periodic  physical  examination  has  amply  justified  the 
establishment  of  the  unit  a number  of  years  ago.  Its  ex- 
pansion during  the  past  year  and  the  addition  of  a con- 
siderable amount  of  the  most  modern  diagnostic  equip- 
ment, were  made  possible  by  a very  generous  contribu- 
tion from  a loyal  friend  of  the  Hospital,  who  prefers  to 
remain  anonymous,  and  to  whom  I extend  our  warmest 
thanks. 

Second  in  importance  only  to  the  care  of  the  sick, 
is  the  training  program  for  our  resident  doctors  and  the 
senior  medical  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Columbia  University.  An  additional  educa- 
tional coordinator  has  been  appointed  this  year.  Under 
the  guidance  of  the  various  departmental  Chiefs  the  three 


coordinators  assist  in  arranging  the  numerous  con- 
ferences and  lectures  which  are  essential  to  a successful 
program,  and  which  supplement  the  intensive  clinical 
teaching  at  the  bedside  and  in  the  operating  rooms.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  all  senior  residents  have  completed  and 
submitted  reports  on  research  projects  covering  a wide 
variety  of  disease  entities.  Many  of  these  reports  have 
already  been  published  in  various  medical  journals.  In 
these  investigations  our  residents  have  had  the  encourage- 
ment and  the  advice  of  the  Attending  Staff  and,  in  pre- 
paring their  final  reports,  they  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  invaluable  assistance  of  our  Editor  for  Clinical  Re- 
search. We  are  pleased  to  have  been  able  to  provide 
these  young  men  with  the  technical  facilities  and  the 
intellectual  guidance  so  vital  to  their  education.  We  are 
confident  that  they  have  been  trained  to  meet  compe- 
tently the  health  needs  of  the  communities  in  which  they 
will  practice,  and  that  they  have  developed  a scientific 
curiosity  that  will  help  them  to  make  contributions  of 
lasting  value  to  their  chosen  fields. 

The  formulation  of  plans  for  the  expansion  of  our 
hospital  services  has  required  innumerable  meetings  of 
all  committees  of  the  Medical  Board.  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  my  colleagues  on  those  committees  for 
their  kind  help  and  wise  counsel.  I wish  also  to  express 
to  the  Administrative  and  Nursing  Staffs  and  to  the 
Social  Service  Department  my  deep  appreciation  of  their 
unfailing  cooperation  on  countless  occasions  during  the 
past  year. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  I record  the  un- 
timely death  of  our  late  President  of  the  Board  of 
T rustees,  Stuart  M.  Crocker.  He  was  a man  of  uncommon 
devotion,  a constant  friend  and  servant  of  The  Roosevelt 
Hospital  for  many  years.  In  his  passing  we  have  lost  one 
of  our  commanding  figures,  but  his  indomitable  spirit  and 
fortitude  will  long  remain  with  us  as  an  inspiration  to 
those  who  are  privileged  to  carry  on. 

To  Mr.  George  Roberts,  Chairman;  to  Mrs.  Donald 
F.  Bush,  President;  to  Mr.  Jack  I.  Straus,  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  remaining  members 
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of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  I convey  the  respects  and  the 
gratitude  of  the  entire  professional  staff  of  the  Hospital. 
Burdened  as  they  are  with  the  ever  present  and  distress- 
ing financial  problem  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  at  its 
present  level,  the  decision  of  our  Trustees  to  approve  the 
costly  educational  program  laid  before  them  by  Stuart 
Crocker  reaffirms  our  faith  in  their  courage  and  vision.

t is  most  gratifying  to  summarize  the  activities  of  the 
volunteers  and  Volunteer  Committee  for  the  year  1956. 
There  was  an  increase  in  number  of  volunteers,  hours 
served,  and  income  and  funds  raised  for  the  Hospital  and 
various  activities  supported  by  the  Committee. 

Three  hundred  volunteers  worked  24,396  hours  on 
the  private  floors  and  \wirds,  in  clinics,  the  blood  bank, 
laboratories,  occupational  therapy,  library,  pediatrics, 
gift  shop,  and  advised  on  interior  decorating.  Two  new 
services  were  added— volunteers  are  helping  on  the  psy- 
chiatric floor  and  also  are  providing  messenger  service 
which  covers  all  parts  of  the  Hospital.  The  Library  Cart 
continued  its  twice  weekly  rounds  of  the  wards  and 
semi-private  floors  and  last  November  marked  its  25th 
Anniversary.  This  is  certainly  a mark  of  great  devotion 
and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  volunteers  who  man  it. 

A new  project  called  the  Donkey-Elephant  was 
instituted  and  is  most  successful  in  raising  money  for 
the  Maintenance  Fund.  Articles  ranging  in  an  estimated 
value  from  $100  and  up  are  sold  at  the  Thrift  Shop  in 
which  we  participate.  Our  regular  Thrift  Shop  activities 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Social  Service  Department  were  also 
most  productive  and  by  far  the  best  year  yet.  The  Gift 
Shop  and  Gift  Cart  Service  to  the  patient’s  bedside  con- 
tinue to  be  another  source  of  income.  The  Committee 
wrote  letters  for  the  United  Hospital  Fund  from  which 
the  Hospital  received  $23,695  and  the  fourth  Ball  of 
Roses  netted  the  splendid  sum  of  $35,015. 

Our  most  sincere  thanks  to  Miss  Ruth  Cushman, 
Director  of  Volunteers,  her  evening  assistant.  Miss 
Mabel  Hur,  and  all  other  Department  Heads  for  their 
cooperation  in  every  way.  To  all  volunteers  and  to  the 
Volunteer  Committee,  thank  you  for  making  this  another 
good  year.
